.“I am well aware of the difficulties 
that have been caused as to young 
men leaving colleges and schools fana- 
ing employment,” said His Excellency. 

“There was a time when the posses¬ 
sion of English education was,”-he de¬ 
clared, “supposed to lead direct to a 
post in Government service. The edu 
cated were then fewer m number. At 
present, while the number of posts 
is more or less the same,^edu¬ 
cated people- are a legion. There- 
, fore the possession of Engusn 
^education- no longer^ necessarily leads 
direct to posts under the Government. 
As I have said to .the boys of St. 
Xavier’s, I do regard that the future 
for education in South IndiaSnust also 
mean great industrialisation of the 
-country 1 do not know 
v you have ever heard of the Pykara, 
scheme or seen those wires which 
stretch over sd' many hundreds of 

miles - over The Nilgiris and .down be¬ 
low in. Coimbatore and -Tantore Dis- 
‘-tiicts. firi^helieve, that within, the next 
.fifty-years, there is going to he .a great 
future, for the industnahsation of 
South India with this wonderful water 
power which has just been discovered.

I regret, as much as you, 
the. fact.that your income has suffered 
so heavily by the abolition_of tolls/and 
sympathise with your desire to improve 
the condition of your roads. I am very 
glad to hear that, with characteristic 
energy, you have already taken this 
useful work in hand, and I am the 
more sorry,that my reply to the request 
for a half-grant can only be the same 
as that which I gave the other day at 
Palamcottah. The present policy per¬ 
mits only of the grant of a loan, if 
you can see your way to taking one. 

I am sure you will appreciate the 
impossibility of making special excep¬ 
tions. 

TOWN IMPROVEMENT SCHEME 

“You next refer to an ambitious 
scheme for providing various improve¬ 
ments to the amenities of the town 
involving the taking of a loan of four 
lakhs!

The Burma Orders 


Sir Thomas Inskip’s statement in 
the Goinmoris, Reuter’s summary of 
which wafe published in our columns 
yesterday, on the subject of Indiah 
immigration ;iritp, Burma is by no 
means calculated to allay: the appre¬ 
hensions felt by the Indian commu¬ 
nity in Burma. It may be recalled 
that the .Government had given an 
undertaking irv . the Commons in 
regard to two.matters. One Was that 
there would be. restrictions, if any, 
only' on the immigration of un¬ 
skilled labour. The other was that 
such restrictions as the Government’ 
might impose even on the' immigra¬ 
tion of unskilled labour should only 
be made after the Governor of 
Burma .had consulted the Govern¬ 
ment of ,; India- on. ther question. It 
was stated that the undertaking 
would be implemented by provi¬ 
sions in the Instrument of Instruc¬ 
tions to the Governor of Burma. As 
we haye had occasion .to point out, 
the ’ Iristrii'merit Of Instructions does 
not contain "such provisions. Sir 
Thomas Ipskip’s position seems tq 
be that; taken in conjunction With 
what is contained in the Govern¬ 
ment of Biiriria: Act itself, the. r draft 
Instrument fully redeems."the Gov-, 
erriment’s' pledge.'

INCREASE IN HOME 
•UNITS 

(REUTER’S AGENCY.) 

.. LONDON, Nov. 18. 

A big increase in the strength of 
the Home units of the Royal Air 
Force since May last year is shown 
in the latest figures available. In 
May 1935, the Home Squadrons 
numbered 53, with 350 first line 
machines, showing that the Air 
Force has made a good start towards 
reaching the limit aimed at, namely 
129 Home Squadrons, with 1,750 
first line machines. 

The Air Minister provides for 
the erection of 50 new aero¬ 
dromes, of which 39 are already 
in the course of construc¬ 
tion. The majority of the aero¬ 
dromes are situated in the South 
and • South-east of England. It is 
understood that the new bal¬ 
loon barrage will considera¬ 
bly strengthen London’s aerial 
defence and " is expected to 
prove of great advantage in 
cloudy weather when it is diffi¬ 
cult for fighting ’planes to locate 
bombers. 

RECRUITING IN BRITAIN 

LONDON, Nov. 18 A 

“I am bound to admit that under 
the present conditions of service 
the voluntary system of recruit¬ 
ment seems to be a grave danger” 
declared Lord Stanhope, replying to 
the points hitherto raised in the 
Lords debate on Defence. He said 
that recruitments to the Territorial 
Army in 1936-37 has. fallen to about 
24,000 and although the War Office 
hoped to secure 40,000 recruits this 
year, they still expect to be short of 
the 86,000 required to bring the 
total to peace-time ; establishment 
level. The situation in the regular 
Army is somewhat worse, for al¬ 
though 35,000 recruits are required 
in ,1936-37 to repair the normal 
wastage, the War Office expects 
only 21,000 and thus the deficit was 
rapidly increasing.

If necessary, the in¬ 
crease in the Air Force up to the 
end of 1937 programme in order to 
keep pace with those powers within 
the reach of our shores, we should 
not hesitate to do so.”

The Government of India have 
for sometime had under considera¬ 
tion a prppbsal to send a deputation 
to Malaya to examine,the; conditions 
of Indian labour there. The Mala¬ 
yan ; Government themselves ex¬ 
pressed a wish that .such a deputa¬ 
tion should, be sent and the, pro¬ 
posal received the approval of the 
Standing Emigration Committee of 
both Houses of Indian Legislature. 
The Government of India ha.ve now 
appointed the! Right Hon’ble V. S. 
Srinivasa Sastri as their delegate. 

Mr, Sastri sails from. Calcutta on 
November ‘29 and will be accompanied 
by Mr. G. S. Bozman, I.C.S., at pre¬ 
sent Additional Deputy Secretary, 
Department of Education, Health and 
Lands, as adviser. 

The delegation’s terms of reference 
are to, examine the condition of Indian 
labourers in ' Malaya with special 
reference to (1) rates of payment of 
wages, (2) hours of work, (3). provi¬ 
sion made for residence, medical 
treatment, educatioh- arid for subsidi¬ 
ary occupation, by allotment of land 
for cultivation, (4) sex ratio,: (5) poli¬ 
tical and social status and make re¬ 
commendations as, to (a) what im¬ 
provements are desirable in respect of 
these or any other matters in the inte¬ 
rests of the Indian labour force al¬ 
ready in .Malaya and (b) whether as¬ 
sisted emigration to Malaya should 
be permitted in future and if so, on 
what conditions. 

RANGE OF ENQUIRY 

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW DELHI,. Nov. 18. 

The terms 1 of reference of the dele¬ 
gation to Malaya seem fairly compre¬ 
hensive, for while those’ specified re¬ 
late to every problem which has arisen 
in' recent years, such as wages, sex 
ratio, hours of work, political . i.nd 
social status and general amenities, 
the delegation is not precluded from 
undertaking examination of any other 
matters which may be brought up 
after! its arrival in Malaya. ' 

It is about 20 years since' the last 
delegation led by Sir Norman Mar- 
joribanks visited the place and though 
a request from the Malayan Govern¬ 
ment for another delegation was made 
in : 1929, on account of various reasons, 
it was not possible to send out one 
until now. 

. The entire enquiry should not, it is 
anticipated, take more than a month 
or six weeks; since a good * deal* of; 
statistical, material is' alfeady avail¬ 
able ! either with the Government of 
India or with the Agent in Malaya. 

vSEX RATIO... 

There is an interesting background 
I to The appointment of the delegation; 
(adds the Associated Press). As early 
as in 1929, the Malaya Government in¬ 
vited the Government of India to send 
someone to see things for himself and 
judge whether the Malaya Govern¬ 
ment was right in securing the exemp-, 
tion of Malaya from the sex ratib. This 
ratio was fixed by the rules under the 
Indian Emigration Act of 1922 in order 
to prevent the recurrence of conditions 
in various parts of the world, .where 
Indian labour had gbne in the past 
and suffered for want of a proper sex 
ratio. The rules fixed the ratio at' 1 200 
males to 800 females. Ceylon is; free’ 
from the operation of the. riitio and 
Malaya has also been hitherto exempt¬ 
ed. - ■ 

wages'- ; 

The Government of India 'was 
thinking of sending a deputation in', 
1930, when depression occurred in the 
rubber trade and resulted in the re* 
patriation of about 150,000 Indian 
labourers. It was, therefore, not the 
proper time to send a depu¬ 
tation. In : 1934, prices • began 
to look up 'and /assisted non-re- 
cruited ' labour was ! subsequently al¬ 
lowed by the Government of India 
after;: consultation with the Standing 
Emigration Committee of the Assem¬ 
bly to proceed to Malaya. As wages 
had been reduced in 1930 by about 30 
per cent'in Malaya, the Government 
of Iridia took up the question of rais¬ 
ing the standard of wage; The Mala¬ 
ya Government agreed to restore the 
10 per cent cut, which had been, se¬ 
cured by. pro rata reduction in the 
cash; fate of the daily wage for short 
work. As regards the rest of the wage 
cut, the Malaya Governrherit argued 
that the cost of living had fallen in 
Malaya i-by about 25 per cent so (that 
no hardship was caused. Now Mr. 
Sastri’s deputation would investigate 
whether the wages offered'were, ade¬ 
quate or inadequate. In fact, the pri¬ 
mary function of the deputation, will 
be to enquire into fhe question of 
wages and six ratio which was origi¬ 
nally the main issUe and is; now pro* 
bably' the ■ subsidiary issue.

HOURS OF WORK/ 

As regards hours of work, Mr. Bastri 
may-be expected to look into the ques¬ 
tion of making • the daily standard - rate 
effective hy avoiding pro rata reduc¬ 
tion for short work .done for, the con¬ 
venience bf'theemployere. He "will also 
see whether: the proper care is taken 
of Indian labour regarding medical 
and other amenities of life* .The Gov¬ 
ernment of India have not received 
any complaint on; this score. The ques¬ 
tion of political and social status dobs 
not raise, the same' issue /as m Other- 
Dominions and Colonies for' the Tea- 
son that the system of franchise does 
hot. exist in Malaya, but Mr. Sastri 
may! examine- whether Indians in Ma* 
laya' are getting a fair. voice 'in’ Ideal 
affairs 'and whether there' is any' kind 
qf raciar'discriminatibn.

E. .Cousins,-President¬ 
elect of the All-India Women’s Con¬ 
ference, returned here yesterday after 
their visit to Trivandrum as State 
guests in connection with, the Maha¬ 
raja’s birthday celebrations. 

Addressing the staff arid students of 
the Theosophical College and High 
School, at the general assembly in Be- 
sant Hall this morning on the temple- 
entry proclamation of thfe. Maharaja, 
Dr. Cousins, said that the event, which 
had: taken glace while he was in Tri¬ 
vandrum, was one of .firstrate histori¬ 
cal importance, inasmuch-asut repre¬ 
sented a break from age-long religious 
restrictions.

regular access to worship, but it would 
relieve the priesthood of artificial dis¬ 
tinctions that-were repugnant to the 
spirit of Hinduism as, he tmderstood it 
from forty years of study, and of the 
practice of certain of :its disciplines, 
Such distinctions had led to mental 
casuistry and hypocrisy because they 
were false in both nature and Hindu 
universalism." , .. 

Probably, Dr. Cousins continued, the 
most important element in the epoch- 
making Travancore proclamation was 
the fact that, after many centuries of 
movement away from its fundamentals, 
Hindu religion had been now given the 
opportunity of returning to the vital 
simplicities of the Vedic .vision 
arid practice—the vision of ; the 
underlying unity -of life, ’ and 
the practice of ' that vision in 
a social order based on a recogni¬ 
tion of both individual and group 
necessities and on the true satisfaction 
of both the temporal and eternal, ele¬ 
ments in human nature. Looking at the 
event ini this light, he felt .that it was 
ultimately more important than any¬ 
thing now taking place in Europe , or 
elsewhere. There was no hope of a true 
social order worthy of humanity in the 
highest sense of the term emerging 
from the present welter of fear, hatred, 
greed and pride. The only basis of a 
real civilisation was the recognition of 
human unity, and the achievement of 
a social order that would allow every 
human being to attain his. and her 
highest happiness in mutual service to 
a' common ideal. Such a civilisation was 
implicit in the Vedic view of life, but 
had been held back from fulfilment by 
the overgrowth of unregenerate human 
nature that smothered the living reality 
in false restrictions^ The history-mak¬ 
ing act of the young Ruler of Travan¬ 
core cut down through those over¬ 
growths and gave the spiritual Ufe of 
millions a chance to blossom and bear 
fruit. 

Concluding, Dr. Cousins appealed to 
students to try to realise the vast 
importance of what had taken place a 
few days ago, and to consecrate them¬ 
selves to be pure-bodied and pure- 
minded servers in the new era that, was 
opening before them, dropping the 
petty gratifications that many of them 
had acquired through the false blan¬ 
dishments of commercialised sensual¬ 
ity, and giving themselves to the joy 
of unity with the new life that was 
pouring into India.

There are .very many more diffi¬ 
cult questions of -internal structure as 
well as outlook towards other reli¬ 
gions and: communities which have to 
be tackled if Hindu society has to be 
a live force, but the only way in which 
they can be solved is for Hindu lead¬ 
ers to preserve and foster the benefi¬ 
cent and progressive spirit of this Ro¬ 
yal Proclamation.

Mr, Purushottarndoss Gocooladoss, 
President of the Dharma Sevaka Sa- 
bha, Madras, in the course, of a com¬ 
munication to us, states: 

,. The young Maharaja of Travancore 
and his talented Dewan, Sir C. P. Ra¬ 
maswami Aiyar, cannot be congratu¬ 
lated on the Proclamation that was re¬ 
cently issued in respect 'of .entry into 
State-owned and-managed temples by 
all classes of His Highness’s Hindu 
subjects without any distinction. It 
cannot be that the Maharaja or his 
Dewan do not know tlje origin of the 
Hindu temples and the sanctity of the 
shrines which has been preserved in¬ 
tact all these years by rigid, observ¬ 
ance of the rules and conditions gov- 
ernirig the entry of the various classes 
: of Hindus. It is well known that Hindu 
'temples are not prayer halls but 
power houses from which'the ortho¬ 
dox community believe that spiritua¬ 
lity flows. If there is any efficacy in 
the teiriple worship, this . sanctity 
should be preserved. Even our .Hari¬ 
jan brethren, I refer* to the elderly and 
the orthodox portion of the commu¬ 
nity, who believe in. the efficacy 
and sanctity of the temples, will 
not wish to see anything done which 
will mar that sanctity. even' if they 
are allowed free entry into temples 
alorig with the caste-Hindus. It looks 
as if the State, . which has al¬ 
ways been known as a stronghold of 
Hindu orthodoxy and has been care¬ 
fully preserving its traditions all these 
years, has yielded to clamour from re¬ 
formers and others, who do riot be¬ 
lieve in teriiple worship. 

Political considerations, if any, 
should not be allowed to override 
orthodox sentiment based on Sastraic 
injunctions. It is said that the new De¬ 
wan, Sir C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar con¬ 
sulted the leading priests in the State 
and acted with their approval. Did 
they give their consent without any re¬ 
servations? I doubt. 

•Tfie iiadras' Government,' in-giving 
their opinion on the Temple Entry Bill 
as permissive and enabling measure 
introduced in the Assembly in 1934, 
said: “There is every likelihood of 
breaches of the peace and serious fac¬ 
tions in villages or of The temples be¬ 
ing abandoned by caste-Hindus alto¬ 
gether—that is to say the caste-Hindu 
will either surrender.without a. strug¬ 
gle or he will fight.” This Warning 
from the administration of an adjoin¬ 
ing territory of which Travancore 
forms ethnologically and geographi¬ 
cally a part should' have made the 
Travancore Durbar consider before 
they took precipitate action,: which is 
highly to be deplored.. 

We are already witnessing the re¬ 
percussions of the State policy by the 
entry of the Avarnas into temples in 
some of the Government teinples at 
Alleppey even before the rules and 
regulations are framed, the beginning 
of the desertion by caste-Hindus.

MEMBERS’ PROTEST AT 
PRESIDENT’S RULING 


LIFE SENTENCE ON 
ACCUSED /■ 


(FROM OOR CORRESPONDENT.) 

ELLORE. Nov. 17. 

• At a special meeting , of the West 
Godavary District Board convened 
this evening in the District Board’s 
Office, Ellore, with Mr. D. Naraya- 
naraju, President, in the chair, for 
the purpose of Gensurihg the .ad¬ 
ministration of the- District Board 
by its President, Mr. D. Narayana¬ 
raju, the President ruled the sub¬ 
ject out of order on the ground 
that it came under Section 44 . of 
the Madras Local Boards . Act. 

On the requisition of 17 members, 
the President convened the special 
meeting this evening. The requisition 
wanted the meeting • to be convened 
for the purpose of censuring the ad- 
jninistration of the District Board, by 
its President, Mr. D.. Narayanaraju. 
The meeting hall, which was at first 
crowded with visitors, was cleared 
under orders from the President. The 
President also arranged for police 
bundobust to prevent, any untoward 
incidents, and-accordingly Mr. P. B. 
Rariianarao, B. A., Sub-Inspector of 
Police, Ellore town, along with a posse 
of constables, was present, at. the 
meeting hall, throughout. Thirty- 
nine members of the total Board’s 
present strength of 41 attended. 

Mr. C. Indrayya asked the Pre¬ 
sident why police- help was requisi¬ 
tioned and said that it was. unneces¬ 
sary to do so. 

The President replied that there 
had been disturbances at the Board’s 
meetings before and that police help 
was requisitioned for to-day’s meet¬ 
ing by him' as he thought it neces¬ 
Mr. G. V. Reddi Naidu objected to 
the action of the President in shut¬ 
ting out the public from the meeting. 
The President said he considered. it 
necessary to: do so. . 

,Mr. G, .V. Reddi Naidu said that 
since* the meeting-was .convened for 
; the purpose of censuring the adminis¬ 
tration of the District Board, the 
President and the Vice-President of 
the Board, who were supposed to- be 
responsible for the administration, 
should not be allowed to vote. But 
certain other members objected to the 
same -and-, said that at that rate no 
a member should have the right to vote, 
as every member was in a way res¬ 
ponsible for the administration of 
the Board. • : 

POINT OP ORPER 
: J The -President then 'explained' the 
subject matter of V the ; meeting. He 
said that he had convened the meet¬ 
ing at the requisitionrof T 7 members, 
who wanted to censure the Board’s 
administration. Subsequently, He had 
received another communication,sign- 
rod by la.; members of-the.-Board- (who 
were atl member's ■ of- the /'bCorigiess 
Party)' raising; a point of order that 
the subject of-to-day’s .special meet'-: 
ing would come, under Section 44 of 
the -Madras Local Boards Act and 
not under Schedule U Rule 4 (1) and 
that the' : ■ 'subject''the meeting 
should, therefore, :b_e ruled out of 
order. The President explained that 
Section 44 referred "to the vote of no- 
confidence against the President:,and 
26 members of the Board alone could 
pass a vote of no-confidence in the 
President, and even then, the Collec¬ 
tor alone : could call’for -subha meet¬ 
ing and' not th'e- PreSident'.Mrhen there 
was a special provision in the Act" 
for passing a vote of no-confidence 
" against 'the President under Section 
44, the subject of the meeting: could 
not be . said to be in order, since-it 
. was convened under Schedule II Rule 
4 .(1).. ' . • 

Mr. C. Indrayya said that the point 
of order raised by-the President. was 
wrong, and that once the President 
had convened a special meeting, he 
should be supposed to have held, the 
subject of the meeting to be ini order. 
If the President; wanted to rule the 
meeting out of order, he - should have 
done so" at the very' outset and not 
convened the meeting at all. i 

Mr. S. Doranna said that there was 
nowhere any provision in the Madras 
Local Boards Act Tor vcqnsuringTthe 
administration of the President. The 
• only provision is Section 44; arid this 
meeting, could not-be held, to have 
; been convened under Section. 44. 

’ Mr. M. Bapineedu said that the 
" President was justified in calling for 
the special meeting, and that the 
proper stage for deciding . whether 
the subject of the meeting was in 
order or -not was after the meeting 
. had been convened. 

Mr. G. V. Reddi Naidu said that the 
President who alone had the power,to 
decide a point of order, had power 
to do so even before convening the. 
meeting and that he could not rule 
the subject of the meeting out of 
order at this late stage. • 

Mr. K. Gopalarao : observed that 
.. to-day’s special meeting should not 
have been convened at all, and the 
President having convened’it, he was 
perfectly justified in ruling the sub¬ 
ject of the meeting as out of order. 

In winding up the proceedings, the 
President explained that the. moment 
' he received a requisition signed by 
17 members asking him .to cony.ene. 
a Special • meetmg- of^ the ; > Board.' "he' 
had--n6:option. but, to do., so under 
law;;-He .coyld not * then; .-•consider 
about the merits of 1 the sub ject of' the 
meeting. It was only after the meeting 
was convened that the matter should 
be discussed and decided whether'-it 
was in order or not.

BELLARY, : Nov. 18. 

Mr. E. G. Barter, I.C.S., District 
and -Sessions Judge, Bellary, .sen¬ 
tenced, on Monday, one V. Rampuri, 
a nirieteeri-year old' mason- belong¬ 
ing to Namakalj.of Adoni Division, to 
transportation for . life for' the 
murder of his. fifteen-year, old wife 
and to one year S.I. concurrently 
for attempted Suicide, 

The prosecution stated that Rampuri 
was discovered by the villagers, lying 
inside his" . house - with bleeding 
injuries on his ’abdomen and -his 
wife with stab-wounds on 'her., back 
lying in a cattle trough. A knife, was 
found near the scene,. The injured- 
woman, Achamma,- died due to shock 
and haemorrhage, while Rampuri was 
treated at hospital for his injuries and 
recovered. A statement-from Rampuri 
was recorded by the Magistrate then, 
“not as a confession but as. a dying 
declaration.” In' that statement Ram¬ 
puri admitted that' he killed Achamma 
by. stabbing her with knife because she 
refused to-, reveal the identity of a man 
with whom she was seen talking four 
days prior to the date of offence. 
But in the preliminary inquiry into the 
case before the. Alur Magistrate, he 
-denied all knowledge of- the offence. 

* In the Sessions Court,-Rampuri statr 
ed that' he was stabbed by some per¬ 
son, his wife being present then.- He 
became'unconscious and hence did 
not know what happened next. 

• All the assessors opined that the 
accused was guilty. 

’ -Delivering . judgment, ,the Judge re¬ 
ferred to the objection raised to the 
validity of Rampuri’s ‘‘confession” on 
the score that the : recording Magis¬ 
trate described it not as such but as 
a dying declaration, Mr. Barter re¬ 
marked; “It is clearly a confession and 
the Magistrate’s procedure would have 
been more ‘ correct if, when he dis-. 
covered that fact, he had. proceeded as 
if it were a confession under ■; Section 
-164, arid had . given, the accused pro¬ 
per warning and appended the .neces¬ 
sary certificate, which was not done, 
and though he questioned the accused 
to decide whether, the statement was 
voluntary, those questions- have ndt 
been recorded.”-He, however, held the 
omission would not. make the conies-, 
sion inadmissible in evidence'. He re¬ 
jected the accused’s plea arid convict¬ 
ed him under both Sections 302 and 
309 and sentenced-himas,mbov.e, to a 
lenient ,sentence iri x view fif. his youth 
and tbeleircii instances.:- of?,the’ offence. 

Mr. S. AnjarieyUlu, Public Prosecu¬ 
tor, conducted the prosecution, while 
Mr. S.K. Ramachandran, briefed by 
the Crown, defended the accused.

TRICHINOPOLY; Nov. 17. 

’ Addressing the students of the 
National College, Trichinopoly, this 
morning, Mr. H. Cedergreri, National 
General Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 
in Sweden, explained . how youth 
in Europe had tried to face the 
world situation. ' ; 

Mr. Cedergren said that it-was not 
easy to keep their heads cool in the 
face of the crisis which the youth of 
Europe was facing. If war began, the 
cost would have to be paid by youth 
not only in blood, death and destruc¬ 
tion but also in endless misery. The 
German youth, he said, were entirely 
behind Hitler and Nazism. The expla- 
riatiori for this was that they were npw 
in the. grips of a reaction. It might be 
supposed that -in Germany all. were 
content to follow Hitler, but there 
were some who were, not prepared to 
give up their ideals of individual free¬ 
dom, of democracy and of internation¬ 
alism, though at present their voices 
did not count very much. The situation 
in Italy was almost the same. The 
Swedes, like Indians>' had condemned 
the unrighteous war waged by Italy 
against Ethiopia. Though the Italian 
youth dared not. say a word against 
Mussolini, he could speak from per¬ 
sonal knowledge that there were not so 
many people as were gathered in that 
hall that really wanted that war. It 
showed how in a strong dictatorship 
people had to surrender them¬ 
selves body and soul to the 
dictator. The youth in Russia 
paraded on the Red Square ,in 
Moscow elegantly as the Prussian 
Guards, saluting their leader Stalin. 
He did not know if there was no op¬ 
position in the Soviet, but they had 
never heard about it. In all the three 
countries, where there was dictator¬ 
ship, religion had gone to the back¬ 
ground and was replaced by other ap¬ 
peals: in Russia, it was the class, m 
Germany it was the race, in Italy, it 
was the State. .. • , 

Mr. Cedergren then examined how 
Christian youth were re-acting to the 
present crisis in Europe. In .Sweden, 
he said, there ' was an awakening 
among the Christian youth to their 
responsibility. There was a definite 
longing among many of them to be¬ 
come the true followers of Christ, and 
that, was something else than being, 
merely a Christian in name. That could 
be done by, revivifying the ideal of 
service which was the fundamental 
Christian ideal, the. resolve, not to live 
for one’s self aloriei but to hut'ones 
life at the disposal of humanity. The 
second method was by . revolting 
against all that violated human rights 
and freedom. The third method was 
opposing all discriminations between 
men. He congratulated the Govern¬ 
ment of Travancore on the step-they 
had taken in doing away with a dis¬ 
crimination based on birth. Fourthly, 
they should resist all violent measures 
to solve the problems of the world. 
Another, war might be the end of their 
culture. -' ■/. . A A 

INFLUENCE [OF YOUTH " 

On toe question as to whether the 
Christian youth had any influence in 
making their voice heard amidst the 
din of diplomatic discussions and the 
rattling of swords, and. arms; the lec¬ 
turer said he did not think that that 
influence was as much as it should be. 
but their. influence was growing. It 
Was a very hopeful sign that Christian 
youth had begun to co-operate with all 
Churches. They had planned in Swe¬ 
den to hold a Christian Youth. Con¬ 
ference for Sweden., in 1937 and a 
World. Congress for Youths in 1939. 
There was a strong feeling that if 
youth should make an impact on the 
present situation, it could only be by 
uniting their fo rces : 

•Mrs. Cedergren, the Countess of 
Wisborg, speaking next, 'said that 
eleven years ago she had visited this 
country. She' had learnt to-love the 
Indian people although shq was sorry 
she had not been able to study their 
history or the culture of the country. 
But from what she had seen and ex¬ 
perienced here she had found that In¬ 
dian culture was rich 'and that it had 
something ; to- give to the whole world. 
ButLhat depended on the youth of 
India. • ■ 

, She .exhorted r the students. present, 
in ihe words of a' Swedish Professor, to 
remember that if they were upright 
and honest in their harts and not com¬ 
promising, they would find what they 
were, seeking in their hearts. 

: Mr. V. Saranatha. Iyengar, Princi¬ 
pal, who presided, thanked the speak¬ 
ers for their..address. ... 

Mr. Cedergren delivered: a'lecture 
under the auspices of the local branch 
of the Y. M. C. A. last evening, when 
he spoke on , Y. M.',C. A,‘ activities in 
.Europe and the present political situ¬ 
ation. He explained how the Swedish 
Y. M. C. A. had helped the work in 
various countries' such as India,' Siam 
and China. The Bishop of Tranquebar 
presided.

PROCEDURE REGARDING , 
LEGISLATION. 

Another procedure* which makes a 
departure from the existing practice, 
which has been, recommended/ by- the 
Committee and’accepted by the Gov¬ 
ernment relates to the procedure re¬ 
garding legislation in the two Houses. 
According to Section 9 of the Repre-, 
sentative Assembly Regulation* a state¬ 
ment of general principles underlying 
the Bill has to be [.placed before the 
Representative Assembly and its opi¬ 
nion. ascertained before its. introduc¬ 
tion in the Legislative Council. An 
exception is made only in cases of 
extreme urgency in which the;. Gov¬ 
ernment propose .that; , the ordinary 
rules of business be'suspended and the 
Bill passed at a sitting of the Coun¬ 
cil. (Last year, such : method was 
adopted in regard to the Bill to amend 
the Mysore Road Traffic arid Taxes 
Regulation, providing for- the issue of 
short-term licences.) The Committee, 
in their report, observed: “The experi¬ 
ence of the last 12' years shows that 
legislative business is impeded, if the 
statement of general principles of pro¬ 
posed Bill has always to be placed 
before the Representative Assembly in 
the first instance before the Bill 
can even be introduced in the Legis¬ 
lative Couneil. We are therefore of the 
opinion that whenever it is, found ne¬ 
cessary. a Bill may be first introduced 
in the Legislative Council and its gene¬ 
ral principles placed before the Repre¬ 
sentative Assembly at the earliest 
opportunity therefor.” 

This recommendation of the Com¬ 
mittee which has been accepted by the 
Government will involve amendments 
to Section 9 (1) of the Representative 
Assembly Regulation and Rule 6 of the 
Legislative Council Rules. 

Section 3 (3) of the Representative 
Assembly Regulation fixes the limits of 
urban representation between , 30 and 
50 members; The Committee have re¬

TRIVANDRUM, Nov. 17. 

• Further discussion of the Agri¬ 
culturists’ Relief Bill was proceed¬ 
ed-with in the Sri Mulam Assembly 
which reassembled this morning. 
An amendment to clause 20 of the 
Bill regarding the dismissal of an 
application for conciliation if it is 
not disposed of within the pres¬ 
cribed period by the Board was 
carried. 

Interpellations were first answered. 

- Rao Bahadur A. Rangaswami Aiyar, 
Financial Secretary, said that a refe¬ 
rence had been made to the Govern¬ 
ment of India for sending their audi¬ 
tors. to go through the. aecoonts of 
the Trivandrum-bnencottah Railway. 
The matter was still unsettled. The 
Agent to the Governor-General had 
been, .addressed in this connection in 
July last. 

Mr. James Simpson, Durbar Physi¬ 
cian,* in reply. to a supplementary 
question, stated that persons who were 
too poor to pay were not charged for 
medicines supplied from the Govern¬ 
ment hospitals. 

Discussion on the Agriculturists’ Re¬ 
lief . Bill was then continued. Con¬ 
tinuing his reply to the debate on the 
amendment to delete a provision fix¬ 
ing the jurisdiction of conciliation 
boards as covering' the whole State, M. 
Kayyalam Parameswaran Pillai, the 
Law Member said that in other places 
a maximum and minimum for agri¬ 
cultural .debts and the scope of con¬ 
ciliation boards had been fixed, where¬ 
as in Travancore all monetary tran¬ 
sactions could be brought within , the 
purview of conciliation. The condi¬ 
tions in Travancore were not the same 
as elsewhere. The scheme now pro¬ 
posed was a very ambitious one and 
a chance for it should be given. 

The amendment was put to vote and 
carried. ^ 

DISMISSAL OF APPLICATIONS 

Mr. Parameswaran Pillai moved for 
the addition of a subr-ciause to Clause 
20: “Notwithstanding anything in/sub¬ 
section (1) the application shall be 
.deemed to have been dismissed -if 
within the prescribed period, the ap¬ 
plication has not been disposed of by, 
the Board”. 

Mr. Damodaran Asan moved an 
amendment - to this, viz., “provided 
( that this sub-section shall not apply 
for a period of three months after the 
prescribed date where the Conciliation 
Officer, for reasons to-be recorded in 
writing; orders that an extension of the 
prescribed period is necessary in the 
general interests of the parties before 
him”. 

Mr, Pattom Thanu Pillaibopphsiiig;; 
Both the amendments, stated tlidf' th^'j 
purpose intended by the amendment to 
this clause was already served by the 
sub-clauses to clause No. 20. 

, Mr. * Kottur Kunju Krishna Pillai 
also ^opposed the amendments. He 
[pointed out that this amendment had 
never been suggested to the Select 
Committee nor even at the second 
reading stage. The introduction of 
this amendment at the third reading 
when special leave had been given by 
the House to discuss some amendments, 
wquld be . abusing the leave ; qf the. 
House. If-the selection of the Concili¬ 
ation Boards was good, there was no 
need for any amendment. _ 

'Mr. S. J. Nair, opposing the amend¬ 
ments, said that amendments of this 
kind would deprive the ryots'of any 
good they might derive.. : A 

Mr. Puthupalli S. KrishnaPilltd 
said the prospect of increase in the 
number of conciliation boards, which 
was one or . two at the beginning to 
nine or ten at present was a hopeful 
sign. At the same time some time¬ 
limit should be fixed for the hearing 
of applications. The Law Member’s 
amendment did not contain anything 
original. If at least a year was pre¬ 
scribed as the time-limit, the Law 
Member’s view could be accepted. 

Mr. Pagode Narayana Pillai'opposed 
all the amendments. 

. The Law Member accepted Mr. Da¬ 
modaran'. Asan’s amendment. He 
stressed-that the Government was not 
at all attempting to delay justice to 
the parties.

ment of this Regulation, in respect of 
any debt (not due in paddy or grain) 
in existence on the date of the com¬ 
mencement of this Regulation at any 
rate exceeding 6 per cent per annum.” 

In support of his amendment, the 
Law Member, said that clause 34 as 
it was would be suicidal and opposed 
to the -interests of the agriculturist 
himself as credit in the country would 
be completely shaken, 

Mr. R. Sambasiva Aiyar moved an 
amendment to the Law Member[s 
amendment to clause 34. He moved: 
that in the amendment to clause 34 
for . the words “notwithstanding ariyT 
thing in any law, contract, decree or 
order of court no interest shall accrue 
or be permitted to be recovered as ac¬ 
cruing”, the words “ho court shall, by 
its decree or order, allow interest to be 
recovered” be substituted. 

Several members opposed the amend¬ 
ments of the Law Member and, Mr. 
Sambasiva Aiyar. It was stated that 
the recommendations of the Banking 
Enquiry Committee on this matter had 
been set at nought. Objection was also 
taken to the Government introduc¬ 
ing amendments in an extraordi¬ 
nary manner after the second reading 
stage. The House, it was pointed out, 
should riot be asked to go back on 
their decision arrived, at by them after 
due consideration and deliberation at. 
the last sitting of the Assembly. Any 
conciliation method, it was stated, was 
bound to be expropriatory. Even the 
amendment of the Law Member was 
expropriatory to a certain extrait. 
There was nothing original, nothing 
new in the amendments brought for¬ 
ward before the House. .’Die agricul-, 
tiirist of Travancore Was not at all a 
dishonest person. If he did not pay, it 
was because of real inability to pay 
on account of his being saddled with 
a debt which he could not bear. The 
burden had been made heavier on ac¬ 
count of the accumulation of interest 
year after year. It was for this reason 
that, a reduction in interest was con¬ 
sidered necessary from the year 1105, 
the year of depression. The agitation 
of creditors should not weigh with 
the House.in the matter of giving re¬ 
lief to the agriculturist-debtors. 

When the Law Member rose to re¬ 
ply, the House adjourned for the day 
al 4-30 p.m. to meet again to-morrow 
at 11 a.m.

MADURA, Nov. 17. 

The hon’ble Mr. P. T. Raj an de¬ 
clared open a Sales Depot of the 
Madras Handloom Weavers’ Pro¬ 
vincial Co-operative -Society Ltd., 
to-day in Ramnad Road and made 
some observations on the progress 
on the handloom industry. The func¬ 
tion was well attended. •. 

Mr. A. S. Lakshmana Aiyar, Presi¬ 
dent of the Madura Weavers’ Co-ope¬ 
rative Society Ltd., in requesting the 
hon’ble Minister -to open the Depot, 
read a short note in the course of 
which, he said that the Madras: Hand:- 
loom Weavers’ Provincial Co-opera-? 
tive Society to which the Madura 
Weavers’ Co-operative Society was 
affiliated had been started in time to 
relieve the handloom weaver of his 
distress to a certain extent. The Em¬ 
porium of the Provincial Society open¬ 
ed at Madras about six months back 
had been showing signs of improve¬ 
ment and the Depot opened at Calicut 
and those at Bellary, Bezwada, 
Madura, etc., would soon serve the 
purpose for which they were intended. 
The Madura Depot was sure to come 
up as a first class sales’ centre as the 
management has -been entrusted to the 
Weavers’ Co-operative Society who 
had been successfully carrying on 
business for some time here. A co¬ 
operative sale depot was always a bet?-, 
ter centre of purchasing the require¬ 
ments of the public than an ordinary 
cloth bazaar as here, the customers 
were always assured of quality, fixed 
prices with a little margin of profits and 
, reliability of the articles. Certain facir 
I lities for the maintenance of the hand¬ 
loom industry were necessary in these 
days when there was keen competi¬ 
tion between the weaving mills and 
the handloom weaver. It was high 
time that the Government imposed 
certain restrictions on the production 
of the mills as regards the variety of 
cloths to be manufactured and the 
counts of yarns to be used. 

After appealing for public support, 
Mr. Lakshmana Aiyar made a request 
for an increased contribution from the 
Government of India and for the' ar¬ 
rangement of departmental purchases 
from the Handloom Weavers’ Socie¬ 
ties. 

MR. P. T. RAJ AN’S 
ADDRESS 

The hon’ble Mr. P. T. Rajan in de¬ 
claring the Depot open said that the 
handloom industry was one of their 
chief cottage industries in this pro-: 
vince and as such it had been the aim 
of the Government to help them as 
much as possible. They were equally 
aware that handloom weavers had to 
contend with competition from both 
mills and foreign import ,of cloths at 
very cheap prices. It had been the aim 
of the Local Government to draw the 
attention of the iGovernrhent of India 
to bring about an understanding be¬ 
tween the mill authorities and the 
handloom weavers on the one hand 
and to prevent import of cheap foreign 
cloth and if that was not possible to 
levy a "high duty on "foreign cloth so 
that the weavers may not be hit hard. 
At .a conference of mill interests' which 
was held recently at Madras, the prob¬ 
lem of helping the weavers came in for 
discussion. It was realised that some¬ 
thing must be done to keep this in¬ 
dustry flourishing so that the fine 
work of the. weavers may not die and 
large employment be given to people 
engaged in this industry. As a result of 
the interest taken? by both the Local 
Government and the 'Government of 
India, the Provincial Co-operative 
Handloom Weavers’ Society was 
started. If that society had not been 
able to help the weavers to the ex¬ 
tent which they would like, it was be¬ 
cause the public had not come, forward 
to take shares. in that society. He 
would only add his appeal to; theirs 
that the public, especially the discern¬ 
ing public, should take large number of 
shares in this’society so that it may 
offer them more financial assistance. 

ASSURANCE OF HELP 

Proceeding, the Minister said that a 
Depot which was opened last year for 
the marketing of "the finished pro¬ 
ducts of the handloom weavers was 
doing very good work. And he was 
glad that in pursuance of the idea of 
the Central,Society to open more and 


more depots, the Madura Society 
had come.; forward ! to .open a 
depot “ on behalf of the Central 
Weavers’ ' Society. He. hoped that 
it would, attract enough v.trgde and 
be. able ,to“ stand on . its ■ own 
legs very soon. With regard to conces- 
,siori in : railway freights • he advised 
them to address the railway companies 
themselves; assuring them ; that he 
would back them up as much; as pos¬ 
sible. He assured them further that the 
Government was trying its level best 
to help them as. much as they could 
and that he would see whether the 
Government ! could itself ^patronise the 
Society by making, their purchases

In 1923. Disney arrived in Holly¬ 
wood with the only suit of clothes he 
had, on his back, and forty dollars in 
cash. A possession that he did- not 
mention, was a cartoon called “Alice 
In Cartoon land”. Some New York 
promoters said -he would, try to sell 
the: cartoon, and . offered very little 
remuneration, which Disney eagerly 
accepted. • ; ; ■! • ;- h. r ' : "■ 

Then Disney decided on “Oswald 
The Rabbit”, which Universal: said 
they, would make into a film. Saving 
all of his earnings, he a.nd his brother 
Roy Disney invested their entire capi¬ 
tal- of $1,200 into -the first Mickey 
Mouse film “Plain Crazy” with a 
mouse, as the hero of the picture. 

During the nights when Disney-sat 
drawing cartoons, a mouse would visit 
him every night. From this Disney got 
the idea of using this mouse in his car¬ 
toons,-an idea-which has made a 
fortune. Much to the Disney brothers 
great grief, the first Mickey Mouse 
film did not succeed, perhaps because 
it. had no-sound in it. The next pic¬ 
ture, which “talked”,' called ; “Steam¬ 
boat Willie” created-a sensation. 

To-day the Disney Studio in Holly¬ 
wood, produces an average of 20 shorts

Committee not to fill up any vacan 

that might arise among the Board ox 
Trustees of Sri Ranganathaswami 
Temple, Srirangam, till the disposal 
of the notification proceedings started 
by the Endowments Board in regard 
to the Temple under Chap. VI of the 
Hindu Religious Endowments Act as 
^recently emended. 

The petitioner alleged that among 
the Board of Trustees a vacancy 
would.arise on the 26th instant by the 
retirement of one of the members 
the Board and that, under the scheme 
framed for the temple the Temple 
Committee was entitled to fill up 
the vacancy. But the order of the 
Endowments Board prevented the 
exercise of such a right. Hence tho 
present application. 

His Lordship ordered notice to the 
' Endowments Board returnable m a 

Messrs. K. Bhashyam Iyengar and

A QUESTION OF LIMITATION 

His Lordship disposed of a Second 
Appeal from' the decision of the Sub¬ 
ordinate Judge of Ramnad raising a 
point of limitation. 

One Chidambaram Chetty of Viru- 
dhunagar lent money to one Venka- 
tasubba Naicker under a promissory 
note dated 12th June 1923. There was 
a payment towards the promissory 
note on 22nd June 1923 and an ac¬ 
knowledgment of the debt on the 27th 
June 1926. There was. a subsequent 
. payment on the- 7th August 1926. The 
suit was instituted on the 6th August 
1929.'- The defendant, mter-alia, 
pleaded limitation on the ground that 
the acknowledgment of 27th June 1926 
did not save limitation under Section 
19 of the Limitation Act as it was 
more than three years from the date 
of the prior acknowledgment on 22nd 
June, 1923. 

The plaintiff contended, relying on 
Section 4 of the Limitation Act, that 
as the Court was closed for the sum- 
^jner holidays till the 28th June 1926 
the three years period from the 22nd 
June 1923 must be deemed to-have 
expired only on the 28th June, 1926 
and that, therefore, it was a valid ac¬ 
knowledgment. Both the lower courts 
rejected the plaintiff’s contention and 
dismissed the suit. His Lordship held 
that Section 4 of the Limitation Act 
came into operation only when the 
' (prescribed period expired, and that it 
did not have the effect of extending 
the prescribed period till the reopen¬ 
ing of the court and the acknowledg¬ 
ment relied upon did not save time. 
In the result the second appeal was 
(dismissed with cost.

the- Lady Willingdon Medical School, 
defence witness, was further cross- 
examined this afternoon by Mr. V. V.

■ ■■ Dr. Lazarus said that as Superin¬ 
tendent of the Lady Willingdon Medi¬ 
cal School, she had recommended the 
names of those in. the staff of the 
School who were eligible to. become 
examiners. .. Judging from the consoli¬ 
dated list' of examiners, she would say 
that some of the recommendations 
were not according to rules. She had 
not sent any complaint to anybody 
that_the name of any examiner re¬ 
commended by any of the institutions 
Was not includecf in the list. She. had 
pot seen the consolidated list prior to 
September;'1935. When she referred 
to the consolidated list she meant the 
list of names that was read out by 
the President at the meetings of 
the selection committee, She did not 
intend to say'she had been it herself 
At a meeting of the committee held 
in December, . 1934 the Presi¬ 
dent read out the names so rapidly 
that the members had no opportunity 
to discuss each name. She had not 
mode any complaint with regard to 
that to anybody. She did not know 
if the Surgeon-General interfer¬ 


ed with the list, sent up by 
•the': President of the committee 
after the meeting of . the com¬ 
mittee. In the three years, 1932, 1933 
and 1934 there had been deviations 
from the rules relating to the appoint¬ 
ment of examiners. There were some 
vvbo were examiners for more than 
four years and there was an instance 
ofvone being an examiner tor two 
subjects, vwhich system had; been: pro-, 
hibited by the rtiIes./’As regards the 
first it was said by the (.President that 
the.

In December *1934 the meeting'lasted 
only for about half an hour and, in 
her opinion,'the time wats ribt sufficient 
for the proper selection .-■of examiners 
especially when the consolidated list 
was not circulated to the members 
beforehand. On that'day one or two 
members of the committee had to 
hurry off to the office of the Surgeon- 
General. She-did hot make a written 
complairit to the President aboutjthe 
procedure adopted. She made an oral 
protest at ,the meeting, about the short¬ 
ness of the time. She did not specifi¬ 
cally complain to the Surgeon-Gene¬ 
ral that ..the . 1934 December, meeting 
was rushed-through and that-the mem¬ 
bers had no opportunity to discuss the 
several names. She had complained to 
the Surgeon-General in August-1935 
that in 1935 April examinations fifty 
per cent of examiners in Medicine and 
Surgery were from the Stanley Medi¬ 
cal School and that was one of the 
causes" for the poor results in the Lady 
Willingdon Medical School, She was: 
asked to explain the poorness of the 
results in the school. In 1932 and 1933 
also there were fifty per cent of exa¬ 
miners; iff Surgery from the Stanley 
Medical School. Under the^ rules dis¬ 
cretion had- beeri given toithe selection 
committee to depart from the rules 
in certain circumstances. -

After a formal welcome to Mr. Mu¬ 
daliar and other guests, the chairman 
called on Mr. R. B. Pillai for a state¬ 
ment regarding the work of the As¬ 
sociation. 

Mr. Pillai said they had chosen the 
occasion not only to do honour to the 
ney/ fnembercof the.India.Council and 
others but also to bid farewell 
to some of their member^ who 
were leaving for India and to 
extend a cordial reception to 
newcomers recently arrived in Lon¬ 
don. Their Association had been 
in existence only about ten years. Its 
most recent active' period was some¬ 
thing fbr- which they had' to thank 
Dr. Menon and also their /Secretary/

They had made their mark in all 
spheres of. service to India, and he 
called to- mind many;: a. distinguished 
son of; Malabar., To one of them he 
personally owed a, great debt and peiv 
haps the. inspiration of His- own life 
and desire to see right and justice 
prevail. He referred to the late Dr. 
T. M. Nair to whom Madras as a whole 
owed-ai.debtiit coiiM never repay. Tije 
teachings of 'Dr. Nair represented in 
his day something of „ the spirit of a 
revolution—a blaze of idealism—for 
be taught that it was essential that 
every man, whatever his race,, religion 
or the station in life to which he was 
born, should havd the fullest oppor¬ 
tunity- to raise to his full height. (Ap¬ 
plause.) It was in furtherance of this 
Ideal that he personally had fought for 
so long in association with the Jus¬ 
tice Party. 

Brief speeches were also delivered 
by Pandit Rishiram, Dr; D. N. D'utt 
and Messrs. C. B. Kumar and Leonard 
Matters.

QUETTA, Nov;19. 

Orders were’ pronounced this 
morning by Major E; H. Gastrell, 
Judicial and Revenue Commissioner, 
in the biggest civil suit known in 
the history of Baluchistan, which 
was filed by Sirdar Rustom Khan, 
Chief; of the Jamali tribe, and 12 
other leading members of the tribe 
against the Secretary of State fbr 
the return of 150,000 acres of land 
estimated at about a crore of rupees. 

Judgment in this suit was delivered 
by Rai Bahadur Rangi Lai, District 
Judge of Lahore, whose services had 
been especially requisitioned as Addi¬ 
tional Judicial Commissioner of Balu¬ 
chistan and who heard this suit, but in 
his absence to-day orders were com¬ 
municated to the parties by the Judicial 
Commissioner. . - •; ! 

The Judge decreed the entire suit in 
faVour of the plaintiffs and granted a 
declaration to the effect that the plain¬ 
tiffs were full owners of the entire land 
covered by the sanad granted them by 
the- Khan of Kalat. He also granted a 
decree for possession in favour of the 
plaintiffs in respect of’the entire land 
claimed in. the plaint. An- injunction 
was further granted restraining the de¬ 
fendant Secretary of State from dispos¬ 
ing of these lands in any manner and 
from interfering with?the plaintiffs. 
Costs were awarded to the plaintiffs. 

In this suit some very important 
constitutional and legal points . arose, 
such as the interpretation' of the Sibi 
treaty of the year 1903 between the 
Government of India and the Kalat 
State;and the right of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, after transfer of the territory 
received from His Highness the Khan 
of Kalat, to attach lands granted origi¬ 
nally by the State to its subjects. 

The facts of the suit are that a Head 
of iJamalif.--tribe, the ancestors of the 
present plaintiffs, who are 13 in num¬ 
ber, claim to have acquired -for Rs. 
40,000 a large piece of land m the 
Nasirabad Tefisil in the year 1803 
from His Highness the Khan of- Kalat. 
The land -was then a part of the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness, After this pur¬ 
chase, the Jamalia dug a canal in con¬ 
tinuation of ah inundation canal which 
existed then, in the adjoining British 
territory of Sind but owing to defective 
measurement and* also lack of water, 
the ; territory could not be irrigated 
except for a short distance. The Nasira¬ 
bad Tehsil was acquired in 1903 by the 
British Government as a permanent 
lease under the Sibi treaty from His 
Highness the Khan of Kalat, for a fixed 
annual rental of Rs. 1,15,000. Settle¬ 
ment operations were undertaken in 
the years 1905-1907 when a_ part of 
the land granted to the Jamalis by the 
Khan of Kalat, was entered by the 
Revenue Authorities as waste land be¬ 
longing to the Government. The Jama¬ 
lis objected to this decision but the 
Government rejected their claim. 
Things would have gone on in ttus un¬ 
eventful way, had not a canal from the 
Siikktir Barrage been dug.:.The lands 
became immediately valuable and the 
Jamalis began to assert their .claims. 

After serving a notice on the secre¬ 
tary of State, this suit w?s instituted 
in September 1934 for aT declaration of 
the ownership of the land and for tne 
correction of the revenue'entry, which 
on objection by: the' Crown was 
amended to a suit for possession. 

On behalf of the Secretary of State, 
it was contended that the tetritory was 
ceded by the Khan of Kalat to the 
British Government,,that after cession 
it was open to the British Govern¬ 
ment to recognise old rights or not as 
they please, that , the British Govern 

ment refused to recognise some of such 

rights granted by the Khan . 
and that such act was an act of State 
which could not be questioned in a 
court of law. . 


THE BGBBILI INCIDENT 


A DEFENCE OF KHILLEDAR’S 
ACTIOKr 


Mr. Muntikutla. Vyaghreswara 
i Rao Pahtulu^ B«A.,' writes \ iitl tl^e 
I course . of a conuniioication under 
date Bobbili, November 18:— ,/ 

The report published in the columns 
of “The Hindu" dated 15th and 16th in¬ 
stant'is misleading and gives the in¬ 
cident an exaggerated importance. 

The private site alleged to have been 
purchased, a few days ago, for the 
purpose of holding the meeting which 
Pandits Jawaharlal was to address; 
abuts the Samasthanam private road, 
owned and maintained by the Samas¬ 
thanam, and used exclusively by the 
Raja Saheb of Bobbili and. his faipily. 
On the 14th morning, when a few 
local Congress people requested the 
Khilledar to open the road-fbr motor 
ahd vehicular traffic, the Khilledar 
could not permit such a thing in the 
absence of any instructions from the 
Raja Saheb,-who was away in Mad¬ 
ras, but'he gave - an assurance before 
the Inspector of Police that all pedes¬ 
trian traffic would be allowed oh the 
road. 

The local Congress leaders know 
full well that on the 14th, the New- 
mdon day, God Venugopalaswamy 
would be taken in procession through 
the streets of Bobbili. According to 
immemorial custom, the- procession 
would start at 5 o’clock in the evening 
on the road abutting the temple of 
Sri Venugopalaswamy. The arrival 
of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
synchronised with . the starting 
of the.procession. Pandit Jaiwaharlal 
arrived at the house of Mr. Venkata- 
chari, at exactly 5 p.m., when the 
procession was about to start. The 
Khilledar and the temple supervisor, 
to avert unseemly happenings delayed 
the starting of the procession by about 
20 minutes until Pandit Jawaharlal 
had finished his speech. After the 
conclusion of the speech, and after 
the Pandit- sat down, the band which 
was in readiness for the procession, 
started playing, when pandit Jawahar¬ 
lal rushed on the band master and 
the band people and wrested away the 
band stick from the hands of the 
band master. The band people pro¬ 
tested against this treatment. The De¬ 
puty Superintendent of Police, even 
though apprised of the fact that the 
religious procession could not be in¬ 
definitely delayed, ordered without 
any justifiable cause the stopping of 
the procession. : : 

The Khilledar has acted through¬ 
out, with considerable moderation and 
commendable self-control .in spite of 
the fact that a religious procession had 
been peremptorily ordered to be 
stopped and the arrangements con-i 
nected therewith totally upset. The 
elephants - came there according to 
immemorial custom to take part in 
the procession. It was with the great¬ 
est difficulty that the people who came 
to worship God and follow the temple 
car could be controlled and pacified.

Watch Regiment, Barrackpore and 
holder of a first class referee’s certifi¬ 
cate from the Army Control . Board, 
gave ,a very interesting^..and?, instruct, 
five lecture on “RefereeihgV last evert¬ 
ing in the Pachaiyappa’s College Hall. 
The lecture which was held, .under 
the/auspices of the Madras Football 
Association^ was wall attended, almost 
all the members who afe on panel of 
the newly- formed Referees’ .Associa¬ 
tion being present. - .. 

Mr. Brown; began by- saying , that 
competent control is . essential if the 
game is to-fiourish as a'healthy sport 
and an entertaining spectacle. Among 
the many necessary things that a 
referee should -possess, . the speaker 
observed,' he must be -thorougnly 
physically fit to take, up his duties-on 
the field. The lectuter said that h? 
assiduous practice and constructive, 
criticisms at periodical talks; /much 
can be done to improve the standard. 

The true spirit of the laws should 
be the guiding factor rather 
mechanical efficiency. ‘ Speaking ’ bn 
general hints to the referees the-lec¬ 
turer spoke oil the "off-side rule in 
detail and by illustrations gave a 
clear exposition of the “catches m 
.the .laws.. A /v." 

While on this subject, Mr. Brown 
emphasised the necessity of training 
line referees. In England ; the line 
referees and the referee work m 
unison and the result is the game is 
perfectly controlled by a team-;;.. of. 
three qualified men functioning^ at 
the same time. The referee’s job, thus 
becomes easier and nearer perfection. 

' He ’then referred to the'very use¬ 
ful work done by a body called the 
“council of four” consisting, of. four 
men who are respected alike for their 
experience and age. These four men 
watch almost all the important games 
and offer their criticisms on refereeing.

RUGBY, Nov. 18. 

The interim report of the Overseas 
Settlement Board, issued, to-rngm, 
states; “On a preliminary view of the 
situation, we are encouraged to trunk 
that the improvement of the economic 
conditions overseas and the evidence 
that the idea of Empire migration is 
being viewed with growing favour in 
the Dominions, point to the-probability 
that certain overseas Governments 
may be prepared to co-operate in 
schemes 'for a gradual revival of 
assisted migration along certain 
lines in the reasonably near future. 
We are actively pursuing enquiries in 
this • direction. We . have no doubt It 
would be desiable,. .that legislation ne¬ 
cessary for agreements involving com¬ 
mitments beyond 31st May 1937 should 
be enacted as soon as possible to em¬ 
power the Secretary of State to co¬ 
operate in agreed schemes for the set¬ 
tlement of suitable persons from the 
United Kingdom within the Empire 
overseas.” : / v x . 

The Committee suggests that in 
schemes of development or land 
settlement, the British Government’s 
contribution should be; restricted to 50 
per cent whether the partner in the 
scheme is Government or private orga¬ 
nisation. : It is suggested that, the 
amount expended in any financial 
year should be limited to £1,500,0.00 
—a figure considerably in advance of 
the sums expended under the former 
Act. The new Act, it is .suggested, 
should be operative for fifteen years,

Some^Sime' was/ taken in the 
House of/Cbmmons yesterday in dis¬ 
cussing the arrangements in India 
under which soldiers are expected 
„to supplement their official rations 
by purchases from their own pay. 

Captain MacNamara (Conservative) 
raised the issue. He asked the Under¬ 
secretary whether recruiting posters • 
led prospective, recruits to believe 
that they. would be fed free in the 
Army, and whether there were units 
in India in which soldiers had to pro¬ 
vide extra food for themselves. He 
wanted to know what these units were,, 
and whether steps could be taken to 
save the soldiers expense? 

Mr. Butler replied that free rations 
were issued to .the troops and in addi¬ 
tion a blessing allowance of 3% annas 
a day per man was allowed. Some 
uni ts found this sufficient, but others 
supplemented it by a small subscrip¬ 
tion of one or two annas. The matter 
was one of regimental arrangement, 
and he had no information about the 
units or the amounts so paid. 

Captain MacNamara said that if re¬ 
giments found it necessary to supple¬ 
ment their daily rations, there was 
bound to be complairit . in India. This 
was passed on to England and was 
likely to affect recruiting. 

The Minister said the arrangements 
wera made by mess comriiittees. He 
was not aware of any great dissatis¬ 
faction. 

- w Mr. Morgan Jones: Is there any jus¬ 
tification for inviting private soldiers 
to pay for their rations out of their 
own pockets? v 

Sir Alfred Knox: Is it not the duty 
of. the Government to provide suffi¬ 
cient rations so that no regiinent takes . 
the private soldiers’ pay from- them? 

Mr. Butler: I assure hon. Meihbers 
that this is done voluntarily by agree¬ 
ment among the men." 

;. A somewhat "similar set of questions 
submitted by Captain MacNamara had 
reference to the necessity of sol¬ 
diers arriving in India to provide 
themselves with extra clothes when 
the understanding was that when they 
joined the Army, they would be clothed 
free. ///-.: 

Mr. Butler said that on enlistment, 
a soldier received a free issue of cloth¬ 
ing, but on arrival in India he had to 
provide extras, the cost of which was 
recovered in instalments, , not from; his 
pay, but from his, clothing allowance. 
He agreed that in view of extra, ex¬ 
pense, this charge. was a burden on 
the private soldier, but the authorities 
in India had the interests and welfare' 
of the troops at heart. f 

Captain MarNamara wound up - by' 
questions about the lack of messing 
arrangements at railway stations which 
imposed on the coriimon soldier -the 
same expense as upon an officer. “Is it 
not a fact,” he asked, “that this is a 
genuine grievance among soldiers in 
India?” .../;■/

RATIONALISATION OF 
•v • EDUCATION -'' • •/ 

As I ponder over these questions, 
I cannot help -feeling that though 
not exclusively,- this lack of recon¬ 
cilement between the training im¬ 
parted in our universities arid the 
work that needs to be done in the 
country,: is responsible, to a very 
corisiderable , extent for.; the malad¬ 
justments so lyeeftilly evident in the 
.social,’ political arid economic life -of 
this country! We are familiar With 
the word ‘rationalisation’ in the 
sphere of industries. I T suggest that 
trine has come to ratiorialise the sys¬ 
tem of education in- India. Measures 
for, such rationalisation need to be 
taken without any undue delay. 

; • iri laying down, so far as the uni¬ 
versities are concerned, the principles 
on Which rationalisation should be 
based, the glaring demerit of the 
present system that first catches one’s 
eye is its pnwieldiness. Most of the 
.Universities rir .India , With, their sys¬ 
tem of afiiliated ,colleges have emu¬ 
lated, in no small measure, the 
system {of .mass-production so evi¬ 
dent ’ in/ modem industries. The re-* 
slilt is; c ’that the’ pressure of quantity 
tells. op the quality. -I do not 
for a moment mean to suggest 
that : a [country can have an' bver- 
dose of education in' its truest 
sensed - {But the educated youths 
of the types that are produced by our 
universities at present bespeak un¬ 
doubtedly the disadvantages of mass- 
production on a set scale. It is like a 
manufactory, .that ^ffills iri a large num¬ 
ber-of bottles with spirits and puts 
them on 1 the market labelling each, one 
according to its strength. The Indian 
universities seem to be marketing their 
products with different academic ap¬ 
pellations, in the ; same way. 

MENTAL DISCIPLINE 

. Life cannot be dealt with in such 
an impersonal style. Each unit that 
passes out of the portals of Universities 
is a life in itself , which has to adjust 
itself, with a view to merging in the 
Whole life outside to carry on in its 
own sphere the plan of creation. A 
unit which has. mechanically stored 
knowledge and has imbided therewith 
rio mental disciphne as how best to use 
that, knowledge in the Scheme of life of 
which, it is a part, is a soulless robot. 
Each product of the University mUst 
have mental discipline. Mere garnering 
of -facts of history, or philosophy, phy¬ 
sics or chemistry without the more im¬ 
portant appreciation of their correla-, 
'tiori do the whole field of knowledge 
arid their u^e in- the scheirie of life 
around, [results in the products I just 
ebriipared with; the .bottles of, manu¬ 
factured: liquid which are of service to 
humanity iri their OWn way, but which 
have, got to be handled and moved by 
other hands, having no organic will 
and life of their ov/n. : -{ 

Trigredients of mental,discipline are 
variously defined. I Would -not -labour 
upon,, the niceties of these definitioris, 
but, speakirig! broadly woUld allot the 
primary [places to, enlightened appre¬ 
ciation, sane judgment and clear , ex¬ 
pression. All these can be attained by 
mental training given on proper lines 
and the main instruments for impart¬ 
ing sound mental- training are courses 
of ; studies,.teachers,:iibrariesari<i.labo;-:

The object in framing 
these* for | the first degree should be the 
jtrgjnipg that the study of the respec¬ 
tive subjects should give, to * the mind, 
rather i than exhaustive knowledge - of 
these, subjects- by themselves. Recently 
there has been a well-marked tendency 
towards specialisation at an early stage 
arid it can be traced to the fact that the 
primary object is not kept in view, 
It r has to be recognised that a majority 
of the products of Indian universities 
are not assimilated in specialised bran¬ 
ches in their after-career. The specia¬ 
lised training received by them there- 
fore. come in the way off their handling 
the general problems of life. They are 
prone to look to .these; problems from 
the restricted viewpoint of their, ipe- 
,cial subjects, displaying lack of balance 
-^balance can be attained only as the 
result of a study, of variety of subjects. 
Iri (imparting physical training, one 
Would not think of (restricting it to any 
exclusive; type of . instruments, or to 
a- -single set of movement. Onesided- 
iriess of- the training and-the-monotony 
following in its . wake are obvious. 
jVhy then in the .domain of mind, this 
emphasisVon specialised courses of.; 
studies? Different subjects of study 
have different cultural values and in 
the first stage, an effort should be made 
io string in harmonious groups, each 
'balanced in itself, to be 7 chosen by the 
candidates, according to their tastes. .By 
all riieans provide for specialisation at 
the higher, stage meant for aspirants to 
the ( academic ( field or to specialised 
brariches of industries, and commerce. 
But the earlier stage,. I would repeat, 
should be drivoted primarily to mental 
training, arid' only incidentally; to the 
grirneririg -of facts of knowledge in ■ any, 

particular! subject; We cannot 7 overlook 

the facf teat in this country, Uriiv ersity 
trairiing is considered a normal- ehsu- 
riril to pass through for an individual 
to qualify for his" life-earning.. The: con- 
ditioris; iri! the .west; whereunder only a 
'select few aspire (to University trainr, 
irig; :While(the vast rodjojri^jre'-.rit 
the pre-University stage diyeijed • to 
training; of other forms does - not pre¬ 
vail here. As such, - to make the Uni¬ 
versity 'degree at step towards jmentai 

training; rather than a seal indicating 
a certain ^ store of academic' learning 
shbuld.be. our'primary aim, ^ 

In framing the schemes of exami- 
natiori, another consideration . which 
appeals, to me .is the need; fpr uri Indi¬ 
an environment. We have often; hoard 
the" complaint that products of Indian 
Universities seem exotic • in their own 
sphere. I feel the reason is not far to 
seek; Because study of Indian cul¬ 
ture, Indian economics and like sup- 
jects vyhich'could infuse ’a: .spirit of. 
all that is. Iridian, is at present too 
muchclouded over .with the western 
arts- and sciences. There .is need to 
balance the two.' We must.. have; west¬ 
ern sciences and Western arts and a 
good dose : of them; But let these not 
he permitted-' to . come in the way ; of 
ari' Iridian student lajdrig.rthe roots, of 
his intellectual arid , cultural training 
in ; the( indigenous soil. Once- such 
roots are- truly laid, by all means eri- 
rich them with the fertilising doses 
of Westerri ; arts arid Western science,: 
so' that the tree that may groW : may 
bb - truly (great. As I visualise the 
future; 71 our (progress to-be of value 
must tend towards (the sjmthesis (of; 
the different cultures that have sought 


shelter jn this larid' and riQt:.towards 
emphasis ‘ or Over-emphasis on ’ any 
bne particular, aspect pf .it ,or artother. 
The . idbai : pattern Off ' the future, 
Which the Indian Universities must 
make a co-ordiriated effort, to weave;

But slackness; or deficiency iri teach¬ 
ing cannot' be; compensated at all.'

Not only in the "domain of 
mental, training that the’ effectiyeness 
of a teacher circumscribed thus; .but 
in the domain of social training'as 
well; to which I neit. turn, such large 
numbers are not conducive to happy

Social 'discipline; and training 
therefore, - in my opiriion, ; coristitUte 
in themselves as important a part of 
Uriiyersity education a? mental discir 
pline arid mental training., University 
education cannot be said to be com- 
domplete unless . the recipient 
displays a happy balance between 
mental discipline and social discipline. 

The Indian Universities are ’ back¬ 
ward in imparting to their alurimi 
social discipline ( (and; training 
therefor. And the absence ■( ; of 
effective . social discipline corrupts 
many of our problems and pastiiries. 
For. in the politics (of our country, in 
the plays and pastimes of . our society, 
the absence of social discipline 's coil 
spicuous. We love to Work iridividually 
but lag behind as! a team. ,tt 
is therefore : imperative that, the 
Universities-in India should -strive*’to 
see that in social discipline social 
training and social attainments -their 
alumni do not suffer, in comparison 
with the alumni of Universities, in 
other! parts of, the world. For the at¬ 
tainment of. this ideal, physical edu¬ 
cation on a 'well thought oUt plan is 
in my opinion the first! requisite.;

In .many convocation (addresses -the 
speakers touch on the controversy of 
impartirig educationthrough English 
or through vernaculars. I too (am 
tempted to offer a few remarks qa this 
head.

This i? in-i 
deed a.notable feature. and I sincerely 
hope that your exainple will be follow¬ 
ed by otherTndian Universities. Indian 
nationalism aims at a common national 
language.

: . EDUCATION AND 

' unemployment:'. 

In his convocation address at the 

Annamalai University to-day Sir 
Phiroze Sethna referred, as Was 
inevitable, to the serious problem 
of educated ’ unemployment. “Our 
social, political. and economic pro¬ 
blems of the day”, he pointed put, 
“cry aloud forethoughtful leader¬ 
ship and well-directed efforts such 
as can be expected only from train¬ 
ed men and women.” In other 
words, education and yet more edu¬ 
cation would seem to be our prime 
need; and yet there is the paradox 
of thousands of-our college-educat¬ 
ed youths eating out their hearts 
in enforced idleness. To what is this 
phenomenon to be ascribed? “Is the 
problem a purely economic one?” 
he asked. “Or is it that the training 
they have received does not fit them 
for such creative work that awaits 
them?” Our own-reply is that it is 
both. But Sir Phiroze preferred to 
isolate the latter hypothesis—he 
could hardly have done otherwise 
in a University address—and plead¬ 
ed for “rationalisation” in educa¬ 
tion. The line of argument’he deve¬ 
loped is familiar enough. Far too 
many who have no aptittude for a 
college, education flock to our uni¬ 
versities, with the result that 
quality is sacrificed, to quantity* 
individual attention on the, part of 
teachers becomes impossible,' and 
the mental discipline which makes 
for"“enlightened appreciation, sane 
judgment and clear expression” .is 
much' to seek. His plea that the 
course of studies for the first Uni-

versity degree should be framed 
• with' a view primarily to training 
the mind rather than imparting 
exhaustive- knowledge, and - his 


criticism of the tendency to specia¬ 
lise at an unduly early; stage will 
meet with general agreement. Sir 
Phiroze went on to deplore the- too 
general failure in our universities 
to relate the studies to Indian condir 
tions. “Because study of Indian cul¬ 
ture, Indian economics : and like 
subjects, which .could infuse a spirit 
of all that is Indian, is at present 
too much clouded over with western 
arts and sciences,” he said, “there is 
need to balance the two.” His 
insistence that there should be 
greater emphasis on social disci¬ 
pline followed as a natural corol¬ 
lary. The gulf between , those who 
spend their lives in the quest of 
knowledge and the practical; men 
who harness it for material ends is 
everywhere growing .wider, with 
the consequent weakening of the 
sense of social solidarity and 
mutual responsibility. In India the 
isolation of the English-educated 
intelligentsia is far more complete 
than elsewhere. But all the maladies 
that Sir Phiroze Sethna diagnosed 
are nourished in part at : least 
by the unnatural political and eco* 
nomic conditions that obtain in this 
country. No amount of educational 
reform can by itself suffice to tackle 
them at the root unless the people 
gain the power to order their lives 
completely to their own advantage. 

Organisation of Industry 

Among the questions which those 
engaged in solving the problem of 
economic reconstruction must ne¬ 
cessarily tackle is that of the fu¬ 
ture organisation of industry. The 
pre-war system based on the ope¬ 
ration of free competition has 
everywhere broken down. Great as 
has been the contribution of the 
capitalist system to indflstrial pro¬ 
gress, it has disclosed certain de¬ 
fects too serious to be ignored. 
Under it there has been a tendency j 
for great disparity to. develop bet¬ 
ween effort and earnings. The pro- 
blem everywhere now is how 
„ .the ' advantages : of,, private j en- 
' terprise; and the' - efficiency. 
: of. ;- the; ; ;• capitalist - system'- of. 
production could best be recon¬ 
ciled with the general welfare; of 

society at large and how the distri¬ 
bution. of the product of labour and 
organisation could be brought about 
on a more equitable basis than that 
obtaining 'under the capitalist sys¬ 
tem. Profit-sharing, the distribu¬ 
tion of the shares, of . a company 
among the workers thereof and 
other remedies, whereunder the 
Workers themselves oWtt the ins¬ 
truments of production /have been 
tried, but the results achieved have 
hot been everywhere 'satisfactory. 
The defect in these schemes is that 
they virtually- ignore the existence 
of the consumer. The latter has 
continued to be exploited through 
high prices charged for his purcha¬ 
ses. ' ■" ; ,■ ; ' 

In order to do justice by 'the 
consumer, co-operative productive 
organisations have coriie into being. 
These-appear to have been working 
with better success in some coun- 
‘ tries than in others. Wei in India, 
are not unfamiliar with consumers’ 
co-operation, but we cannot claim 
that the success achieved, save in 
the case perhaps of stores, has been 
quite satisfactory.' There hre other- 
countries, notably ■; Sweden, where 
the movement appears to have, 
made remarkable progress. In that 
country,; the capitalist system , has 
been assailed by two; agencies—by 
co-operative organisations and by 
the State—and thereby, paradoxi¬ 
cal as it may seem, the capitalist 
system has . been saved. According 
to a.recent American write)’, “Swe¬ 
den is almost the only country in 
the world in which capitalism has 
‘worked’ during recent decades.” 
The secret of ’ Sweden’s., sucqess 
would appear to lie. in the fact: 
that consumers’ co-operative -orga¬ 
nisations have sprung up; and 
these,; using the brains and . machi¬ 
nery of. capitalists, have broken 
down private monopolies, ...The 
Swedish Co-operative Union; thanka 
to the support it has. had from car 
pable ’■ businessmen^ who are . alive 
to their social obligations; ' have'; 
successfully beaten, in competition 
huge trusts in flour,’. 'margarine, 
electric lamps and other necessa*. 
ries, The flour mills and lamp fac¬ 
tories organised by and working 
tinder the Swedish Co-operative 
Union have been able to bring 
down.'the prices of flour and lamps 
considerably and.-, yet pay . .their 
Way. The problem of housing has 
• also, been-tackled with similar, sue-: 
cess -On ; co-operative., lines, As for 
the part played by the State, -men-'

Khan Abdul Gaffur Khan has is¬ 
sued the following statement; in re¬ 
ply to the Frontier Home Member’s 
speech on the resolution in the local 
Council for the removal nf the bah 
on his entry:— ^ ' 

“I have read the report of the. 
speech made by the - Home- Member, 
for the Frontier Province - on the re¬ 
solution proposed in the Council ask¬ 
ing for the removal of the ban on my 
entry into the province. The Home 
Member is reported to have expressed 
his disbelief in my non-violence. And; 

in support of it, he is credited 'with 
having produced before the Mouse cer¬ 
tain evidence, if it can be so called. 
He began, runs the press report before 
me, by reminding the House of those 
scenes of intimidation that took place 
in Charsada maidan during the last 
elections when things went so far in 
our constituency that only, three 
voters had courage to go to the poll¬ 
ing station. He asked if the freedom 
of franchise had been allowed on 
that occasion. Now as it so happens, 
whatever the scenes were, they took 
in my absence and in the absence of 
many of my co-workers, who were,' 
at that time, undergoing varying terms 
of imprisonment. The fact of only 
three voters going td the polls can 
hardly be accepted as any evidence of 
intimidation. Surely, during those days 
there were many places in India-where 
voters had refrained , from going to 
the polls in obediepce to the call of 
the .Congress for the-boycott of elec¬ 
tions. Is it possible that thousands of 
voters could be intimidated into not 
exercising their right '..of voting? 
And surely the Government had far 
greater resources for intimidation than 
such Khudai Khidmatgars (Red Shirts) 
as were outside the prison walls and 
who were themselves many of them 
voters. If now voters go to the polls 
and vote for the Congress candidates, 
is it to-be suggested that they did so 
.also?by intimidation? ;’ j s 
.^“Another instance.ipf myVso'r,called 
iyi.Qlence is" the fact that l did not ut?; 
Hefld ‘ the Durbar' regarding the an¬ 
nouncement of the so-called Reforms 
and that I did not even reply to the 
invitation. All> I can say is that the 
invitation was received through a 
friend and .I . gave my answer too 
through the friend. I never thought 
that- there was sin in not attending 
the Durbar. I may mention that that 
top was in pursuance of the Congress 
policy in which. I thoroughly believed. 

NON-CO-OPERATION 

“Then, the Home Member says that 
‘he (Abdul Ghaffar Khan) and his 
party would have no co-operation 
with the Government as they declare 
the Reforms to be inadequate. No¬ 
thing short of independence would 
scisfy him and his pai;ty. So the Gov¬ 
ernment were compelled to take; 
action and suppress an insiirrectionary 
movement’. I never knew that non- 
co-operation • in ..itself was a form of 
violence. Our non-co-operation was 
the pongress non-co-operation, which 
was definitely described by ..it as 
non-violent action. It was never 
declared illegal in any' part of India. 
Nor was the desire and demand for 
Independence illegal. And I certainly 
do not regard as, violence the desire 
and demand for Independence. It is 
worthy of note that the Congress 
creed mentions Complete Independ¬ 
ence in so many words as ,the : Con¬ 
gress’ goal and I do not know that on 
that account the Congress is regarded 
as a violent body or as engaged in il¬ 
legal activity. 

’“SERVANTS OF GOD” 

“Then the Frontier Home Member 
refers to my speech for which I Was 
sent to prison for two years as an in¬ 
stance of violent activity. This comes 
with little grace,-for he should know 
that for -certain passages in that 
speech I had expressed my unquali¬ 
fied regret before the court. Arid there 
was nothing violent in my : spech. I 
was charged with sedition which is 
a statutory crime, but is not on that 
account necessarily a violent activity;- 
But I know that if there is-violence 
in me, want of evidence produced by, 
the Home Member, cannot exculpate 
me from it. And if there is real non-- 
violence in me, no amount of evidence 
that the Home Member can produce 
can make-me violent. It is a matter 
between my Maker and me for He 
alone can read men’s hearts. I can 
only state that for years I have be¬ 
lieved in non-violence ajod its efficacy; 

I have Seen it proved again and again 
in many, instances that have corile 
under my observation. In spite ' of; 
'whatever might, be said to the contra¬ 
ry, I know what non-violence' has. 
done for Khudai Khidmatgars arid I 
.claim that their activities are a glo¬ 
rious illustration of non-violence .arid 
its efficacy. This does not iriean that 
the Khudai Khidmatgars have become 
perfect human beings. They and , I ’ 
are trying to become humble servants 
of God and therefore, of humanity, 
and we are ptogresssively realising 
the virtue of non-violence- and are 
trying tO: exercise it. Non-violence has 
become an article, of living faith with 
many of us. And? I would like to cite 
in support of'this the testimony - df j 
I Shrimati Khiirshedbai Nao^oji,. .the 
late Vithalbhai .Patel, • Father., Elwin 
and Devdas Garidhi. Shrimati Khur-. 
shedbhai Naoroji and Devdas Garidlii i 
lived long enough among, Khudai, 
Khidmatgars in the-Frontier Province 
arid- haid every opportunity of coming 
in close contact with them.

LORD HALIFAX’S VIEW 


BRITISH DEFENCE 
POSITION 


(REUTER’S AGENCY.) 

; LONDON, Nov. 19. ; 

Speaking in the Defence debate in 
the. Lords, Lord Stratheona stated 
that there would. shortly be an¬ 
nounced measures by which it was 
hoped to remedy the present un¬ 
favourable position regarding re¬ 
cruiting for the regular Army. The 
War Office were well aware of the 
difficulties of foreign service as re¬ 
gards pay and discipline and were 
doing their best to make changes 
when possible. ' v ■. 

Replying to the debate!, Lord 
Halifax mentioned that the actual 
value of food supplied and pro¬ 
duced in the United Kingdom 
during the past four years has been 
increased by between 16.% and 20 
per cent; He asked whether they 
would urge that the situation was so 
serious that • everything must give 
| way to military reconditioning of 
! the'Defence forces. Such a conclu-! 
'sion appeared to rest upon the pre¬ 
mise not only of; the inevitability of 
war but to a degree of certainty re- 
gardirig the early imminence of 
war, which he was not prepared to 
accept. The Government were put¬ 
ting the matter on the lowest ground 
tof self-interest and did not believe 
that any country was prepared, 
much less anxious to take the res¬ 
ponsibility for letting loose a war 
that might spread through Europe 
and beyond it. 

NO DISARMAMENT NOW 

LORD STANHOPE’S STATEMENT

Important .improvements in the 
theory of the constitution of the stars 
have bqen • made by Professor Cfoan- 
drasekar, lately of Cambridge, and now 
of Chicago.

tional nature. They are cosmical explo¬ 
sions which emit matter and rays of 
prodigious energies, and may/possibly 
be the origin of cosmic rays. Ordinary 
novae increase in brightness ten thou¬ 
sand tirries, but si super-nova increases 
by more than a million billion times.

The letter . stated that the , eastern 
valley was blighted _ by the dead 
hand of poverty and referred to the 
ten or twelve years’ continuous un- 
einployment of young men who had 
never obtained work. Women had 
became prematurely old and chil¬ 
dren stunted and frail. Ah appeal 
Was made for the abolition of the 
Means Test. The letter, respectfully 
asked how those sufferers could be¬ 
lieve in the talk of - prosperity or 
joyfully celebrate the Coronation. 

At Abertillery, the King watched 
children partaking of a meal costing 
a penny and three farthings, of 
which nine million had been sup¬ 
plied by the authorities since 1921.

through a particular route. 

Mr. P. C. Tallents, Home Member, 
explaining the attitude of the Govern¬ 
ment,. said that it was not strictly a 
case of .licence being refused to Hindus. 
If local officers allowed the procession 
to pass through the route for which 
license was demanded, there was the 
risk of another communal explosion 
when feelings were funning high and a 
riot had already occurred. The grave 
situation existing at that time was not 
disputed and that was why this year 
the Government had. been compelled to 
take this step. .

He is on a 
holiday trip to India. "The Hindu” 
representative had a special inter- 
view with him this afternoon in the 
course of which Mr. Cushman ex¬ 
pressed his views on tennis topics 
in general and on Fred Perry’s re¬ 
cent decision to turn professional 
in particular. 

Newport, Mr, Cushman said, was 
the place where the National Cham¬ 
pionships of America were held up 
to; 1915. After that year the scene of 

. the Championships was shifted to 

Forest Hills near New York City. It 
was here that the country s champions 
niet the most promising young play¬ 
ers and demonstrated for their benefit 
the finer points of the game.. This sys¬ 
tem helped to raise the level of tennis 
in. the country and helped also m the 
discovery of fresh talent. 

Referring to Perry’s decision to turn 
professional, Mr. Cushman said: It 
should undoubtedly be a big loss to all 
Amateur Tennis and_Jo Great Britain 
in' particular. However, England has 
several very fine young players, such 
as Wilde, Charles Hare and others who 
only require more experience to enable 
them to come to the very front rank. 
Next year’s chances in the Davis Cup 
undoubtedly favour Australia, Ger¬ 
many and the United States. France 
Will require several years more to 
develop high class young players. 

PRO-AMATEUR DISTINCTION 

“I hope”,' he said, referring to the 
suggestion made in some quarters that 
the distinction between professional 
players and the amateurs should be 
abolished “that this wiU never come 
about. While it is true that the pro- 
j. fessional game has made serious m- 
roads into the ranks of the amateurs,

MR. EDEN ON BRITISH 
POLICY : ;r;: 

(BRITISH OFFICIAL WIRELESS.) 

LONDON, Nov. 19. 

The Foreign Secretary; Mr. Eden, 
was closely questioned in the House 
of Commons with regard to the lat¬ 
est developments in the Spanish si¬ 
tuation; With reference to the de¬ 
cision by the German and Italian 
Governments to recognise General 
Franco’s “Government” and enter 
into diplomatic relations with them,- 
at the same time recalling the dip¬ 
lomatic missions hitherto accredited 
to the Spanish Government, he said 
the attitude of the British Govern¬ 
ment remained as previously defin¬ 
ed. ; 

Mr. Attlee, Leader of the Opposi¬ 
tion, said he took it from this reply 
that it was not the intention of 
His "Majesty’s Government to recog¬ 
nise General Franco and his bellige- 
rents • 

Mr. Eden pointed out that there 
was a distinction between recognition 
of belligerents and a recognition of 
any one side. as the Government of 
Spain. On neither side, had he any¬ 
thing to add. : - - 

' Replying to Mr. A. V:. Alexander

‘Questioned by. Mr. Gallacher (COm-' 
munistj whether the declaration ... of 
these, powers was not a breach of non- 
intervention, Mr. Eden replied “Cer¬ 
tainly, not. It is quite possible..to 
pursue a policy of non-intervention, 
respecting the supply of arms while 
recognising the Government on one 
side or other. So far as breaches 
were concerned, there are other na¬ 
tions more to blame than either Ger¬ 
many or Italy.” Mr. Eden added that 
his • information on this subject was 
now common to the Non-Intervention 
Committee. When asked if he would 
seek a specific assurance that the re¬ 
cognition by Germany and Italy -. did 
not mean that they held themselves 
free to supply arms, Mr. Eden replied

INDIAN CHAMBER’S 
PLEA 


BOMBAY (By Mail). 

Mr. J. K. Mehta, Secretary, the 
Indian Mfifchants’ Chamber, in the 
course of a letter to the Secretary 
. to the Government of India, Finance 
Department, New Delhi, urges the 
immediate review of the valuation 
of the rupee.” 

“The Committee of this Chamber,^ 
he says, “have been, following with 

■ anxious interest the development >of 
* ■ world events like the devaluation of 

franc and the currencies of Holland, 
Switzerland and Italy. It is now a 
truism to say that India is not a coun¬ 
try apart, and that repercussions of all 
such world events in the economic 
’ held are bound to affect the mteriajil 
financial and economic conditions in 
this land. They have observed that the 
aajournment motion moved in the 
. Assembly to consider the present posi¬ 
tion of the rupee and the refusal of 
Government to devalue it or even to 
consider having an* enquiry into this 
pronlem, was lost by-the casting vote of 
tne President. There is a large amount 
Of commercial public opinion in this 
country which is seriously apprehen¬ 
sive with regard to the attitude adopted 
by the Government of India and-wnich 
holds that this position of the' Govern¬ 
ment is untenable, obstructive and per¬ 
verse. The unfortunate experience of 
' the • Committee of this Chamber has 
always been that Government have 
been consistently unresponsive to the 
demands and requirements of the In¬ 
dian commercial community with re¬ 
gard to the currency and exchange 
situations. Without going into the re¬ 
mote past, my Committee may in¬ 
stance the history of this controversy 
from 1920 onwards upto recently when 
•• Government from time to time prac¬ 
tically foisted upon India a financial 
policy which' was entirely antagonistic 
to its interests and which has inflicted 
upon it incalculable loss and damage. 
The sale of Reverse Councils in 1920 
inflicted a loss to the tune of Rs. 40 
crores and the unsettlement caused 
by fixing the rupee at 2sh. re¬ 
mained a source of incalculable 
harm for a number of years. 
V: Even after all this experience 
Government unfortunately again took a 
retrograde and reactionary step in 
1926 by fixing the ratio at Is. 6d. In 
. bolstering up this ever-tottering ratio, 
Government found themselves practi¬ 
cally at the end of their resources in 
; September 1931 when Britain’s aban- 

■ dohfnent of the gold standard brought 
' providential escape from an entirely 

untenable situation. Some of the best 

■ supporters of this ratio realised the 
disastrous effects of Government’s per- 

- sistent attempts to support 1|6 on the 
economic state of this country and are 

• to-day among those who would like 
> India to devalue the rupee. Even the 
, Federation of Master Cotton Spinners’ 

Association, Manchester, have been 
recently agaitating for devaluation ot 
the rupee so that the Indian agricul- 
turist may have his purchasing power 
i improved. The whole of-the Indian 
commercial community was unanimous 
'■ ■in warning Government against the 
policy laid down in 1926 and its fears 
: and apprehensions have been justified 
by all that has happened during these

“The export of gold which began m 
1931 was also strongly protested against 
by the Commercial Community and yet 
every time Government have tried to 
defend this ruinous export by the 
argument that gold was merely a com¬ 
modity like: other -commodities; India 
has lost practically Rs. 300 crores worth 
of gold.: ]l- 

“Great Britain went off the gold stan- 
^ dard in September 1931 and India had 
■i to follow suit. The rupee was then 
linked to sterling at-me dictation of 
Whitehall. The rupee was thus in effect 
devalued to the exten^of 40 per cent. 

, Government have made a great point 
of this that the rupee has in effect been 
already devalued and that there is no 
further necessity of devaluing it. It is, 
however, forgotten that this incidental 
devaluation effected by the rupee being 
linked fosterling was not adequate, nor 
did it meet the needs of the situa¬ 
tion inasmuch as the over-valuation of 
the -rupee in relation, to sterling prior 
to 21st September 1931 has been allow¬ 
ed to continue uncorrected. The fact of 
this continual over-valuation is amply 
, borne out by the common experience 
that the maintenance of the rupee ex- 
: change at 18d. since September 1931 
; has-been made possible only by the un- 
checked exports of gold. My Committee 
take it that there is practical unanimity 
that but for gold exports, the diminished 
export activity and the low level of 
prices would have made devaluation of 
the rupee inevitable. That the plight 
of the agriculturist to-day is as bad 
as if was in 1931 can hardly be dis- 
. puted and the representation recently 
submitted by the Punjab landholders 
JS: a .tell-tale picture of the economic 


sufferings in the- country .dub .to the 
low 'level of prices. The Hon ble the 
Finance Member, in speaking on the 
recent adjournment motion in the As¬ 
sembly. expressed his fear that if the 
rupee were devalued it would give, rise 
to competitive currency depreciation. 
As a matter of fact, the devaluation of 
the franc has been taken advantage of 
by various countries to adjust their 
currencies to _their. economic condi¬ 
tions, and my Committee , are definitely 
of opinion that this is the opportune 
time for India to revise the value of 
the rupee in'terms of her own re¬ 
quirements'. The Hon’ble Member also 
referred to the Purchasing Power 
Parity Theory and observed that the 
proper level of the rupee about',a year 
ago was something like Is. 8d. My 
Committee cannot accept this state¬ 
ment without being given an oppor¬ 
tunity to examine the basis on which 
this inference-is drawn. As the Hon’ble 
the Finance Member may be aware, 
there is no single Index Number of 
prices in India which can reflect the 
price level for all important commodi¬ 
ties as well as for all important 
trading centres in the country. The 
application, therefore, of the Purchas¬ 
ing Power Parity Theory, apart from 
the validity to measure the correct 
valuation of the rupee in relation to 
sterling and other currencies, is both 
['unreal and inconclusive. •- ■ 

A COMPROMISE 

“Government ■ cannot be unaware 
that the country in general and the 
commercial community in particular 
have never accepted the valuation of 
the rupee at 18d. as the last word on 
the subject. In September 1931, when 
Britain went off the gold standard and 
the rupee was linked to sterling, pub¬ 
lic opinion in this country was clearly 
expressed in the well-known resolu- 
tion moved by the then Mr. R. K. 
Shanmukham Ghetti and adopted by 
the Legislative Assembly. Again, 
when the Reserve Bank Bill was 
under discussion in the As¬ 
sembly, the relevant clauses pres¬ 
cribing the value of the rupee 
in terms of sterling were very stout¬ 
ly opposed, and it was only as a 
matter of compromise that the Assem¬ 
bly agreed to allow the valuation of 
the rupee at 18d. sterling to be em¬ 
bodied in these clauses. The compro¬ 
mise arranged is reflected in the pre¬ 
amble of the Reserve Bank Act, which 
reads as under:-— 1 • ! 

“And whereas in the present disor¬ 
ganisation of the monetary systems of 
the world it is not possible to deter¬

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


This compromise Was expressly 
agreed to in view of the then disorga¬ 
nised state of the monetary system 
of the world. But it was clearly vi¬ 
sualised then that when the interna¬ 
tional monetary position had become 
sufficiently clear and stable, the ques¬ 
tion of the monetary standard best 
suited to India would be considered. 
My Committee submit that the deci¬ 
sion of the French Government to de¬ 
value the franc, the agreement reach¬ 
ed between the French, American and 
British Treasuries not to indulge in 
further depreciation of currencies, 
the decision of Holland, Switzerland 
and Italy to toe the same line and 
the further arrangement reached be¬ 
tween Paris, London and New York 
for exchange of their currencies into 
gold at rates fixed from day to day, 
presumably in joint consultation, are 
developments leading rapidly towards 
international stabilisation. The .view 
taken by my committee finds con¬ 
firmation from the very important 
speeclj delivered ,by Mr. NeviUe 
Chamberlain, the British Chancellor 
'of Exchequer, at the recent Annual 
Bankers’ Dinner. The situation, there¬ 
fore, which Was visualised in the pre¬ 
amble to the Reserve Bank Act has 
now been reached, and it is but right 
and natural that the commercial com¬ 
munity of India should expect Gov- 
imment to implement the assurances 
Jiven at the time of the enactment of 
the Reserve Bank Act. In this con¬ 
nection my Committee cannot accept 
the ex cathedra observation of the Fi¬ 
nance Member during the debate on 
the recent adjournment motion in the 
Assembly, that the Government of 
India had reviewed their currency 
policy,, nor can my Committee allow 
the Hon. the Finance Member’s,dog¬ 
matic assertion to pass muster, that 
in the opinion of the Government the 
present value of the rupee will re¬ 
main fixed and immovable. 

“My Committee, therefore, : urge 
that in view of the considerations set 
out above, Government should under¬ 
take an immediate review of the valua¬ 
tion of the rupee in consultation with 
expert opinion, and they have nO. doubt 
that a close. and impartial scrutiny 
will lead to only one conclusion, that 
it is no longer possible to defer the 
devaluation of the rupee to suit the. 
urgent economic needs of the coun¬

He is 
not surprised at the great reform 
introduced -byHis Highness whose 
regime has already been crowded with 
several progressive reforms. There 
has beena great awakening in Tra 
vancore in favour of temple-entry and 
public opinion has expressed itself 
already in unmistakable terms. 

His Highness the Maharaja, the Kai¬ 
mal ■ believes,' has already secured in 
writing the support of all the renown¬ 
ed Vaidik^; who have a right to pro¬ 
nounce their view on the question of 
temple-entry.

DIFFICULTY TO FIND 
AGGRESSOR 


SHOULD BOTH THE RIVAL 
k^glDES BE BOUND OVER ? 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

I MADURA, Nov. 19. 

When it is. difficult to deter¬ 
mine which party was the aggres¬ 
sor in a. case arising Out of a village 
faction, is a Court justified in bind¬ 
ing down both parties?, Mr.. N- 
Chandriasekara Aiydr, • Sessions 
Judge of Madura, answering the 
question in the negative delivered 
judgment yesterday in an appeal 
preferred by twelve persons, 
Naicks jand Thevars of Bomtoi- 
naickenpatti and Suppulapuram in 
Andipatti station limits, against the 
order of the Sub-Divisional Magis¬ 
trate of Usilampatti: binding them 
over to keep the peace for a period 
of one year. '■ - • 

The circumstances leading, to the 
launching- of security proceedings 
against a batch of . people be¬ 
longing i to both : sides of a fac¬ 
tion in the village were that 
there . developed ill-feeling Be¬ 
tween both parties sometime before 
the Dipavali last year and several 
overt acts of stone-throwing, rioting 
and arson were alleged by both sides. 
The- Sub-Divisional Magistrate of 
Usilampatti who tried the cases or¬ 
dered both the parties to be bound 
over under Section 107 Cr. P. C., 
directing them to -furnish security to 
keep the peace for one year. 

| THE JUDGMENT 

Against this order, the party con¬ 
sisting of, Naicks and Thevars ap¬ 
pealed., The Sessions Judge in. the 
course of his judgment allowing the 
appeal observed , that the difficulty 
felt by the lower court in determin¬ 
ing as to which party was the aggres¬ 
sor did not justify a court in binding 
down both sides and that the mere 
existence of faction or ill-will was 
not enough but there should be de¬ 
finite acts of aggression proved be¬ 
fore a party could be bound over. 
The Judge also examined in detail 
the various overt' acts mentioned in 
the preliminary order and observed 
that a reading of the evidence ad¬ 
duced led him to the conclusion that 
there was little or nothing to war¬ 
rant an order binding over the coun¬ 
ter-petitioners (appellants). 

“It is very unfortunate that such a 
tense situation should exist in Bommi- 
naickenpatti village between the Pal- 
lars on the one hand and the non- 
Pallars on the other," observed the 
Judge in conclusion. “As stated al¬ 
ready the' mere existence of keen and 
acrimonious faction is no ground for 
binding people down under security 
proceedings. The aggressors must: be 
discovered and dealt with. The evi¬ 
dence adduced in this case on the 
various heads is not in my opinion 
sufficient to hold that the counter¬ 
petitioners were on the aggressive at 
any time. The order of the lower 
court is set aside and will stand dis¬ 
charged and. the security bonds will 
be delivered lip and cancelled.”

HYDERABAD

K. S. VAIDYA’S 
ADDRESS 


NEED FOR INTRODUCTION 
OF COMPULSION

SECUNDERABAD (Dn.), Nov. 20. 

• The necessity-for'free-, and com¬ 
pulsory primary education, 
’Couragement of private; endeavour 
in the educational field and a solu¬ 
tion to the controversy regarding 
the medium of- instruction, were the 
important points dealt with by Mr. 
K. S., Vaidya, M. A.,* LL. B., in the 
course of his presidential address to 
the third session of - the -Hyderabad 
People’s Educational Conference. * 
The Conference opened * this 
morning at the West End Talkies,’ 
Kachiguda. 


The Conference is. being held after 
an interval of seven years owing to 
the refusal of permission by the Gov-; 
ernment hitherto, and great interest,! 
was consequently evinced in its deli-' 
berations. 

Mr. Rai Ganpatlal, High Court Vakil, 
in the course of his welcome address, 
referred to the Mackenzie Committee 
report on the reorganisation. of edu¬ 
cation, especially the establishment of a 
Board for Secondary Education, and 
while admitting. the desirability of 
giving* instruction in the vernacular, 
Mr. Ganpatlal pointed out that in the 
State there are 69,72,534 persons 
speaking Telugu, 39,86,838 persons 
speaking Mahrathi and 16,20,094 per¬ 
sons speaking Kannada, while those 
who spoke other languages including 


Urdu numbered only 20,56,602. Special 
preference had been given to Urdu by 
being made the medium of instruction, 
while Hindi had been neglected by the 
Government and received no place 
among the vernaculars of the State. 
Mr. Ganpatlal supported the late Mr. 
Vaman Naik’s -Bill for compulsory pri¬ 
mary education, pleaded for solving the 
problem of unemployment among the 
educated classes, stressed the import¬ 
ance of physical, moral and religious 
instruction, urged the differentiation of 
curricula for boys and girls and advo¬ 
cated technical and practical education 
with an emphasis on arts and handi¬ 
crafts. * • r

Circular 
No.* 20 of 1301 Hfjri'required that vil¬ 
lage records in the offices of Patels 
and Patwaris iti4he villages should be 
in the local vernacular, -i.e., Telugu, 
Mahrathi and Kanarese. Even to-day 
the .Rnance and other Departments 
largely- used English. For' non-Urdu 
languages, h-e pointed out, -no Trans-, 
lation Bureau yvas-.'xequiredl-fdr -.trans-i 
fating books into ‘Telugu, Mahrathi or, 
Kanarese, * as such l Work had already 
been done in.- the adjoining provinces 
of British India. Thhre-was a plurality 
of languages : ih -Bombay and Madras, 
but .they had -made provision fbr in¬ 
struction. in the.^motheirtongue. of:the 
boys,'Option .being: given;to the; boys 
to adopt -English '..as.; the medium of 
en " • instruction if they so desired. Similar 
provision could be made in the High 
Schools in Hyderabad. , , 

The President agreed with -the views.: 
of the Standing Committee of the Con-: 
fereince that ‘English should be the 
medium of instruction in the Univer¬ 
sity - courses. It was not possible to 
transtote all the currerit literat'ure ihto 
Urdu, English, scientific rtenns -are. uni¬ 
versal, and if Hyderabad aspired Jo 
be a world force,, it should follow the 
example of Japan and Germany and 
adopt English as the medium of com¬ 
mercial .intercourse. , , 

• Emphasising the? duty of- the people 
to conduct educational institutions, he 
suggested that H. E. H., the Nizam’^ 
Government should follow the policy 
of governments elsewhere by. helping 
private institutions, for the- relative 
cost of education -to. the Government 
on such institutions was very low. In 
some places Government schools had 
refused: admission to candidates for 
want of accommodation, and-it was 
therefore necessary to ’ help private in¬ 
stitutions. ,’,He urged the,' need for ex-, 
tension - rather than consolidation' of 
education, in view of the-fact that only 
15:9 per cent of the school-going, age 
were-under, instructicn; He regretted 
also that only a. limited number of 
students received instruction in the 
professional branches of the Univer-

Proposing the toast, of the; Maharaja, 
Sir Robert Bell paid a tribute to the 
keen interest the young Maharaja was 
taking in the betterment of the State. 
Travancore, the stronghold of ortho¬ 
dox Hinduism, was making rapid 
strides of progress. The percentage of 
literacy was the highest. Several 
industrial'schemes were being worked 
out successfully. The speaker congra¬ 
tulated . the Maharaja on his rare 
courage in throwing Hindu temples 
under State control open to Harijans. 

Mr. Dwarakdas, replying to the toast, 
said that His Highness had consulted 
all shades of opinion Before deciding 
to throw open Hindu temples. 


is conserved in them is believed to be 
due to the consecration (Prathishta) 
made in accordance with the Agamas 
by the recital of Vedic hymns and the 
performance of Homams. Those same 
Agamas lay down meticulous. restric 
tions regarding the approach of various 
communities to the Sanctum Sancto 
rum and it is a well-known fact that 
even Brahmins when (they are under 
pollution are prohibited from entering 
the temples. They also lay down that 
any breach.of the rules will entail loss 
of the Divine magnetism "and energy 
in the Idol. It is not understood how 
it is proposed to ensure the genius loci 
and the atmosphere of the temples or 
how the century-old observances and 
ritual with all; their gradeur and 
appeal to the emotions are going to be 
preserved. It is perfectly clear, say 
what , you will,, that .,, both cannot 
co-exist. Either the Agamas are to be 
belieyed in toto or they are not. 
Remembering that' it is all a- question 
of faith, how can any secular order, 
however exalted the source from which 
it emanates, make up for the loss of 
sanctity, created by the Scriptures? It 
will be,a tough:job for the Travancore 
Government to make rules : which 
would equally serve both purposes. 
Perhaps,; Under? the Agamas governing 
the Travancore temples'which certainly 
are not the Agamas governing the tem -7 
pies of South India, this may be possi¬ 
ble. To me it appears and I say it/with 
all respect that even the. profoundest 
conviction of the correctness of one’s 
own faith will not justify interference 
with traditions, based on‘ revelation 
and the' Holy books and not on the 
mere secular necessities of the hour 
as is glibly stated. , , 

- Those who talk or restoring Hindu¬ 
ism to its pristine purity do not really 
understand what these temples stand 
for. 


COMPULSORY PRIMARY 
EDUCATION 

Mr. Vaidya, in' the course of his presi¬ 
dential address, congratulated the Sec¬ 
retary and members of the Standing 
Committee “who have surmounted all 
the difficulties in their way of holding 
the Conference and have given us an 
opportunity to meet and confer upon 
the most important question of educa¬ 
tion in the State.” 

Mr.. Vaidya regretted that although 
the Government spent nearly a crore 
of rupees on education, the non-Urdu 
vernaculars had'made no progress. The 
Andhras, with nearly seventy lakhs of 
population. ha<| only one bi-weekly 
paper; the Mahrattas, with thirty-eight 
lakhs, had a single, weekly; and 
the Kanarese had no journal at 
all. Only eighty-five males and 
twelve women out of every thou¬ 
sand were literate in the Domi¬ 
nions. In 1881. with an expendi¬ 
ture of Rs. 2,29,220, there were thirty- 
seven literates per mille in Hyderabad 
while in 1931, with an expenditure of 
Rs. 90,97,083, the number had only in¬ 
creased to 48.5! The- comparatively 
high figure of literacy in 1881 was due 
to the fact that the public took an 
extensive part in the . spread of edu¬ 
cation. Urging that Mr. Vaman Naik’s 
Bill for compulsory primary education 
should be passed by the Legislative 
Council. Mr. Vaidya referred to the 
speech of Nawab Mehdi ' Yar Jung 
Bahadur, Education Member, at the 
Teachers’ Conference, wherein the 
Nawab had expressed an. objection on 
the ground of adequate finances. Mr. 
Vaidya said that there was no reason 
why a beginning should not be made 
in the city of Hyderabad, starting with 
the important wards and introducing 
the scheme throughout the city in three 
years. Mr. Vaidya felt* confident that 
the Hon’ble.the Finance Member could 
find the necessary finance for - the 
scheme, and said that it would be in 
the fitness of things if the Silver Jubi- , 
lee of H. E. H. the Nizam, a great *j 
advocate of education, should be com¬ 
memorated by the introduction of com¬ 
pulsory education in the State. The 
total number of boys and girls falling 
under the scheme will be about 
17,00,000 and the total expenditure 
Rs. 1,70,00,000. The expenditure now 
incurred on higher education could 
well be reduced and donations, to 
foreign educational institutions , be 
similarly reduced. Even if . a beginning 
is made in the city of Hyderabad, the 
total expenditure would be only eleven 
lakhs and an educational cess could 
be levied on. the richer classes. Pri¬ 
mary education should be made com¬ 
pulsory in the urban areas within the 
next five years, and the rural areas 
might be brought under compulsion 
within another five years, 

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 

Pleading that the Government 
should encourage private enterprise in 
education,- the President said that the 
rules regarding private schools should 

be’immediately annulled “because they 

have created serious doubts in the 
mind of the- public regarding the 
policy of the Government”. He point¬ 
ed out that there were 4,053 private 
schools with 76,654 pupils in 1334 F.y 
and-lhat as a result of the rules, the 
number of schools was reduced to 1,082 
and the number of pupils to-.-41,38.4 
only two years later. In this connec¬ 
tion the President also suggested, a 
well-organised scheme of adult edu¬ 
cation by the public. 

MEDIUM OF INSTRUCTION 

As' regards medium of instruction 
the President said that Urdu Was the 
mother-tongue of only one-ninth of 
the total, population, and in rural 
areas even Muslims. spoke the •local 
vernacular as their mother-tongue! 
While avoiding the controversy, bet¬ 
ween Hindi and Hindusthani; which 
“has assumed a. tinge of'communal- 
ism” Mr. Vaidya said that the only 
way out of it was the. adoption of 
Roman characters, as Turkey had done. 
The suggestion was alternative in case 
the. Persian or Nagari script was not 
accepted as the common script by 
both Hindus and Muslims. The mere 


j sityi such as Medicine and Engineer¬ 
ing, and! suggested that the .Govern¬ 
ment should remove the restriction 
on admission to College courses. 

WOMEN’S EDUCATION 

Adverting to the education of wo¬ 
men, the President mentioned that 13 
women received education in Col¬ 
leges, 274 in High.Schools, 649 in Mid-r 
die/ Schools .and: 46,870 in Primary- 
Schools, making a total' of 48,683. As 
the medium of instruction in High 
Schools was either English or Urdu, 
most of the Hindu girls could derive 
no benefit from them, and although 
the. Hindus, outnumbered Muslims, 
There were only 15,502 Hindu girls as 
against 26,847 Muslim girls. A larger 
number of Hindu girls would join Mid¬ 
dle arid High Schools if; arrangements 
were mafie to give instruction to them 


open girls’ high schools in .Hyderabad 
Aurangabad; Gulbarga and Warangal 
with-the vernaculars as media , for at 
least the girls. Pleading for enhanced 
gr-ant-in-aid to .such institutions - Mr. 
Vaidya , said, that the . Government 
should not refuse it to any'private" in¬ 
stitution simply on the grdund that 
the curriculum followed in it was pot 
the one prescribed by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

MACKENZIE COMMITTEE REPORT 

Referring to the recommendations 
of the Mackenzie"* < Committee, the 
President expressed pleasure that the 
Gdvernment had directed. that; the 
Nizam College should continue to be 
affiliated to the Madras. University, 
that a Board of Education with public 
J representatives was to be established 
arid! that: the scheme:!; should-! be re¬ 
examined .and .reviewed every five, 
years.' He agreed with the recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee with 
regard to the opening of the courses 
in Industries, Commerce /apd Agricul¬ 
ture iri/addition" to Arts and Sciences, 
the' differentiation of curricula of the 
urban and rural schools, arid the mak¬ 
ing of - statutory provision to ; give 
women av voice in the control of girls’ 
education. Mr. Vaidya.felt encourag-- 
ed' by the recommendations of the 
Committee “because much -scope is 
allowed! therein for improvement in 
the light of public • opinion”. / : - : 

■ Mr. Vaidya stressed the necessity 
for introducing -Military* education in 
the University: for, “if necessity , de¬ 
mands, Hyderabad will have to play 
her part in defending the Greater India 
and the British Empire, and maintain 
her! marshal traditions.” He also re¬ 
ferred to the importance of public 
libraries and the eschewing of reli¬ 
gious education in public schools, and 
pleaded for, greater -support to/ Saris- 
krit. .■ !. .* ' 

Concluding Mr. Vaidya observed: 
“If we are going. towards Parliamen¬ 
tary democracy, the aim of education 
should be directed towards teaching 
rriethbds helpful in achieving that end 
and prepare , the generations to come 
for shouldering their responsibilities 
with success. With this ideal in view, 
our Conference,. I hope,, will, evolve a 
system of education in . co-operation 
with the Government, which shall be 
suitable to all communities and we 
shall produce real Hyderabadis, who 
will work for the emancipation of the 
country and of whom we shall always 
be proud”. - . *.,

‘ TINNEVELLY, Nov. 18. 

An exhibition of the cottage 
industries of the Tinnevelly Dis¬ 
trict organised by the District Eco¬ 
nomic Council was held this morn¬ 
ing at the Taluk Office.Building and. 
was opened by Mr. T. K. Chidam- 
baranatha Mudaliar, former Com¬ 
missioner of the Madras Hindu Reli¬ 
gious Endowments Board; 

Mr. M. Devadasan, M. L: C., on 
behalf of the District Economic Coun¬ 
cil welcomed the gathering * and said 
that this Exhibition was the first of its 
kind in this district and the actual 
arrangements were carried out by the 
Co-operative Department. One of the 
special aims of the Council .was to pro¬ 
mote the cottage industries of this, dis¬ 
trict, of which there were a good 
many that deserved support and 
encouragement. Their province was 
importing annually Rs, 17 crores worth 
of goods and it was high time that 
serious efforts were made to stop this 

drain by manufacturing their .require¬ 
ments here by promoting industries 
and handicrafts. Though the cottage 
industries might not be able to com¬ 
pete with machine-made goods, pro¬ 
duced on a mass scale, yet they had 
[ a bright future before them. 

i TALENTS OF RURAL ARTISANS 

I Mr. Chidambaranatha Mudaliar, in 
opening the exhibition, said that in 
spite of the decay of rural life in India 
and the miserable economic condition 
of the Indian villages, the village arti¬ 
sans had not lost their crafts and abi¬ 
lity and had still their vitality with 
them. A careful look at the exhibits 
would show what undiscovered artis¬ 
tic | talents their artisans still had. It 
was very important that the urban folk 
should have an idea of the rural indus¬ 
tries, so that they might encour¬ 
age them and use them, in preference 
to cheap foreign stuff. Until very 
recently, they were able to have all 
their requirements - made locally and 
there was no reason why they should 
not manufacture all their requirements 
in'this country. He pleaded for the 
development of simple habits, which 
alone would enable them to dispense 
with unnecessary and needless foreign 
articles. He believed that cottage 
industries had a bright future, in spite 
of the present being an age of machi¬ 
nery. Electricity should be carried to 
the villages to give impetus to the 
revival of rural industries. There must 
be | widespread manufacture of sugar 
as a cottage industry, so that they 
might be' self-sufficient in every way.

The District Collector, it is under¬ 
stood, has ordered from Repalle side' 
two wagon loads of tiles which will 
be sold at pre-cyclone rates. He has 
also made arrangements to purchase 
bamboos and bamboo poles, which to¬ 
gether with the palmyra leaves, 
would be given free to the deserving 
poor. 

Four lorries have been engaged in 
the collection and distribution of hay 
and palmyra leaves to the different 
centres and to the outlying villages.

Resolutions, urging the enhance¬ 
ment of: the subsidy to the hand¬ 
loom industry to one crore ' of 
rupees, levy of adequate duties;on 
foreign cloth and abolition of duty 
on yarn of fine counts used only hy 
weavers were passed at the Nellore 
District Handloom Weavers’ Con¬ 
ference held at Kovur on the 16th 
instant. A Committee was also set 
up to enquire into the condition of 
weavers iri; Nellore District and sug¬ 
gest ways for bettering their condi- 
tion. .. • ’ 

Mr. V. Radhakrish’na Sreshty of 
Kuppam presided over the Conference 
which was organised by the District 
Weavers’ Association. A large number 
of weavers from different parts of the 
district attended the Conference. 

Mr. A. Ranganayakulu of Guntur 
who opened the Conference, referred 
to the miserable condition of weavers 
in Guntur owing to the cyclone 
havoc and appealed for funds to re¬ 
lieve their distress. He said that the 
competition of mills was felt more and 
more and accentuated their difficul¬ 
ties. 

Mr. B. Veerabhadrayya, Chairman 
of the Reception Committee, put for¬ 
ward an appeal for an effective organi¬ 
sation among the weavers, so that 
yarn could be purchased cheaper, by 
eliminating the middle man’s profits 
and handloom products could be stan¬ 
dardised and co-ordination effected 
between the weaver and the salesman. 

The President referred to the main 
causes' that had brought the weavers 
to their present unfortunate condition 
and urged that the' Government should 
help them to solve their problems by 
reducing to a minimum the competition 
from mill cloth, by controlling the 
price of yarn used by weavers, and by 
encouraging . weavers’ co-operative 
societies. He. also suggested the revi¬ 
sion of the 'tariff rates, so as to give 
adequate relief to the handloom in¬ 
dustry against foreign competition. . 

Messrs. Penderu Venkatramayya

Resolutions were then passed re¬ 
questing the Government to enhance 
the subsidy to the handloom industry 
to one crore of rupees and to levy 
tariff duties on foreign cloth adequate-^ 


ly to suit the needs of the weavers. 
The abolition of duty on yarn of 
fine counts not used by Indian mills for 
weaving purposes but only by weavers 
was also urged. The establishment of 
a special committee to go into the 
question of removing competition 
between handloom industry and mill 
product's by framing rules regarding 
the quality of yarn to be used, the 
prices of yam and the marketing of 
products were also demanded. With a 
view to securing yam at cheap prices, 
the railway companies were requested 
to give concession rates for the con¬ 
veyance of yam. 

Sympathy Was expressed towards 
the sufferers in Guntur owing to the 
recent cyclone, particularly the hand-, 
loom weavers and an appeal was made 
for funds to help .them. 

A Committee was formed to prepare 
a report about the condition of the 
handloom indutry in the Nellore dis¬ 
trict .and make suitable recommenda¬ 
tions for the betterment of the condi¬ 
tion of weavers. 

. With a vote of thanks by the Secre-- 
tary, the Conference came to a close.

EDUCATION /

COCANADA, Nov, 18. . 

Under the auspices ■ of the Andhra 
University, Mr. M. S. Ramaswami 
Aiyar, B.A.. B.L., L.T., delivered 
two lectures on ‘The place of music iri 
the scheme of Education’ and “Sama- 
ganam’ on the 16th and the 17th inst¬ 
ant in the local Brahmopasapa Mandir, 

In his.first lecture, . the lecturer 
pointed to the one-sided education of 
the intellect that obtained now and 
pleaded for the inclusion of the edu¬ 
cation of the heart and hand. He dwelt 
on the, importance of the fine arts and 
suggested that a proper place should 
be given to them in the scheme of edu¬ 
cation. • .; -/ * •- 

In the second lecture^ Mr, Rama¬ 
swami Aiyar described Samaganam as 
a chant, which was a formless melody 
and had neither the seriousness of the 
speech nor the sonorousness of the 
song, but stood midway between the 
two—a fact - which" indicated that 
music started from the ordinary speech 
and" developed into the song, through 
the intermediate cliant. ; It was widrfy 
practised in the aricierit Pathasalas and 
its purpose - was religious, its mood 
devotional, and - its musical character 
intentionally vague and colourless. 

Proceeding, he said that, though the 
wording of the Samaganam was noth¬ 
ing else than that of the Rig Veda, the 
vowels in the original Rik were elon¬ 
gated or shortened or changed into 
‘Hae\ Unmeaning sounds called, stobas 
were oftentimes .added. Thus Sama¬ 
ganam paid little attention to the 
grammatical structure of the sentences 
and the logical order, of the words and 
the Riks,were badly harnessed into the 
service of the melody and the .'words 
were also mutilated beyond recogni- "• 
tion; “What, wonder was there” the 
lecturer asked, “that we the descen¬ 
dants -of those original Samagas, con¬ 
tinued even to-day the inherited qua¬ 
lity of multilating words of the modern 
songs beyond recognition?,” - ‘

TRIVANDRUM, Nov. 18. , 

Further discussion of the Agricul¬ 
turists’ Relief Bill was proceeded 
with in the Sri Mulam Assembly to¬ 
day. An important amendment 
moved by the Law Member sought 
to delete the provision in clause 34 
giving retrospective effect to - the re¬

Mr/C.’ O.Madavari, ExciseCommis-; 
sioner,' stated that as the ganja crop 
was a costly one, one of the Excise 
Inspectors had been deputed to select 
the ganja imported into Travancore. 

REDUCTION OF INTEREST 

Consideration of the Agriculturists’ 
Relief Bill was then proceeded with. 
Mr. K. Parameswaran Fiflaij the Law 
Me m ber, moved' an amendment to 
Clause 34 of the Bill. "V/"’ , 

The Law Member proposed that the 
first paragraph of Clause 34 be substi¬ 
tuted by the following para: . 

“Notwithstanding anything in any 
law, contract or decree, or order" of 
Court, no'interest shall accrue or be 
permitted to be recovered as accruing, 
for a period of three years from the 
date of the * commencement of this 
Regulation, in respect of any debt (not 
due' in paddy or grain). in. existence 
on such date at any/rate exceeding 
6 per cent per annum.” "" 

The clause as. passed, by the As¬ 
sembly sought to give effect to this 
provision with; effect from the 1st of

Any other person than the 
agriculturists could be. excluded from. 
the relief if, possible. :: 

Mr.' Janardhana Kamath said, that 
it was possible that the creditors also 
were debtors, if not in Travancore, 
elsewhere. In giving relief to the agri¬ 
culturists, no unnecessary trouble, 
should be given to the creditor. 

Mir. Damodaran Asari opposed Mr. 
Sambasiva Aiyar’s amendment, ' but 
supported the Law Member’s amend¬ 
ment. . — 

Mr. Kottoor. Kunju Krishna Pillai - 
opposed both the amendments. He said 
that the -Law Member had entirely 
forgotten the history behind the legis¬ 
lation. He himself had given his. con¬ 
sent; to the recommendations: of the 
Committee which was a committee of ’ 
experts who had deeply considered the 
question and had come to definite con¬ 
clusions. The prospect of rich debtors 
being placed in an advantageous posi¬ 
tion should not be an excuse, for pass¬ 
ing this amendment. The whole, pur-, 
pose of conciliation would be nullified 
if the amendment was carried.

2 nite, it was the doctrine preached by 

■ Karl Marx, denying the right of pri¬ 
vate . property. It was the absolute 
negation of personality, and therefore 
of every kind of spiritual impulse in 

, the life- of human beings. 

; Messrs. N. S.' Mani, M.A., S. Satya- 
murti and Joseph Durai supported the 
motion while Mr. Govindarajan op- 
1 posed' the motion. 

; Mr. M. Arogyaswami,. M.A., said 
’ that Socialism was based upon abpli- 
: tion of private property, upon class 
1 warfare and a materialistic interpreta¬ 
tion of .human history. A society based 
on these doctrines could not endure. 
They -must build a society based on 
love and mutual respect. In the case 
of India Socialism would prove the 
bane and ruin of the country and not 
a blessing. 

After a number of others had 
spoken, the motion was put to vote" 
and declared carried. 

SPEAKER’S REMARKS 
The Speaker said that the urge for 
religion was as important as the urge 
for living arid it was easy to lay too 
much stress on the one or the . other. 
They were thinking too much of the 
. development of moral personality of 
the individual, his soul, while a few 
people who spoke on the - other ‘side 
were not,all materialists. It was the 
: temptation of the scientific socialist, 
riot the humanitarian socialist, to ig¬ 
nore such a thing as' the soul. They 
had to take into account both the 
forces,' the force of righteousness and 
of living. He thought the fundamen¬ 
tal opposition to Socialism, came from 
the lack of belief in the ideal of" any 
kind of equality except religious equa¬ 
lity. Whether the abolition of pri¬ 
vate property would sink man in the 
scale was a moot questidn which could 
' not .be -settled by reference -to religion 
or the soul. Religion offered no solu¬ 
tion, .but only. furnished consolation. 
He believed that Socialists and anti- 
Socialists should come together and 
settle this question more by persua¬ 
sion. . Speaking for himself, he thought 
that they should do very well to con¬ 
sider Socialism as the remedy. He 
congratulated thd speakers on both 
sides on the spirit of goodwill they 
had displayed and the high level -of 
the discussion. s The fact, that there 
were 109 votes in favour of Socialism, 
he .said, filled him with some measure 
of hope for the future..

years ago and since: then he had taken 
upon himself the duty of spreading 
knowledge about Bharati and popu- 
larising his songs. THe referred to the 
Bharati songs class which • he was con¬ 
ducting in the Annamalai . Umvorsjty 
arid how popular it proved..' . . f /. 

v It -was ■ impossible, he7said, to; speak 
about!: any one particular aspect :of 
Bharati,! neglectin^ /the bther . aspects 
because in his case everything that -he 
did was of a piece. Still it was worth 

of his activities and study it. Bharati- 
wanted to reform the whole world) 
He preached- the oneness of all reli¬ 
gions.' ' Christ and Mahomed, Krishna 
and Siva appeared to him as 1 one and 
the same deity, th'e ’deity of .lqibwleclge 
and love. In a very great poem of his, 
he hqd uttered a grand sentiment that 
there was no difference between man), 
beast* bird and the 4 seas and mountains 
and that all were one. In many of his 
sentiments. Bharati was remarkably 
western and reminded us of the lofti¬ 
est lines of Wordsworth and Shelley. 

In one appealing song, Mr. Myleru 
said, Bharati had lamented on the woes 
of his countryftien, their superstitions 
arid their cowardice and had envisaged 
a new,..young, energetic, strong and 
wonderful India in the not very distant 
future. 

ANTICIPATED JAWAHARLAL 
NEHRU 

' Bharati was a passionate believer in 
freedom and equality for Women. He 
had condemned untouchability. He had 
realised the supreme importance of 
education. In one of his songs he said 
that the man who taught an ignorant 
fellow-being the letters of the alpha¬ 
bet did more good to humanity than 
one who had built choultries, temples 
or fed any number of people. Bharati 
had even anticipated Pandit Jawahar- 
lal. and his Socialism in one of his 
songs where he said that all people in 
this country should have food and even 
if one man did not have enough to eat, 
“We shall destroy the whole world.” 
Mr. Myleru sang the song in which 
these immortal lines occur. 

Bharati, he went ‘on, did not stop 
with considering the sufferings of his 
countrymen in ■ India only, He sang 
also about the suffering of Indians in 
Fiji, Malaya and South Africa. Bharati 
was a great social reformer, who knew 
what was wrong with our society gnd 
had pointed out the ways and meals 
to set things right. 

Mr. Myleru appealed to the audience 
to read Bharati’s works as an article, 
of daily duty. ". : : '

I. F. A.’S ATTITUDE 


QUESTION OF CONTROL 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

CALCUTTA, *Nov. 20. 

The proposed visit of the Isling¬ 
ton Corinthians, the famous ama¬ 
teur soccer club of England to In¬ 
dia, the question of sending an In¬ 
dian football team to Siam and 
the much-talked of football con¬ 
trol controversy were the items 
that were discussed at an emer¬ 
gent meeting of the Council of the 
I. F. A. held on Friday evening, 
with the Maharaja of Santosh in 
the chair. Undoubtedly, the above 
subjects conclusively prove that 
the Indian. Football Association of 
Calcutta for all intents and pur¬ 
poses is’ the national control body 
in spite of the ‘views expressed 
somewhere that the I. F. A. is only 
a Calcutta organisation. What the 
I. F.. A. should do now, since foot¬ 
ball associations have beeii formed 
in various other centres, is to 
change their constitution to fit 5 in 
with the progress of tithe and'ac¬ 
commodate all concerned in the 
a dminis tration and give them a 
Voice in .matters relating to inter¬ 
national activities. • 

CORINTHIAN CLUB’S OFFER 
- A letter from the Honorary Secre¬ 
tary of the Islington Corinthians, ad¬ 
dressed to the Indian Football Asso¬ 
ciation .under instructions from the 
English Football- Association, was. read 
at the meeting. It is learnt that the 
‘Corinthians will not be a club side 
only but will he composed of all the 
best amateur players now playing^ in 
England. The main purpose of the yo- 
rinthians' in' touring round the 
‘world and their visiting China, India 
land Canada is to help in the selec¬ 
tion of the British amateur side for 
1940 Olympic: games at Tokio. 
Ilf is their intention, adds the~letter, 
to visit India en route to Indo-China 
in December, 1937, and they write 
that they will he happy to play 
matches in Calcutta, should the I.F.A. 
body affiliated to the English F A- 
make • the necessary arrangements. ■ 

' The Council unanimously decided 
that the offer of the Corinthians- 
should be accepted and all possible 
arrangements should be made to make 
this, visit materialise as this will un¬ 
doubtedly open a new chapter in the 
history of Indian, football, for this 
wiU be the first time that an Eng¬ 
lish team will, visit/India. The prin¬ 
cipal difficulty which confronts the 
I. F. A.,'is the time when matches 
will havc to he arranged y for Calcutta 
does not play football during the , cold 
weather. But the. Council . decid¬ 
ed that special arrangements 
must_be made to keep the football 
ground ready for the visitors and with 
the consent of the police and the clubs 
concerned, stands should be put up for 
these matches. In Calcutta stands on 
'all football grounds are Removed 
during the cold weather season for 
cricket. •; 

■ it : is not yet known what financial 
guarantees the Corinthians will 
demand but the council decided that 
they will be prepared to meet all rea¬ 
sonable financial obligations and it is 
further learned that if the Corinthians 
so desire and other provinces agree 
to arrange—matches for them, the 
I. F. A. will have no objection to allot 
matches in other centres, provided the 
other provinces apply to the I. F. A. 
in time and agree to pay the required 
financial guarantees. The tour will be 
arranged exactly on the same lines as 
the cricket and tennis tours are arrang¬ 
ed in this country.

• Dr. Lazarus first identified a num-;

Proceeding the witness stated that 
the total number of students in the 
Stanley . Medical. School' was greater 
than the strength,., in.the two other 
schools put together. Witness said 
that Miss Mary Matheri had been a 
student of the Lady Willingdon 
School for a short period. Witness 
took a statement from Miss Matheri 
under instructions from the Surgeon-- 
General -and forwarded the same to 
the Surgeon-General. She did not 
take any statement:from Lakshmi be- 
-cauSe she had not been asked -to do. 
so. The results of the Lady Willing¬ 
don School showed, a higher percent¬ 
age of-passes between .1931 and 1933. 
In 1934 the permanent lecturer in 
surgery in the Lady Wdh n gfi° n Medi¬ 
cal School- was on short leave. She 
had to do surgery. work in addition 
to-her gynoecological work. The num¬ 
ber of beds for surgery in her school 
was not adequate.

Argentine people,, writers and 
publicists of so many countries could 
come so far to: attend .the Congress. 
No sooner they landed than they' were 
beseiged by the representatives of the 
local papers- and . what, I found re¬ 
markable,~was that the press people 
were not interested merely in cheap 
news and • caprices of current politics 
but were ready, to listen attentively toi 
all'that a foreign-visitor; had to say. 
Very few of the reporters, knew Eng¬ 
lish; most y of them managed with 
French arid soon reproduced the con¬ 
versation in elegant Spanish to-be 
read by millions.

DEVALUATION OF THE RUPEE 

Sir,—It was a lucid address that 
Mr. C. S. Rangaswami, the talented 
editor of “Indian Finance”, delivered 

- the other day arguing the case for 
the devalution of the rupee. Some of 
the arguments advanced by him have 
been so ably exposed in your earlier 
leading article on the subject, that, 
with your leave, I shall deal only 
with two aspects of the problem so 
persistently pressed by the advocates 
of devaluation. 

The fkst is that no devaluation of 
the rupee has resulted by England 
going oif-uhe gold standard or that 
such devaluation is far too negligible. 
And this point is sought to be em¬ 
phasised, as-Mr. Rangaswami did, by 
the fact that while the index of 
wholesale prices have gone up by nine 
points in England during the period 
1929-1935, India has witnessed a fall 
of five points during the same period. 
The comparison-is totally misleading. 

. England is predominantly an Indus¬ 
trial country while India is predomi¬ 
nantly a producer of raw materials. 
A period of depression, such as the 
one we had, results in a very, much 
sharper fall m the prices of raw ma¬ 
terials than in those of manufactured 
goods. The inflexibility of agricultural 
output results in a very high degree 
of flexibility in agricultural prices, 
while, on the other nand, the produc¬ 
tion of industrial products is ' more 
readily controlled and their prices 
more easily maintained. . Conversely, 
as the depression lifts, the prices of 
the raw materials would more readi¬ 
ly and to a larger extent respond to 
the vitalising touch of a new era 
of prosperity. Indeed, during the 
period 1929-1935, according to trie 
League of Nations’ publication “vVorid 
Economic Survey”, prices of agricultu¬ 
ral production m England suffered a 
fall of 20 per cent depreciation of 
sterling notwithstanding. The decline 
of wholesale prices in India is, then, 
not due to the allegedly overvalued 
rupee, but to other causes like quotas, 
clearing agreements, and generally to 
restrictions on international trade. 

And secondly, if experience of other 
countries, is of any value, it is doubt¬ 
ful whether devaluation is the proper 
instrument for raising the level of 

— internal prices. The much ^vaunted 
sympathy for the lot of the agricultu¬ 
rist is entirely out of place unless de¬ 
valuation is to be of any benefit to him. 
A very able analysis of the relation¬ 
ship between the prices and exchange 
rates is made in the latest publica- 

' tion, “Commercial Banks”, issued by 
the Director of the Financial Section 
and Economic Intelligence Service ot 
the League of Nations. The main con¬ 
clusion derived from that analysis is 
that currency depreciation has, up to 
the present, been more potent as a 
deflationary (price-lowering) instru¬ 
ment in foreign marke' than as an 
inflationary (price-raising) instrument 
in the domestic market of the depre¬ 
ciating country. The analysis also re¬ 
veals that the depreciation of the 
sterling, for example, was not followed 
by an appreciable rise in the level ol 
wholesale prices in the United King¬ 
dom but rather by .an intensification 
. ol the deflationary, pressure abroad. In 
the same' way, the depreciation \ of 

• the dollar did not result in an equi¬ 
valent rise in wholesale prices (even 
though the policy was directed! towards 
that t end) arid so brought a pressure 
to bear on the prices and. or, exchanges 
ol foreign countries. 

"N And price-lowering in foreign mar¬ 
kets—the immediate, and perhaps the 
only result of devaluation—is of no 
use unless international trade can flow 
unhampered by the imposition of arti¬ 
ficial barriers and restrictions. 1 he 
way to raise the internal price-level 
lies, then, not in devaluing the rupee, 
but, as you have pointed out in your 
leading article, by the conclusion of 
■ bilateral trade agreements and otner- 
wise by finding expanding and depend¬ 
able markets for Indian produce. It is 
futile to expect that an enduring- all 
round internal prosperity can be cre¬ 
ated by a mere stroke of the pen.

GOVERNOR’S REPLY TO 
ADDRESS V, 


(FROM our correspondent.) 

. -; BERHAMPORE, Nov. 19. 

“How far we can go in the near 
future will depend on our financial 
resources'and until we have had 
at least, one year’s experience as a 
Province we cannot safely frame 
any schemes involving substantial 
permanent commitments”, said His 
Excellency Sir John Austen Hub- 
back, Governor .of Orissa, dealing 
with heyr schemes of medical re¬ 
lief, primary education, etc., in the 
course of his reply to the Ganjam 
District' Board’s address. The ad¬ 
dress was presented to His Excel¬ 
lency this morning at the District 
Board office, Chatrapur. 

His Excellency,.: accompanied by 
Lady Hubback, arrived at the Office 
where a pandal had been erected. Mr. 
E.’. R. Wood, District, Collector, Gaix- 
jam, received His:jExcellency-who then 
inspected the guard' of. honour pre¬ 
sented by-the Reserve Police. / 

After His Excellency had taken his 
seat on the dais the Raja of Khalli- 
kote, President of the District Board, 
Ganjam, read the address of welcome. 

. .Tile' address stated that: they had been 
able to bridge most of the important 
rivers in the district but the rivers of 
Bodonadi cn Russelkonda'-Ballipodoro 
road, Godolicdo on ttie Aska-Bodo- 
khimidiT road and Padma on the Su- 
raaa-Bodogodo road still remained 
.unbridged. A request was matte to His 
Excellency to make grants to the Dis¬ 
trict Board Lo enable them to construct 
the three bridges. The finances .of 
the . Board, the address pointed out, 
had^been considerably crippled since 
: the abolition of tolls and the 
' Board requested , the Government 
to compensate them fully for the 
loss, of income from tolls. The Mad¬ 
ras Government used to give them 
every year a non-recurring lump sum 
grant to be spent on village communi¬ 
cations and rural water-supply on con 
dition that the; District Board spent-an 
. equal amount-'from,, its own resources 
Tne scheme worked well and en¬ 
couraged the Board to put forth its 
best effort in the matter of rural re¬ 
construction. His Excellency was urged 
to continue'the same policy. The ad- 
* dress also referred to the proposal to 
improve the surface of the trunk road 
between Berhampore aad Chatrapore 
and the need for expansion in the mat¬ 
ter of medical relief and primary edu¬ 
cation. The address was presented to

I suggest that the best plan 
will be to get out rough estimates of 
the cost of these • projects and put 
them up before the Provincial Board 
of Communications, stating how far 
'the District Board is ready to finance 
them. I understand that the Bodonadi 
bridge is likely to cost Rs. 1,30,000 and 
that the District Board is prepared to 
pay half the cost. It will, of-course, 

' have to compete for funds with pro¬ 
jects from other districts some_ol. 
whom are much behind Ganjam ... m 
this matter and also with projects from 
the Agency tract in. Ganjam itself.... ;... 

“You next-refer to,the provision jor; 
maintenance of second class roads. Aj- 
present the, Government pays ,a. thira. 
cf the cost, subj ect to a .mmnnunv-.pr 
about Rs. 82,000. You ask; that the Go¬ 
vernment should pay one • half of the 


maintenance cost to make up for the 
loss of income which the Board has 
suffered from the abolition of tolls. 
Tne whole question of grants to Local 
Bodies for the upkeep of roads under 
their charge;'will, I consider,-have to 
be examined at an early date so that 
when the- Ministry, is constituted it 
may; :: be. found- necessary to see whe¬ 
ther in order to supply sufficient funds, 
tolls on bridges will have : to be re¬ 
imposed. I cannot, in advance ■ of such 
an examination, hold out any hopes of 
an increased grant. -. 1 ;',. 

RURAL DEVELOPMENT 
. “I come now • to 1 the provision of 
fund for! rural development.-,.You tell 
me that the Madras Government 
used to contribute from provincial 
revenues for village water-supply 
and vcbmmunications,' j Similar- ' grants 
were made in the past by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bihar and Orissa. The grant 
to Ganjam was treated as non-recur¬ 
ring and consequently was excluded 
from the; obligatory expenditure on 
which basis the 'budget for the current 
year was framed^ by the Government 
of India. If then a grant for this pur¬ 
pose' is to be given next . year it will 
have to be a new charge on our reve¬ 
nues. 1 quite appreciate the point that 
such grants are capable of stimulating 
local bodies which are financially in a 
position to do so to put down an equal 
contribution for those exceedihgly im¬ 
portant purposes. But during next year 
and the year after we shall be spend¬ 
ing somewhat largely oh precisely the 
same purposes from the Government 
of India’s grant for rural develop¬ 
ment and it seems to me undesirable 
to have separate schemes going on 
simultaneously. The money which the 
District Board is apparently ready to 
put down in supplement to a provin¬ 
cial grant, might, I suggest, be applied 
to reducing the demand which the 
Board is making in other respects for 
help from provincial resources. 

I notice also that you refer to the 
decision to place the expenditure of 
the Government-of India’s Rural Deve¬ 
lopment grant under the control of the 
Collector and not as the Madras Gov¬ 
ernment did in the main last year 
under the control of the District Board. 
I feel that you are fully entitled to a 
defence of that decision. It was taken 
because that method has not worked 
with marked success last year in the 
districts coming from Bihar and Orissa, 
firstly, in getting projects started and 
put through with marked rapidity and 
efficiency; secondly,In stimulating local 
contributions both in money and lab¬ 
our amounting on the average to two- 
third of the value of the. work done 
and, thirdly, and this I regard as espe¬ 
cially; important;- in bringing into being 
local committees with a definite and 
interesting task to perform'and a pride 
in performing it. I think the last result 
is a good augury for future develop¬ 
ments in the country-side, I had expe¬ 
rience myself* as Commissioner of the 
results of handing over lump sums to 
the District Boards of the Orissa Divi¬ 
sion for rural water-supply and I can 
assure that the work done in the past 
year would have taken at least three 
years to put through by those Boards 
and; would have cost at least half as 
much again. The decision is in full 
accord with views subsequently 
expressed by the Government of India 
and I understand the Madras.Govern¬ 
ment have now modified their past 
practice in this respect. 

- ; GRANT I’OR ROADS^ 

I'-I. arfi ,<? lhlehistfid • to heai;. of-, the 
scheme for tar-surfacing the : road be¬ 
tween * Berhampore' and Chatrapore 
| since I believe that.with increasing 
motor traffic such action will be neces¬ 
sary on many roads. But I cannot see 
my way to making a special grant from 
provincial revenues for. this purpose 
in the present year of my personal 
control and must leave the matter over 
to the future Ministry, if a request for 
such a grant is put in. 

You refer briefly to the need for 
expansion , hi the matter of medical 
relief and primary education. I have 
no doubt that these will be fully and 
comprehensively examined under the 
guidance of the future Ministry not 
only for Ganjam but for Orissa as a 
whole. How far we can go in the near 
future will depend on our financial 
resources and until we have had at 
least one year’s experience as a Pro¬ 
vince we cannot safely frame any 
schemes, involving substantial perma¬ 
nent commitments; /'•' if ? ;'v 1'

COLLECTOR’S SPEECH 

Mr. E. R. Wood,-District Collector, 
who had taken Keen interest in the 
reclamation., of the grounds, in re¬ 
questing His‘ Excellency to declare the 
grounds open, said that the. maidan 
which had been. now converted into 
playgrounds was in a poor condition 
until they took up. the work. There 


was an irrigation channel going dia¬ 
gonally through the maidan and be¬ 
sides there were a good deal of sand 
and rank vegetation and ant-hills and 
foundations of buildings and more than 
all telephone and telegraph wires going 
across the maidan. A few persons then 
got together and. discussed; ways and 
means to make this ground a proper 
playground for the school boys, for 
the Police and the public. The irriga¬ 
tion channel was diverted so that it 
might not interfere .with the lay-out 
of the playgrounds. The whole maidan 
was levelled up for . playing hockey 
and football. Every department, he 
said, had co-operated with the Grounds 
Committee to make the sch eme . a suc ‘ 
cess. The Superintendent of Police had 
given a contribution' from the'Police 
Sports Fund for the clearing up of 
the grounds. The Executive Engineer 
also helped them a good deal in the 
matter of plans and other matters. The 
Revenue Commissioner of Orissa gave 
a contribution, from his discretionary 
grant. The District Board gave a contri¬ 
bution and the Telegraph Department 
consented to remove the wires, and 
posts and put them up in a less in¬ 
convenient place. They had hardly two 
months’ time in which to do all this 
and he was sure people would appre¬ 
ciate . what they had done by what 
they saw to-day which was the result 
of their efforts. He was confident that 
the young men of the place would take 
increasing interest in games and deve¬ 
lop their physique and sportsmanship 
to such an extent that it would not 
be far from truth if they said that 
the battles of Orissa would be won on 
the playing grounds of Chatrapore. 

Concluding, Mr. Wood thanked all 
those who helped to convert the mai¬ 
dan into playgrounds and specially Rao 
Bahadur T. Venkatakrishnayya of 
Chatrapore who had given to the Chat¬ 
rapore Cricket Club cricket equip¬ 
ment and the Raja of Khallikote who 
had presented hockey equipment to 
the Hockey Club. 

His Excellency then gave away the 
Chatrapore Cricket Club Flag to the 
Secretary, Mr. M. Durgam and bats 
and balls to the Hockey Club and foot¬ 
balls to the High School Senior and 
Junior Football teams to play on the 
grounds this evening. 

THE GOVERNOR’S SPEECH 

In declaring the grounds open, His 
Excellency said that everybody present 
here would agree that it was a parti¬ 
cularly pleasant function, that they 
were attending. He congratulated all 
those who had contributed to the suc¬ 
cessful conversion of the maidan in,o 
huge playgrounds. He need not dilate, 
His Excellency said, on the: advantages 
of games'for they were too well-known 
to them. It would be interesting to re¬ 
member, His Excellency said, that to 
honour the memory of their sovereign, 
playing fields were opened in 
number jn Britain and he was glad 
that Chatrapore was falling in line 
with Britain in opening fresh playing 
fields. 

His Excellency then, declared the 
grounds open and the various clubs in 
the town played hockey, football 
and cricket on the grounds. 

His Excellency left for the Collector’s 
bungalow where he played tennis.

ITS AIMS AND SCOPE 


(By Mh. G. Srinivasaraghava- 

chariar, Retd. Py. Collector, 
Madura .) 

Among the various laws enacted 
to relieve agriculturists from in¬ 
debtedness, one, perhaps not the 
least important, is the ‘Madras Debt 
Conciliation Act, 1936.’ As its pro¬ 
visions and import have, however, 
not been generally well understood, 
a short summary of them in the 
columns of newspaper may not be 
out of place. ... - 

, . "nature OF DEBTS ;'V 

The Act aims at amicable settle¬ 
ment of indebtedness between the ag¬ 
riculturists whose debts exceed Rs. 100 
and their creditors including a Co¬ 
operative Society. It applies to- all 
, debts—secured or unsecured—whether 
payable under a decree or order of 
Civil Court or otherwise and does not 
apply to claims on account of arrears 
of wages, land revenue or anything re¬ 
coverable as arrears of land revenue 
and rent under .the Madras Estates 
Land Act. 

METHOD OF CONCILIATION 

The Local Government may esta¬ 
blish a Debt Conciliation Board for a 
district or a part of a district and such 
Board shall consist of -a Chairman, 
who holds or has held an office not 
below in rank than that of a Sub- 
Judge or a Deputy Collector and two 
members, one of whom shall be a 
non-official. It is open to, a debtor or a 
creditor to make an application -for the 
settlement of debts to the Board esta¬ 
blished for the local areaMn which the 
debtor ordinarily resides, in the ab¬ 
sence Of which,-to the Board in the 
local area fif which the debtor holds 
immovable property. The application, 
if; made by the: debtor, must contain 
a statement as to his inability to pay. 
his debts and also full particulars of 
the amount of his debts, the: persons 
to whom they are owing, property 
owned by him and the encumbrance 
thereon, ff the application is made by 
the creditor, it snould specify the ad¬ 
dress of the debtor, and the: amount 
of his claims against him; and the deb¬ 
tor will thereupon be required to state 
.the particulars as to his other liabi¬ 
lities. The Board will then serve^eir 
publish a notice calling. upon every 
creditor of the debtor to submit with¬ 
in two months of such service or pub¬ 
lication a statement of debts owing to 
him, failing which his claim shall be 
deemed to have been discharged for 
all purposes, unless the Board or a 
Civil Court thinks fit to revive it for 
sufficient grounds, on applications 
made in that behalf by' the creditor 
Within" two months of his becoming 
aware of the proceedings. before the 
Board. The Board will thereafter de¬ 
cide on evidence as to the existence 
and the amount of debts and assets 
dyailable for their satisfaction and 
shall prepare a. complete schedule of 
the creditors and of the assets and lia-‘ 
bilities of the debtor. If the creditors 
to whom more than- fifty per cent ot 
■the total amount of the debtor’s debts 
|is owing come to an amicable settle¬ 
ment with the debtor, such settlement 
Will, if considered equitable by the 
Board, be reduced to writing in the 
form of an agreement mentioning the 
amounts payable to such creditors and 
the assets from which and the times 
at which they are to be paid, pro¬ 
vided that, when, a Co-operative So¬ 
ciety. is: cne of such creditors, :the' set- 
tlement will not be valid without the 
previous approval in writing 'Of;-the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societiesand 
that, when a secured , creditor doesmOt 
agree-to the, settlement,, his fights .to 
proceed against the- security wi}l not 
be ‘affected. Such agreement shall 'be 
signed by the party and authenticated 
by the Board and shall, within 30 days 
-thereafter, be registered by the Chair 
man of. the Board under the Indian 
Registration Act. If no agreement is 
arrived at- within 12 months 
frohi the ; date of application, 
the application will be {{fisriiiss.ed. 

" WHAT IS A FAIR OFFER? 

Where any creditor refuses to agree 
to an,, amicable settlement ? and the 
Board thinks that the/debtor. has ..made 
a fair offer Which the creditor ought 
reasonably , to accept, it shall grant 
the debtor a certificate to that effect 
in the prescribed form. In coming to 
a decision.-'Lwhether the debtor’s offer 
is fair , or not, the Board has .to take 
into consideration (1) the fall or rise 
in the price of land add its produce 
in the locality, (2) the amount of con¬ 
sideration'actually received, (3) the 
reasonableness of the rates of interest, 
(4) the onerous conditions if any of 
the loan, (5) whether at; any time the 
creditor or the debtor was pffered set¬ 
tlement of the debt in full or in part 
and if so, on what grounds. It should 
be noted that, in any scheme of debt 
conciliation under the Act, no credi¬ 
tor Shall be allowed a greater amount 
in: satisfaction of both principal and 
interest , than twice' the amount of the 
principal and if the debt was incurred 
before 1st June 1933 twice the amount 
due on that date. 

The registered agreement shall have 
the force of a decree of a Civil Court 
and be executable as such, the debts 
under the agreement having priority 
to other debts in respect of which a 
certificate has been granted or which 
are incurred after the date of the 
agreement. In cases where a certifi¬ 
cate has been granted, If the creditor 
sues in Court for recovery of his debts, 
he shall be disallowed the costs of 
the suit and any interest on the 
debt after' the date of such 
certificate in excess of six per 
cent simple interest per annum on the 
principal amount due on the date of 
such certificate., ' . 

JURISDICTION OF COURTS 

No Civil Court can entertain any 
suit (a) in respect of any matter pend¬ 
ing before the Board and any acts 
done bjf»vif in pursuance.'of the pro¬ 
visions . of the Act, 6r -Xb) for 
recovery of any debt recorded 
as payable under the registered agree¬ 
ment or of debts deemed to have been 
discharged under the Act consequent 
oh. the failure of the creditor to noti¬ 
fy his claim within the prescribed 
time; nor shall it execute any decree: 
bbtained by a creditor in respect of 
Whose debt certificate has been? 
granted and the.satisfaction of which

PRESS LAW IN MYSORE 


PLEA FOR EARLY REVISION 


Mr. H. Srikantiah writes from 
Bangalore under date 17th instant: 

Twenty-eight-years ago,: thev Press 
in Myspre . was subject to State- 
control: At a meeting of the Mysore 
Legislative Council held on ; 5th 
August. 1908, the'present Newspaper 
Regulation was passed after a. dis¬ 
cussion lasting about fifty .-five 
minutes. It later on received royal 
assent. on 8th August 1908 and came 
into force from 10th September of 
the same year. ’{ 

The Mysore Press. Act -consists. of 
eight sections. According to the Act, 
no newspaper, can be edited, .printed 
and published Without the written per¬ 
mission of Government, withdrawable 
at any moment; and any unauthorised 
editing, printing or publishing, of any 
newspaper by anybody would make 
him liable to be expelled . from the 
boundaries of the State; all his be¬ 
longings, in connection with the puoii- 
cation .concerned may also be confis¬ 
cated to Government. ; 

A resolution latef on moved in the 
Representative Assembly .in October 
1908 by Mr. K. Shankaranarayana Rao 
(now Judge, High Court) to have the 
Regulation repealed was negatived by 
a large majority. 

ADVERSE PUBLIC OPINION 

a great deal might be said both in 
favour of the Government of the day 
and against,: for having placed this 
legislation on the Statute Book of the 
State. In the words of the then Dewan, 
Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao such was the 
terror inspired by the newspapers pf 
those days that- the Government..offi¬ 
cials both at headquarters and in the 
districts would do anything to secure 
immunity from abuse in th^papers or 
to be in the. good graces of the editors, 
Mr, Madhava Rao further opined that 
journalism which was still foreign to 
the genius of.

no way .approved by any seer 
tion- of opinion in India. To/ this 
day resolutions and interpellations 
are being tabled in both- the houses 

of our Legislature requesting for the 

repeal of this law. While Sir Vis- 
vesvarayya was Dewan, a sort .of a 
quasi-judicial enquiry by a High Court 
Judge was. provided to report on the 
guilt of any erring, editor, in case a 
reference to that effect were to be 
made by the Government.

Mr V. P. Madhava Rao stated before 
the Joint Parliamentary Committee 
appointed to report,on Indian Consti¬ 
tutional Reforms.in 1919, that the My¬ 
sore Press Regulation was enacted only 
at the instance of the Paramount Power 
and against the wish of His Highness’

haps a foretaste of the things to come. 
When, however, with the inauguration, 
of / the' Mbntagu-Chelrrisford Reforms 
the British Indian'Press Act Was re¬ 
pealed, the agents of the Paramount 
Power were not solicitous enough to 
have the Mysore Regulation also Simi¬ 
larly repealed.

I shall so far as the press was con¬ 
cerned, sum up the position in' one 
sentence: that section of the press, 
which was critical of the’actions arid 
motives "of the Government, rim as 
it Was by men lacking in ethical 
depth, Hid not then rise td the level 
of its responsibility With the, result' 
that it forfeited the Confidence of the 
Government, enjoyed only a few 
-months back. The Press, Act ‘ there¬ 
fore i still- remains unrepealed or un¬ 
amended. •: ■-. 

GROWTH OF VERNACULAR 
JOURNALISM 

*, Times have however changed since 
1928: The majesty of the, law has been 
established in such a manner .that 
Woe ; betide hirn that tries to thi’cw 
the. apple of discord .or;, sow . the 
dragon’s' teeth - again in the dornains 
of H: H. the Maharaja.

HIVE - ' "rf?-'U

If one succeeds in getting his hive 
increase/ in its population, one 
should not sleep i over the ,matter 
thinking 4hat . he has accomplished 
his task. The bee-keeper should be.| 
art early riser and he/must be out 
'in the; aifj near his hive:-before the 
sun ’ begins; to send: its rays to ! -".th'e, 
hive,, and when there is light enough 
to notice the bees without ariy arti¬ 
ficial-aid. ;The bees on the, hills begin 
to go out after-5-30 and before 6 in 
the mbrning, except when it rains 
heavily.''This- early visit may save 
the lives of a number' of bees and 
often it certainly saves them a lot 
of trouble and waste of energy." 

The morning dew falls on the land¬ 
ing board, and on the roof of the hive 
and. when the bees come in a hurry to 
enter into the hive, laden,with pollen 
arid nectar, some of them fall on their 
backs and the wings get wet and they 
struggle to get ,up. The-, bee-keeper 
should help them tp . stand on their 
legs with a twig or with his. finger 
and allow, them to go into the hive. 
This is especially-necessary in the cold 
months,, when the bees become be¬ 
numbed and in the rainy months when 
their wings get wet and. they, are un¬ 
able to fly well. Sometimes, water may 
stagnate near the hive and. this will 
drown a few bees which may fall 
into it: Further, often in the morning 
spiders, lizards and frogs wait near 
the hive to eat the bees. Many a time 
one will , find ants entering into the 
hive. All these can.be prevented if 
the bee-keeper spends a few minutes 
in the morning, standing near his hive. 
The very presence of a human being 
will frighten away all these enemies of 
; bees-, Further one can. note where, 
from these come to disturb the bees 
and can take steps to prevent them 
from coming near the hive altogether. 
Apart from these, the bee-keeper will 
be able’ to study the nature of his bees 
only in the morning hpurs, when they 
must be very busy if a' colony is pf the 
right kind. They will come in and 
go out so busily that., they.' Will 
not care to notice the human being 
standing near the hive. If the bees 
are not-busy arid if they are coming 
orie by one; in a ldisurely way, and 
they do not immediately 'dart into the 
hive,;one-must begin to suspect that.all 
is not right with that colony, as the 
morning hours are best suited for 
: bringing in a lot-of pollen and nectar. 
One need not open the colony to see 
whether it is working properly, but a 
careful observation of the bees in the 
morning, day . time and in the evening 
will be enough. The bee-keeper should 
not stand in 'front of the- hive but on 
its side, as otherwise, he will prove a 
nuisance to the bees by obstructing 
their pathway, which ' they will not 
relish and the bee-keeper will receive 
stings. It is not a .pleasant thing to 
receive even a. sting from the bees in 
the cold morning. Only thpse ; who, 
hqve . received it know its worthl Somer 
times he will find a number of bees 
lying on the landing board or near it 
apparently dead. If you "blow air? at 
tlieiri''they will be blown away. But as 
soon as the sun’s rays begin 1 to' fall? 
they will move their'little' legs arid 
wibgs and within a minute they will 
get up‘ arid dart into -the’hive. These 
bees should be turned’ on their"' legd 
and left there for the sun’s rays to 
revive them. If it wete -rairilng, then' 
thdse' should be slowly pushed info 1 the 
hiVe, Where the, ever-present' warrnth 
will .revive theiri. But .if they .wbfe 
actually dead, the bees will/take’ care 
to drag them.- out. very ; soon. Hence 
it lis that the hive should be kept 
facing/east, so that the bees may, re¬ 
ceive the warmth of the sun as early 
as possible. '' .- 

CLEANLINESS OF THE HIVE AND 

./ ' SURROUNDINGS 

Round, aoout the hive for -a circum¬ 
ference of at least tfiree feet/no grass 
or j rubbishr.should be allowed to grow, 
especially 4 in front of the hive. The 
bees with pollen and" nietar will be in 
a hurry to. enter into the hive and if 
Obstruction's,' are allowed to grow 
they ' will dash. against them and , 
damage 'their delicate-wings.. Further,; 
if the surroundings are not clean, ants 
come, there and these-will, be attracted 
by the smell of the honey ana enter- 
into the hive. Again-there may. be dead 
bees round about,- which also- will at¬ 
tract ants'. At least once iri a .week the 
space round about the hive" should be 
thoroughly cleaned up.. Spiders draw 
their" webs across" the path of the bees 
to Catcb the bees, while they are going 
out, or coming in., They often .make .a 
home under the eaves of the roof of 
the hive and in the ventilation" -holes! 
The, sides of the hive, may have be¬ 
come dustrridden, either on account of 
the splashing .of the rain water or on 
account of the blowing wind- The bee¬ 
keeper may not have closed the hive 
properly and hence bees- may be corn¬ 
ing: out of the loopholes of-the hive 
instead of making use qf its proper.en¬ 
trance. All: these can easily be noted 
by a little watching, and the bee¬ 
keeper should at once remedy these 
defects. He must take particular care 
that the bees enter only through* /its 
proper entrance and’ not by any other 
way, as otherwise they become'iridls.-

CLEANLINESS INSIDE; THE HIVE

closing the ventilator, instead pf work¬ 
ing at the combs; Further, when there 
is such a quilt/, the bees do not be¬ 
come sudderily. exposed , to the wind 
and the heat, when the roof is re¬ 
moved. One should take care to re¬ 
place this quilt with a fresh one as, 
soon as the bees make a hole suffi¬ 
cient for them to pass ; upwards, 
through the quilt. If there are not 
sufficient bees to cover all the frames 
then the super should, .be taken away 
and the roof kept over the brood box. 
If toees are still insufficient to cover 
completely all, the frames of the brood 
box then the empty frames should be 
removed and a dummy board—a 
frame made of a plank—completely 
separating the bees from the empty 
space khould be introduced. Some¬ 
times the bees would have glued one 
frame- with'another. In such a case,, 
with,a knife very carefully, and with 
great care the combs should be.;cut. 
and separated and,, if. necessary,, one of- 
the frames with the combs and bees 
should be transferred to. the other 
side in the hive, . ' moving another 
frame to that space, . and thus see 
whether this gluing can be prevented. 
A kind of insect is bred ’ in the hive 
and it seems to do no harm to the 
beesi but yet it' is better that, when 
a colony is opened, these insects are 
destroyed; . - :• 

; v ^. WAX MOTH 

Many have asked me remedies for 
this pest. But I have no experience 
of this difficulty as, fortunately, my, 
colonies have never been subject- to 
this attack, which I am told is very 
prevalent on the plains. It looks to 
me that the bees, which do not allow 
any other bee to enter into the hive, 
vpill not allow the wax moth to do 
so if the colony is a strong one. 
Hence, when the colony is becoming 
weak, during the non-hPney-flow sea¬ 
son, steps should be taken to make 
the colonies stronger, either by unit¬ 
ing them or by reducing the space in 
the hive to be just sufficient for the 
bees in the colony, by introducing a 
dummy board. Further, as this moth 
enters the hive only during -nights, 
the entrance of the hive should be 
reduced to the space of a bee, by 
placing a closely covering piece of 
wood or by introducing a shutter at 
the entrance of the hive, which can 
be pulled outwards during day time 
and closed in during nights. If this 
is done, I feel that the wax moth will 
not be allowed to enter into the hive, 
as a single bee is sufficient to drive it 
away either by blocking the way or 
by attacking it. Even during nights 
bees do watch the entrance actively. 
But these; suggestions are only my 
views but; are not tested by putting 
them into actual practice. - 
PERSONAL ATTENTION TO THE 
BEES 

Unless the bee-keeper bestows his 
personal attention on the bees he will 
lose his bees. He should begin to 
love them as he would do his nearest 
and dearest and then only he will be¬ 
come a successful bee-keeper. He 
should induce every one of the mem¬ 
bers of his home, to have an interest 
in'bee-keeping? Bee-keeping is not' a 
highly paying industry in our coun¬ 
try, as the hive bee gives only 8 to 10 
pounds of honey per year, unlike the 
foreign bees, which give 100 to 200 
pounds. Hence one should not engage 
a servant for looking aftor the. bees, 
if one wants that he should not; be 
out .of pocket, in his attempts ht bee- 
* culture, ;‘On e should pay constant at¬ 
tention to'the Bees by watching‘theiri 
torid taking every step for their' corii- 
fbrt,. arid ,f6r increasing the popula- 
, tion ‘of the ' bees in a colony imd to 
ikee'p them always strong enough to 
icover rill thfe frames in thri bropj 
chamber. A single person can easily 
look after 25 to 30 colonies of toeej 
inw all trie; months, except duripg the 
months when swarming fever sets iri. 
Then/he must have a helper to watch 
and capture the swarms and to take 
other steps in connection with the 
care of the bees. One need- not allow 
his occupation with the 30 colonies to 
interfere with his ordinary • vocations. 
He need only devote a little time 
every day for this purpose. While 
he is washing his teeth with-a twig or 
brush or with powder; he can walk 
near the hives watching them! He 
need only spend his idle moments, 
when he has nothing else to do. In¬ 
stead of “talking-shop” he can stand 
and watch ,-his colonies... When a man 
is. morose and disspirited if he goes 
and stands near the hive, the joyous 
spirit of the toees will soon catch him 
and his .moroseness will disappear, 
especially if he,, manages to get. ■ a 
sting!. But bee-keepers should not 
meddle with the brood chamber.with¬ 
out sufficient cause and should firmly 
refuse tp open any colony at all sun¬ 
dry hours r when others require them 
to do > so. to . show them the bees and 
explain “all about bees”.as if bee-cul¬ 
ture is : a theory, instead of a practical 
subject. If - my colonies of bees were 
to express in human. voice their one 
wish, I?■ feel sure that ; they will say, 
“Save, us from my owner’s friends 
and relatives!”. '’ . . . .„ ... . '

“The purpose of education is to 
prepare one for the cultural life 
that'one is to live after education", 
observed Dr. P. Basu, yice-Chan-: 
cellor of the Agra University, in the 
course of his address at the Agra 
University Convocation held this 
afternoon. His Excellency Sir Hdrry 
Haig, Chancellor, presided. ?"’ 

“If there were a clear cut ahd direct 
purpose of life”, continued Mr. Basu, 
“the -aims of education would be 
easier, to formulate and less difficult to 
implement-in practice. But the purpose 
of life, if it has recognisable ultimate 
purpose, is shrouded in dim mystery, 
Its grasp by the human mind.is neces¬ 
sarily imperfect and shifting. - With 
changes in the vital conditions of liv¬ 
ing at a particular epoch of ' man’s 
development there ' must /^inevitably 
be changes in the shift of emphasis 
in life’s purpose. And if the educa¬ 
tional system of a; country does not 
respond to such changes in the per¬ 
ception of life’s objective it will find 
itself stranded on barren sands after 
the river of life has moved away 
from its original channel. 

“In the modern world the two iriain 
systems which are simultaneously 
pursued by the universities are those 
of teaching and research. The object 
of the latter is to _ discover new 
materials and by applying what is 
called -the scientific method, co-ordi¬ 
nate, classify and bring them into 
line with existing- knowledge . and 
riiodify existing knowledge in the 
light of new materials discovered by 
research. Incidentally it also at¬ 
tempts to apply_-such conclusions to 
the actual condition of living: The 
object of teaching is to test funda¬ 
mental knowledge at every stage and 
give both knowledge of facts as they 
have been indubitably accepted by 
experts and also the methods by 
which that knowledge has been arriv¬ 
ed at. It aims at discipline of the 
mind and training it to view life's 
problems in a comprehensive man¬ 
ner. Both these are purely academic 
systems. The object of one is to ex¬ 
tend the boundaries of knowledge by 
fresh investigations, that of the 
other mainly cultural , and discipli¬ 
nary giving the student a general 
survey of existing knowledge and its 
methods. The methods are as import¬ 
ant as the knowledge itself. For it is 
the methods and ways of thought 
that are expected to abide as per- 
rnanent features of .the developing 
mind so that in later life when man 
is : faced. with new situations . and 
novel problems, he will have the .in-: 
tellectiial .training tq apply-.the .saine 
methods : in arriving , at correct con- 
:elusions. Without these methods he 
'will only cling to the ideas imbibed 

while-in the university and stick to 
them, through life even when nety 
facts “and problems have made the 
: qld . conclusions erroneous, or un¬ 
sound. ; 

ESSENTIALS OF GOOD TEACHER 

. ^‘In the world at present arid ' in 
India more than elsewhere teaching 
and research are being combined in 
the same man. To my mind this ex¬ 
treme combination of the two func- 
tioris is a defect in our educational 
system. In the west especially in Bri¬ 
tain the voice of protest has already 
been raised against this combination 
arid experts in recent years have ad¬ 
vocated the complete / separation 01 
the two functions. It seems that in 
India the time is not yet ripe for such 
complete separation. But there is no 
doubt that the present fusion of the 
two functions in the same, person 
is not healthy..: The re¬ 
searcher is not necessarily 
a good teacher. His very function 
makes his outlook narrow. He pur¬ 
sues minute details: along a particu¬ 
lar-line. He has no: time to relate 
these details to the broader problems 
of cognate subjects, far less of gene¬ 
ral cultural knowledge. To the ex¬ 
tent that he remains a good' general 
teacher to that extent he. really frit¬ 
ters away energy which will be bet¬ 
ter utilised in his specialised depart¬ 
ment. He should be steeped and 
engrossed in his own particular prob- 
lefri and devote most of his time to 
his own narrow spcialised subject. / ■ 

“The good teacher, on the contrary, 
need not be a specialist to the ex¬ 
tent that the 'researcher should be. 
He is to expound and explain not 
the minute details of any one branch 
of study but the broad general facts 
-which lead to a correct appreciation 
of the 'trend of the operating forces 
as also to co-ordinate and correlate 
the allied branches of knowledge 
■with a view tq evolving general prin¬ 
ciples fundamental and common to 
them.- For the whole of undergraduate 
.teaching, and a good part, of post¬ 
graduate teaching as it is pursued in 
the: universities this separation seems 
to be desirable. The teacher should 
keep in touch with several allied sub¬ 
jects and expound- the methods ajid 
facts - from a- broad point of view. 
But in highly specialised ritudy as 
now obtains only in a few topics of 
a subject in some of our .post-gra 1 - 
duate studies, the; researcher as a 
teacher will be invaluable both as a^ 
teacher and as • a guide to foster the 
spirit- of research among,; those : few 
who have the aptitude arid the capa¬ 
city to, pursue it. in..later life. For 
research is really a pursuit fo which 
though many , are called only a few 
are .chosen. ‘ r- 

CORRELATED STUDY 

’ “We-- should,; therefore; recogriise 
that the academic function of a uni¬ 
versity is' two-fold. One - is research 
and the ; other is cultural- and.: aims 
at. mental: discipline; It is - tiine that 
we recognised the difference and pro¬ 
vided for each according to its re¬ 
quirements: For the'one the research-; 
er’ riiust be, utilised but for the other, 
except, in. the highly specialised; 
gjrides; which are, few iri; most; of our 
universities, the : general teacher • 
should be the man -• in .Charge. This; 
does’ not mean that the University; 
teaicher will be left withput ariy-schh- 


larly work. -It has ;long been, felt, and 
in increasing number, expressed on 
all hands that learning.'is losing a 
great deal both of its cultural value 
and of its usefulness-by being divided 
into ,too narrow grooves. No body can 
be an ; encyclopaedist to-day. But spe- 
1 cialisatiori has proceeded so far that 
the researcher in one branch does 
not understand the language of his 
comrade working in an allied branch. 
But if knowledge is to be; applied to 
life to iriake; it richer^ more harmo¬ 
nious, and more efficient,- a synthetic 
study of foiowledge iri allvits branch¬ 
es must .be attempted. At present it 
is not being attempted although the 
need is being felt aliriver the learned 
world; It seems that, ultimately teach¬ 
ing wiil devolve upon those who will 
undertake this co-ordinalion of know¬ 
ledge and study forces 'Which will 
make its application ’ to ; life more 
direct. All applied sciences including 
social sciences have their - background 
of pure science. It' is incredible that 
life alone will ’: have its applied 
science without a comprehensive and 
co-ordinated ' study of -its; -various 
parts. The latter are -being studied 
separately. But, co-ordination is now 
lacking. In future, in the near fu¬ 
ture, such correlated study will have 
to be undertaken for both cultural 
and efficient living, Scholars who will 
pursue: those, bro.ad ; .' connections' .of" 
fife’s cutural ’ studies will be pre¬ 
eminently suitable for expounding 
theift as university teachers.” . 

• Concluding, Mr. Basu said, -• In 
India we are still fighting for and 
working on the basis of the old idea 
of personal freedom irrespective of 
its effects upon society as a whole. If 
you are really young and therefore 
mentally alert and if you . want to 
have a successful career as - leaders, 
organisers, and directors in any 
branch of social activity, 1 ' should 
think that you will have to take ac¬ 
count of the new trend of social'phi¬ 
losophy and see that your career fos¬ 
ters and does not hinder social- good, 
that you are not merely parasites on 
the social organism, and that your 
success and prosperity in life is' not 
j at the cost but to the furtherance Of 
[ the general betterment, of society— 
the society which has taken pains and 
undergone vast expenditure to give to 
you the highest culture and training 
which it is possible for its educational 
institutions to give to you. If you fail 
to attain to this position in life and 
persist in attempting to eke out a 
career which is antagonistic to so-. 

; cial welfare, society in its turn may 
seriously have to .consider- whether it 
is worth its while to foster a system 
by which is generated intellectual vi¬ 
gour that will be directed- against it¬ 
self and the general body of its 
members.”

z^The burden that' a Corigress Presi¬ 
dent has to carry is no Myit one and 
his lot is not enviable. There were 
other colleagues and comrades fitted 
for the task and it seemed improper 
that I should in n way monopolise 
this seat of honour and this burden 
of authority. I discussed the matter 
with my comrades and I pressed for 
other names notably of Khan Abdul 
Gaffar Khap but the Khan Saheb was 
wholly unwilling and the others were 
also reluctant. I-felt that I could, not 
myself adopt a wholly negative atti¬ 
tude, as there were some reasons in 
the past year as in the present, -which 
favoured me. In: a way, I represented 
a link between the various sets of 
ideas and so I helped somewhat in 
toning down the- differences arid em¬ 
phasising the esseritial unity of our 
struggle against : Imperialism. So 
undecided, I .could say nei¬ 
ther ‘yes’ nor, ‘no’ definite¬ 
ly and I remained silent on 
this issue leaving chance to decide it. 
Nominations for , the Presidentship, 
have now been made and as, the 
time for election draws near, I feel 
that I cannot remain silent any longer 
and I must tell my countrymen what 
my feelings.are. " 

“I shall gladly welcome the elec¬ 
tion of any of my colleagues and co¬ 
operate with him in another capacity 
in the great enterprise we. have under¬ 
taken. Should, however, the choice of 
my countrymen fall on me, I dare not 
say ‘no’ to it. I shall submit to their 
pleasure. But before they so decide 
they must realise fully what , I stand 
for, what thoughts move' me, what 
the ; springs of ; ; action are for me “ in 
speech and writing. I have given 
enough indication of this and from this 
I;want to be.judged. ' : 

. ‘‘I'jaih not an unknown; .quantity and 
I I do : not want to bp ; accepted,;, under: 
any false pretences. When I Returned 
from Europe last March, I crime as one 
long ; cut off from .political; acfivify 
without; the livingiouch^^. wiffi; the- 
events which is necessary for those 
who dabble in public affairs. Yet' I had 
th^ advantage of a period "61 quiet 
thought, detached from the day-tor 
day ‘ worries of a politicar life. I venr 
ture to place these thoughts of ihirie 
before my countrymen at the last ses¬ 
sion of the Congress. Since then during 
a crowded eight months I have picked 
up the old threads, resumed contact 
with the many-sided life of India, met 
innumerable .comrades of mine, 
wandered about a great deal over, this 
great land-and looked into the eyes of 
millions of my countryirien and coun¬ 
trywomen and so have been able to 
form some idea of India as she is. to¬ 
day. I have filled' in . that picture, 
which had grown ' a little vague, this 
further knowledge, • which has ■' riot 
made me change , in any. way those 


views of mine which .1 expressed at 
Lucknow'.' It has but confirmed them. 
I see the world in the grip, of a titanic 
conflict; of which, bur own struggle is 
but a' part. 


“I see the old order • breaking up, 
capitalism haying, fulfilled; its purpose 


decaying, and imperialism, its latest 
offshoot arid development, entrenching 
itself before the onslaught of socialism 
and nationalism; for imperialism is but 
an: aspect of this new capitalism and 
it is not possible to. understand it with- 
oiit reference to. this central fact. In 
India, the outstanding fact is' the ap¬ 
palling poverty and misery of the’ peo¬ 
ple and the vast and growing dimen¬ 


sions of unemployment. There earn be 
no. substantiaL relief .from . this under 


imperialism . and so perforce we inust 
have independence. 


SOCIALISM THE ONLY SOLUTION 


“The primary issue, becomes one of 
political freedom, though this is inti¬ 
mately allied to social issues; and : only 
if this allianhe is understood can effecr 
tive advance be made and the right 
stress = laid. 1 believe that socialism 
alone can solve our economic, pro¬ 
blems,. but socialism can only function 
when India is politically free. Yet in 
that struggle for Swaraj itself, the 
socialistic analysis helps by showing 
us the true nature -of the struggle— 
Its relation to the wider world strug¬ 
gle and the kind of; Swaraj we should 
aim at. 


“So the problem to-day in India is 
one of combating imperialism in all 
its aspects and the necessity • for us 
is to build up an. anti-imperialist 
front for this purpose. That, front 
must include all elements, and people 
who desire independence, whatever 
their social or economic objectives 
might be. It must, include socialists 
and those who are not socialists alike 
oh this basis. The Congress itself 
has offered the widest basis for this 
joint/front. We must maintain that. 
We. may not break that front; for we 
haye to face powetful imperialist and 
reactionary forces. If any weaken 
this front, they do so at their peril 
and to the injury of the nation.

The Exhibition in Arts and Sciences 
organised by the pupils of the. P.- S. 
Higher Elementary School, Mylapore, 
was opened; this morning, by, Mr. T. 
R. Venkatarama Sastriar. 

Mr. K; Nagaraja Rao, Headmaster, 
in Welcoming Mr. Venkatrama Sas¬ 
triar and others present, said that the 
exhibition was intended to draw out 
the latent capacity of the boys. The 
exhibition, he said, was organised by 
the boys' themselves and the teachers 
only assisted and guided the boys 
whenever necessary. 

In'declaring the exhibition open, 
Mr. Venkatrama Sastriar said that 
education in this country had passed 
through many phases. In ,his days, 
the boys were introduced to every 
branch of study. Latterly the idea had 
been, if possible, from the very early, 
stage of a student’s career, to divert 
education into special lines. While 
making a- student intensely interested 
in, one department- of study, which 
might-interest, him, it ought'not to be 
forgotten that students must have ge¬ 
neral;, knowledge, which would stand 
them in good stead ir\ their later 
years. Quite a number of people were 
now of the opinion that . the ancient 
scheme was better than the modern. 

. Proceeding, Mr. Sastriar ’ said that' 
the holding of exhibitions like the one 
he was going to open , helped in un¬ 
folding the latent capacities of young 
and growing minds. Children should 
not be treated as subjects into whom 
the teachers could pour a body of 
knowledge, but as living entities. New 
experiments in education .were being 
made; but - whatever changes might 
come in the sphere of education, the 
underlying idea of these exhibitions, 
namely, that the students should learn 
to ,do things for themselves, would 
never be displaced.

MR. EDEN ON BRITISH

(BRITISH OFFICIAL WIRELESS.) 

. LONDON, Nov. 20. 

' “It is hard to believe that any im¬ 
portant section of the, public any-, 
where can want war, since war must 
spell universal impoverishment, if not 
universal destruction”, said Mr. Eden, 
in a speech to his constituency at 
Lemingtcn, this evening. Britain’s ob¬ 
jective, said . the Foreign Secretary, 
was co-operation in which all nations, 
whatever tjieir systems of govern¬ 
ment, should participate. It was foolish 
to pretend! that only, nations with 
similar systems of government, could 
co-operate. At Geneva there had been 
co-operation between States in the or¬ 
ganisation of peace who had every 
variety and form of government and 
it would be a tragedy if the League of 
Nations were to become the home of 
any ideology except the idealogy of 
peace. Recent defections had not 
changed the British view that the 
principles of the League were the best 
for the conduct of internationali-rela- 
'tions.llf, however, their .-ifleals were to 
prevail in the - rearmament of the 
•world they must' seS' to it that they 
•were strong. ' -vko. . 

| The first task of British people was 
to equip themselves soi thoroughly - and 
so-'strongly -that the-whole world 'may 
see- that they ' meant- what. fheyi' sslid • 
and that their conceptions of 
international law '.'had behind 
them adequate- force./ Attempts 
to uphold, international/law had not 
been ’effective because of the decline; 
■of British strength in arms during the 
recent years, . Equilibrium was now 
being : restored and -nobody but ■ the 
would-be aggressor -would complam. 
‘.‘These arms will never be used m a 

war of aggression,’’ said Mr. Eden, and 

they will never be used for; a purpose 
inconsistent with the .Covenant of_the 
League or the Pact of Paris. /.They 
may and, if occasion arose, they would 
be used in the defence of France, and 
Belgium against unprovoked aggres¬ 
sion in accordance with our existing, 
obligations. They may and, if new 
Western European . settlement can ; be 
reached,. they • would be used in the 
defence of Germany were she the 
victim, of unprovoked aggression by 
any ; other' signatories to such settle¬ 
ment. Those! together with our Treaty 
alliance with. Iraq and our projected 
treaty with.Egypt, are.our definite, 
obligations.. In addition our armaments 
fiday be used in bringing help to the 
victim of aggression in any : care, 
where, in our judgment, it-would be 
proper under the provisions of the 
Covenant to do so. I use the word 
“may” deliberately, since,, in such 
instance, ’ there is no such/ obligation 
•to., ieke military action. It is, more¬ 
over, right that this should be so; lor 
the nations cannot be. expected., to 
incur 'automatic military obligations 
save for areas where their vital inte¬ 
rests are concerned. Oh such are based 
our policy.’-’-' . I ' 

Among redeeming- features in the 
world.: outlook, Mr. Eden referred spe¬ 
cially. to the Anglo-Egyptian treaty as 
constructive contribution.- to inter¬ 
national understanding.

The Public Prosecutor insisted, on 
the : correspondent’s name being dis¬ 
closed before the Court and quoted, re¬ 
levant sections of the Evidence Act in 
favour of his contention. 

Mr. Dutt submitted that it was a 
question of privilege' claimed by the 
press iii the matter of the source of 
information of a particular item of. 
news and he was not bound to disclose 
it. • 

The Court, however, overruled the 
claim of customary press privilege and 
called upon Mr. Dutt to substantiate it 
by citation of authorities from case- 
laws, etc., and fixed 25th for the pur- • 
pose, when besides this question, the 
Court will also decide whether Mr. 
Dutt’s refusal to disclose the source 
of information amounted to contempt 
of court.

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CARE OF THE DUMB 


Miss J. OAKLEY’S ADDRESS 


MADRAS, Nov. 21. 
At the luncheon meeting of 
Madras Rotarians, held yesterday 
afternoon at the Madras Cricket 


Club. Miss J. Oakley delivered a 
* .• > umi_/~iriiimh 


lecture on “The Care of the Dumb.” 

Miss Oakley said that, for. the past 
eleven years, she had been m charge 
of the Deaf and Dumb School, at Myla- 
pore, and she would like to take that 
opportunity of saying how deeply 
encouraged they had ail been by the 
great interest taken by the general 
public as also by the Government, 
which had beCn most helpful and sti¬ 
mulating. It might interest them to 
know that there were over two hundred 
thousand deaf children in India and 
only two thousand-of these were being 
given education in the various schools 
hi India. In the C. E. Z. school with 
which she was associated, they had 
116 pupils. 

Till lately, children who were either 
born or who had become deaf had been 
shut off from all usual means of edu¬ 
cation, and because they had been deaf 
to all those influences that could reach 
through the sense of hearing, they were 
dumb. In fact, it had been said that an 
uneducated deaf person knew little 
more than a smart dog, and the word 
‘dumb’ had become, in some circles, al¬ 
most a synonym for mental deficiency. 
That was-a very wrong and really 
cruel view. It was. quite surprising how 
few people realised that most of those 
who were dumb were soley so, because 
they were deaf. The lot of a dumb, per¬ 
son was one that called for the deepest 
sympathy. The chief requisites for 
dealing with them in educational mat¬ 
ters was sympathy, patience and per¬ 
severance. To meet a deaf mute was 
to meet one who was ‘inarticulate’ and 
they all knew the extreme aggravation 
that this produced. She had in mind 
a case of a charming little Indian girl 
who, when first brought to them, was 
subject to the most dreadful outbursts 
of temper. She would scream, yell and 
struggle like a wild beast and seemed 
like one possessed. Her fits were abso¬ 
lutely dreadful, but, she was a strong, 
healthy and well developed child. The 
same child was now one of the most 
delightful, little girls they had in the 
school, keen about i her lessons, and all 
this had been made, possible by the 
fact that they had been able to teach 
her to hear, as it were, through her 
eyes and those outbursts of temper had 
ceased entirely.

- Dealing with the methods of teach¬ 
ing, Miss Oakley said that their first 
work was to teach the deaf children 
who came to them to hear, as “hear¬ 
ing and understanding” in the natural 
development of any child .preceded 
“speaking;” To that end they were 
most anxious to have children come to 
them as early as possible; the earlier 
they came, the better and. the more 
hope they had of making them useful 
and helpful members of the commu¬ 
nity. S'; 7 = 

They might ask if Ihe child was ab¬ 
solutely stone deaf, how could they 
make it possibly hear. •'?As the ear gate 
is closea”, said. Miss Oakley,’, “we 
haye to make the child hear, 
as it were, through the eye.' This' 
is . possible in view of the fact 
that every sound we give expres¬ 
sion to is produced, by a different for- 
riiation- and position of the mouth , and 
tongue, and, our first business in 
teaching a child to hear is to teach it 
to observe and read the sounds as 
formed by our lips. This is lip read- 
‘ ing. The normal baby hears words re- 
• peated many hundred times a day, and 
: gradually he associates these words he 
hears with the objects mentioned. The 
only difference in teaching the deaf 
child is that we must train him to 
“see” the words. The process of hear¬ 
ing in a child is a longer one, and ob¬ 
viously the process of teaching the 
child “to see” the word is still longer. 
Obviously, the process in the case of 
the deaf, child leads to considerable 
development of the powers of concen¬ 
tration. V ; 


Proceeding, the speaker: saidrj “Si¬ 
multaneously with our effort to teach 
the, children to hear through their 
eyes, we .begin our work of teaching 
them to speak, and in this case we do 
not, have to' substitute one. sense for 
another, that is, sight for hearing. But 
we have to teach the use and control 
of the voice which has hitherto been 
unused. .Here, our difficulty is very 
considerable, and it, often takes us 
quite a long time to get a child form 
an articulate sound at all. Sometimes, 
it. takes a month to get a proper sound 
out of the child. But, once we have 
made a -step- -forward - progress is 1 very 
rapid. . ••~ - 

“You will, be interested to know, that 
in the first year we expect to be able 
to teach a normal deaf child all; the 
sounds-of the alphabet, adew simple 
words such as ‘what’, ‘do’, ‘come’, ‘go’ 
and also to count up to ten. In the 
second year, they learn the names of 
colours,, prepositions, adverbs and ad¬ 
jectives, nature studies, geography 
and rhymes, and • they count up to 
fifty. In the third year, they begin to 
make their own- sentences: and learn 
tenses and multiplications up to six 
times^while they count up to 100. So 
on upto the sixth yhar. 

CREATIVE WORK 


dressed a meeting on “the Problems 
of the Rupee and Gold Export” at 
the College premises yesterday. 
Mr. Kallukaran, Professor of Eco¬ 
nomics, presided. 

Mr. Jamal Mahomed said that 
there was a strong feeling in the coun¬ 
try in favour of devaluation of the ru¬ 
pee. Other countries had devalued 
their currency and had benefited 
greatly as a result. But in India, not 
only, had the currency not been de¬ 
valued but, if stood at a considerably 
higher level than ever because it had 
been appreciated before being linked 
to Sterling. India was thus doubly a 
sufferer. The appreciated currency 
and the manipulated exchange, he 
said, were largely responsible for the 
fall in exports and in the prices of 
primary products, though he recognis¬ 
ed that world factors, such as the- 
recent economic depression, were 
also contributory factors. Agricultu¬ 
rists in India had suffered greaty as 
a consequence. Revaluation of the 
rupee would give immediate and sub¬ 
stantial assistance to them. The objec¬ 
tion that it would lead to an increase 
of some five crores in the Home 
Charges should not stand in their way, 
as it was a small matter compared to 
the heavy loss caused to the producers 
in the country and the suffering and 
impoverishment of the' - people. 

Mr. Jamal Mahomed then referred 
to the gold exports, and said that it 
was essential, in India’s economic in¬ 
terests, that she should conserve her 
gold. This metal was the necessary 
foundation for' building any sound 
system of banking, and it was v essen¬ 
tial that steps should be taken to con¬ 
serve it in this country. “If we con¬ 
serve all our gold,” he said, “we can 
build up a banking system second 
to none in the world.” 

Prof. Kallukaran said that the issues 
involved were vital ones, and there 
were sure to be. wide differences of 
opinion on the same. Raising the 
prices of produce by devaluation was 
somewhat incompatible with helping 
exports; they should first decide which 
they wanted. No country in the world 
had resorted to devaluation when 
money'was.so cheap as it was in In¬ 
dia to-day. As for gold imports, In¬ 
dia had, for years, taken ih huge sup¬ 
plies of gold - and what she had ex¬ 
ported, so far,-was a small part there¬ 
of. “OUr Teal problem” he said, “is 
not gold but silver. We. need not be 
anxious about gold or worry over 
what will happen in oUr future cere¬ 
monials and-marriages, for we will 
have plenty- of gold still for these 
purposes.”;India and the world were 
recovering, from the . eflects of the 
depression. The;;.vast investment 
booqi, the low rate of interest, the 
shooting dp of security price's and the 
in6Taa§0 ‘ ih,vexpbrts'Jn. recent -' years 
thaf:they:were witnessing in India, all 
pointed,;clearly, that thOre.was no ease 
for deriairiatiqn oL ttfe rupee.

Further, the advantage of a lower 
ratio would, to some extent, be avail¬ 
able to foreign purchasers in the 
shape of lower export prices. The fact 
that India had large supplies of gold 
in tire previous years was no reason 
why she should voluntarily part with 
that Commodity, which every country 
was now ‘Hugging to its bosom. ’ No 
doubt, several countries showed signs 
of recovery. In India also, there were 
certain signs; but the recovery here 
was far less than in other countries. 
As for-the argument about cheap 
money and low rate of interest, his 
answer would be that just as the con¬ 
dition of a man who. took less than 
the accustomed quantity of food could 
not be considered satisfactory, so also 
these factors could not, by themselves, 
be taken as signs of economic wellbe¬ 
ing. On the other hand, they might 
well be due to the fact that money 
which should, have gone to help pro¬ 
duction' arid commerce layunused. It 
was. only an apparent accumulation 
arid- riot'a . real, increase in the funds 
of the country ; •. • :

AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS 


The Senate adopted an amendment 
to Statute 4 of Chapter XLVI of the 
laws governing the award of research 
studentships, fixing 25th June as the 
last date for receipt of applications 
instead of the 1st June of every year. 

The Senate approved the creation of 
two teaching posts in the grade of 
Demonstrators, one for Botany and an¬ 
other for Zoology, on a permanent 
basis in order to cope with the addi¬ 
tional teaching work consequent on 
the increase in the number of students 
admitted to the several classes. 


Interpellations were answered. 

In reply to one question, the Vice- 
Chancellor stated that there were 
two depressed class students in the 
Senior Intermediate Class and none 
in the Oriental section of the Univer¬ 
sity. One of them was drawing a full 
scholarship from the University, 
while the other was in receipt of a 
Government Scholarship. No special 
steps had been taken to encourage 
students of the depressed classes to 
join. the.University.; , . . \ / 

The Vice-Chancellor stated that in 
1928-29, the Minakshi .College (de¬ 
funct) had 629 students (both Arts 
and Science). At present the Uni¬ 
versity had : Arts 169; Science. 354; 
Oriental 132; Music 68; total 723 stu¬ 
dents. 


The total expenditure on the sala¬ 
ries of the Principal and the teaching 
staff of the (defunct) Sri Minakshi 
College and the Oriental and Music 
College during 1928-29 amounted to 
Rs., 72,734 odd. The total expendi¬ 
ture of the Annamalai University for 
1934-35 on the salaries of the Vice- 
Chancellor (Rs. 18,000) and teaching 
staff amounted to Rs. 1,58.891. 


The Syndicate reported that it had 
accepted with thanks an endowment 
by the Music Conference at Annama- 
lainagar of a sum of Rs. 731-10-8, the 
interest on which was to be utilised 
for the award of a prize, styled the 
‘Music Conference Prize’ to the stu¬ 
dent who obtains the highest per¬ 
centage of marks at the Sangita Bhu- 
shana title final examination at his 
first appearance. 


The principal item on the agenda 
of the day, adds the Associated Press, 
was a resolution recommending to the 
University authorities the dropping of 
the English language from the list of 
subjects for the Sangithabushna course. 
Mr. Vedachalam moved the resolution 
which was seconded by Rao Sahib 
Umamaheswaram Pillai. After several 
members had spoken both in favour 
and against the resolution, the Rt.' Hon. 
Sastriar, sitting as an ordinary Senator, 
said that the University was not in¬

The Honorary Secretary, The Mus¬ 
lim Orphanage, Madras, writes:— 

The Muslim 'Orphanage is provid¬ 
ing destitute'Muslim boys and girls 
with free boarding, lodging, clothing 
and education. 

•Thirty-one boys attend the various 
high school classes. One has joined 
the Junior Intermediate Class of the 
Government Mohamedan College, 
Madras; two have joined the Govern¬ 
ment. School of .Indian Medicine’for 
the L.- I.- M. Course; two attend the 
Government School of Arts; one, 
having passed the S. S.' L. C. exami¬ 
nation, has joined a technical insti¬ 
tute taking. up commercial subjects. 
Many ’ others are given vocational 
training in carpentry, tailoring, etc. 

For the benefit of the younger in¬ 
mates an elementary school upto the 
1st Form is conducted within the 
Orphanage premises. It is staffed by 
seven trained teachers. The Head¬ 
master is a retired Deputy Inspector 
of Schools. The inspecting ofiicers of 
the Education Department have spok¬ 
en highly of the standard of educa¬ 
tion imparted to the boys at this 
school. 

The girl inmates who are housed 
in a separate building are also , taught 
by trained and efficient mistresses, 
and are directly associated with the 
work connected with their home and 
they take a close interest in all the 
details of their work. . 

The Anjuman-e-Himayath-e-Islam, 
Madras, has been conducting this 
institution for. a long time. Formerly 
there, were only a few inmates and 
at present there are 225 boys, and 25 
girls. But the income has not kept 
pace with the expenditure. The 
management is' unable to make 
both ends meet. If public support is 
not forthcoming in a substantial 
measure, the Orphanage will be con¬ 
strained to turn out of its doors, a 
large number of inmates. The latter 
would, in that case, necessarily re¬ 
lapse into the degrading conditions 
from which they were rescued. The 
good work that is being done by the 
Orphanage has been appreciated by 
all those who are acquainted with the 
institution, but unless the resources 
of the Orphanage are strengthened 
materially, it cannot be expected to 
maintain the present strength. I there¬ 
fore earnestly appeal to the chari¬ 
tably disposed members of ’the public 
to help the institution liberally and 
enable it to continue the good work 
it is doing.

; ' PUDUKOTTAH, Nov. 21. 

The need for practising strict eco¬ 
nomy in expenditure was. empha¬ 
sised by Sir Alexander Tottenham, 
Administrator of Pudukottah, in his 
address to the State Legislative 
Council to-day. Pointing out that 
there was no room in the Council 
for opposition for the sake of oppo¬ 
sition, he appealed to the members 
to co-operate with the Government. 

The Council met this morning in 
the Durbar Hall, Public Offices. 

The members were first sworn in. 
Sir Alexander Tottenham then ad¬ 
dressed the members. He said: / 
Since we last met, a general election 
has taken place. On behalf Of the 
Government I welcome you all here, 
alike the members of the previous 
Council, many of whom I am glad to 
see once again, and also those who 
have .been newly elected. I am confi¬ 
dent that all' members, old and new, 
will conduct the proceedings of this 
Council as they have -been conducted 
in the past, with moderation and good 
sense, and will maintain the tradition 
|:pf co-bperation with the Durbar for 
I the-common good of ah’ , subjects of 
His Highness/ May I point out once 
more that ifr this Council there is no 
‘room for opposition for the sake of op¬ 
position. IFseems obvious to me, and 
should be obvious to all, that the Go- 
vernnidnt here can*.have no aims; that 
are^not 'disinterested. That they! and 
the non-official . members will always 
see eye to’eye; or that the ^Govern¬ 
ment, will, always be able to accept the 
views and recommendations of; the

crisesrwhen patriots of whatever shade 
-of political opinion imite) the oppo¬ 
sition party will always be trying to 
embarrass the Government, and to dis¬ 
credit them. Such an attitude js en¬ 
tirely inappropriate here. You .cannot 
turn the Government out and take 
their place. It is to the interest of all 
the subjects that • the Government 
should be strong, and respected. What¬ 
ever damages the prestige or weak¬ 
ens the authority of the Government 
cannot but be detrimental to the sub¬ 
jects,. since the interests of,the„Gov¬ 
ernment-and iLhose': dfetlie subject's are 
identical and their association indis¬ 
soluble.

possible. I am afraid that I have now 
to repeat remarks that I have made 
before, because I regret to observe 
that those remarks seem to have made 
little impression on some pf you. As 
you' will see, if you look at them, the 
questions and resolutions in the pre¬ 
sent session consist .largely of . sugges¬ 
tions for reducing our income or in¬ 
creasing our expenditure. 

I have tried to make a rough calcu¬ 
lation of the results that would fol¬ 
low if we accepted all these sugges¬ 
tions, but have not found it practica¬ 
ble to do so. The abolition of tolls and 
remission of suspended revenue would 
alone cost us immediately about 1% 
lakhs. The abolition of tolls would 
mean a permanent loss of anything up 
to. 1% lakhs. The restoration of the 
salary cut would cost us Rs. 25,300 per 
annum. The reduction of Court Fees 
and Stamp duties might cost us ano¬ 
ther Rs. 50,600 (but-it remains to be 
seen what the income from this source 
does amount to by the end of this 
Fasli; up to date there is an improve¬ 
ment of about t y 4 lakh). The cost of 
all these proposals might amount on 
a conservative estimate to about. 2% 
lakhs. . 

On the other hand,, we are. bom¬ 
barded with requests to raise the pay 
of some Government servants, to re¬ 
duce the- interval in the incremental 
scales of others, to make new roads, 
build culverts, enlarge one hospital and 
build another, open new schools,. buy 
and equip at considerable expense a 
motor van for rural improvement de- 
monstration, to repair numerous tanks, 
dig costly channels, construct more, car 
lingulas and sluices; dig wells, reduce 
tolls, abolish certain fees, subsidize 
students even more liberally than we 
do at present and so on and so on, 
just as though we were rolling in 
money, as though the State'were not 
(as I have shown before) exception¬ 
ally well-equipped in the matter of 
roads, and as though we had not spent 
lavishly on. irrigation works and wells, 
in particular, in Faslis 1344 and 1345. 

Lest you should think, that the 
doctrine that I have sought to impress 
on you that the Government’s money 
is simply the people’s money, and that 
if the people want things they must 
pay for them, is some eccentric finan¬ 
cial fad of my own, let me invite your 
attention to the .remarks of my prede¬ 
cessor, Mr. Holdsworth, in his address 
proroguing the Council on April 22, 
1933, and also let me quote what H. E. 
the Governor of Madras recently said 
on this subject: “. . . to.recite a cata¬ 
logue of needs and in the same breath 
to say that you -cannot afford to pay 
more taxes, is really a contradiction 
in terms, for if more money is to be 
forthcoming, it is the tax-payers who 
must in the end provide it... Not only 
in the field of local self-government, 
but in every department of life, we 
have got to pay for what we want; 
and if we want more, we must pay 
more. That is a fact which must * be 
squarely faced.” Is it too much to ask 
of the members that they should make 
an effort to recognise these obvious 
facts! '' . . 

BRIGHTER OUTLOOK 

Last season was what I may call 
a very fair average one, if anything 
rather above the average. This Fasli 
began with unusually heavy rain in 
July, which was specially useful 
.because of the remarkable l^rge area 
' that remained under wet crops in some 
places well into' the hot weather. In 
August, September and October the 
-rainfall was disappointing.. in some 
parts, and particularly round the capi-’ 
.tal,.-but by no means everywhere. The 
rainfall in” November has been 
extrijfiely satisfactory. Over large 
parts of. the 'Stat6^-.qs I have; seen for 
myself—crops ; both wet and! dry are 
flourishing, andfifre.tanks have a good 
supply of - watefeand' if the -weather 
hereafter : should be.' anything - like 
normal, we are dsshred of a good Sea¬ 
son. The outlook at ptesent is brighter, 
I think, than it Las been at any time 
since I assumed office iiv January 1934, 
nearly three years, ago. I would coun¬ 
sel those members who in a state of 
premature, panic have put forward sug¬ 
gestions for remission of land revenue 
and opening of relief'works in the 
present fasli to have-more faith and 
not to cry out before they are hurt. I 
would also remind them of the pro¬ 
verb “Don’t flog a willing horse.” No 
one' denies, I believe, the promptness, 
liberality, and efficaciousness of the 
measures.: taken spontaneously by the 
Government, to prevent;distress in 
Fasli J344, and I cannot think why 
members should suppose, that we have 
to be taught our. duty, in this respect. 

.-F-.';.';INCREASE '.IN..NUMBER OF 
. QUESTIONS 

I wish to say a'few words on the 
subject of questions. Very • similar 
observations were made by my prede¬ 
cessor Mr. Holdsworth in addressing 
this Council on April 8, 1932, and April 
22, 1933, at a time when the number 
of questions put was not even a third 
of the number that they have 
now reached. Very few mem¬ 
bers, even amongst ■ our vete¬ 
rans; appear to make the slightest 
attempt to. comply with the rules on 
this subject. Apart. from the basic 
requirement—itself commonly - ignored 
—that a question must relate to a mat¬ 
ter that . is really of public con¬ 
cern, two cardinal ; rules are 
that it must not • contain arguments 
and; must • not contain statements of 
fact;: These rules are almost invariably 
ignored. Their neglect causes immense 
trouble. For one thing, the questions 
are consequently far longer' than they 
should be, and_this casts on the Dar- 
bar Office an immense amount of un¬ 
necessary labour in translating them 
and copying out the translations. After 
that, the President has the trouble of 
cutting out what is superfluous, and 
recasting'them, and then .the questions 
as amended have to be translated into 
Tamil again. a 

'Large numbers of questions have to 
he almost entirely ^rewritten by the 
President, who would be fully justified 
in. declining to undertake this task and 
simply disallowing the questions. The 
time may Come when he will be com¬ 
pelled to do so; having regard to the 
continued increase in their number. 
They are now , about 60 times as 
numerous, relatively to population, as 
the normal number asked/ in the 
Madras Legislative Council.. 

I also wish to point out that it shows 
a great lack of consideration for' the 
President, the Darbar and their officers 
and ‘ offices to put in large batches of 
questions at the last possible moment, 
or even just after it. For instance,; on 
the present occasion • we received no 
less than 314 out of the 533, Questions 
and 53 out of the 98 Resolutions on 
me last day for presenting, them. I see 
no justification whatever for this, and 
I hope that' in' future members will 
prepare their Questions and Resolu¬ 
tions and send them in as early as pos¬ 
sible. The Government cannot under¬ 
take to^answer questions at all if they 
are not allowed sufficient time for the

PUDUKOTTAH, Nov. 19. , 

Arguments .^ere heard this morn¬ 
ing by the Full Bench of the Pudu¬ 
kottah Chief Court, consisting of Mr. 
P. Chenchiah, Chief Judge, and 
Messrs. V. Ramachandra Aiyar and 
M. Paramasivam Pillai, Puisne 
Judges,'in the petition filed by Bala- 
gangadharan against a vakil of the' 
Chief Court, alleging professional 
misconduct. The Court reserved 
orders. 

The petitioner, appearing in person, 
stated that according to him, he had 
proved one out of the four points oh 
which evidence was asked to be ad¬ 
duced. He could.have proved the others 
also but for the fact that the witnesses 
could not be present in time. He prayed 
that the court would consider his case 
and mete out justice to him. 

Mr. R-. Rajagopala Aiyar, counsel for 
the counter-petitioner, argued that 
there was ample, opportunity for the 
petitioner to prove his case. The court 
had granted the petitioner a sufficiently 
long time and he could have procured 
all his witnesses within that period of 
time. The case, counsel contended* had 
not been proved beyond doubt. There 
was discrepancy in the evidence for the 
petitioner. The petitioner in his evi¬ 
dence stated that the witnesses' knew 
the counter-petitioner and he'brought 
them to mediate with the counter-peti¬ 
tioner for the fixing of fees, while the 
witnesses stated that.they never knew 
the counter-petitioner before and that 
they simply accompanied the petitioner 
and they never interfered in the ques¬ 
tion of the settling of fees. 

As regards the question whether the 
petitioner paid the counter-petitioner 
Rs. 25 for the purpose Of purchasing 
copy stamps, counsel stated that the 
petitioner had not. proved that fact be¬ 
yond doubt. The counter-petitioner was 
maintaining regular accounts and he. 
hoped the account books and the re¬ 
ceipt book would satisfactorily prove 
that there was only one payment of 
Rs. 8 by the petitioner to the clerk for 
which a receipt had been issued. When 
once the fact of non-payment of the 
amount had been proved, counsel 
stated, the question of appropriating 
the amount to the fees by the counter¬ 
petitioner did not arise. 

As regards the question whether the 
counter-petitioner acted against the 
instructions of the petitioner in con¬ 
ducting the appeal, counsel argued that 
that fact was not mentioned in the 
petition and it had been introduced at 
a later stage in the course of his de¬ 
position, • ‘ ' 

As regards the allegation that the 
counter-petitioner refused to deliver 
the records after the case was finished 
unless the balance of fees due were 
paid, counsel stated that it was base¬ 
less, 1 because the reply notice, by the 
counter-petitioner clearly showed'that 
the counter-petitioner was always pre¬ 
pared to return the papers when a 
proper receipt was given to him., 

. In answer to the allegation that the 
counter-petitioner abused the peti¬ 
tioner, counsel stated that there could 
have been no occasion because the peti¬ 
tioner had never come to the house 
of the counter-petitioner after the date 
of the second hearing of the appeal 
Even otherwise, counsel contended, it 
would not amount to professional mis¬ 
conduct. 

BAR ASSOCIATION PRESIDENT’S 
SUGGESTION 

Mr. V. Vaidhyanatha Aiyar, Presi¬ 
dent of the Bar Association,.submitted 
that the accounts kept by the counter 
petitioner were fair and that it was 
evident' that the fee fixed was Rs. 16. 
The receipt \ corroborated the payment 
of Rs. 8 which he thought was the only 
payment made by the petitioner. The 
allegation that the counter-petitioner 
refused to return the papers was base¬ 
less in view of the fact that they would 


be of no use to the counter-petitioner 
as . there was no valuable document 
contained therein. The alleged payment 
of Rs. 25, he submitted, was not true. 
A quarrel between a client and his 
vakil would not amount to professional 
misconduct. 

. Mr. Vaidhyanatha Aiyar suggested 
that in View of the fact that such peti¬ 
tions were increasing in number, they 
might be enquired into by the Regist¬ 
rar and .disposed of. ' 

’ The Chief Judge pointed out that the: 
rules did not permit it and that the’ 
Registrar could merely record evidence 
in the- case-.- : ; 

Mr. Vaidhyanatha Aiyar said at least; 
that'portion of the work might be, 
asked to be performed by the Regist¬ 
rar or a single Judge so .-that the time 
of the court might not be wasted. In; 
case the court decided that no case had 
been made out . against the counter-i 
petitioner, he* said, the court had 
powers to grant exemplary damages to 
the counter-petitioner.' • * 

PUBLIC ; PROSECUTOR’S VIEWS : 

Mr. R. Srinivasachariar, State Vakil 
and Public Prosecutor, submitted, that 
the grounds should, have been prepared 
by Mr. Balakrishna. Aiyar, the Muth-- 
yar vakil, and the vakalat should have 
been accepted by him on the 27th 
January. On the 2nd February,' the 
counter-petitioner should have signed 
tHe vakalat and probably they struck 
off the date (27th January). There was 
no difficulty in this and whole thing 
looked as though the petitioner had a' 
knowledge of . this and it was done with 
his consent just as a sort;of economy 
to save additional stamp for the 
vakalat. ' : f 

As regards the question of refusal 
to act according to the instructions of 
the petitioner, he. stated, that it was 
for the vakil to conduct the case pro¬ 
perly and the instructions could be 
given only as regards matters of fact 
and not matters of law. It might be 
unprofessional for the vakil to be guid¬ 
ed by the client in the conduct of.the 
case. 

Suggesting methods for the quicker 
disposal and avoiding the wastage of: 
time he said a Bar Committee be ap¬ 
pointed to go into such matters and 
conduct the preliminary enquiry. 

The Chief Judge pointed out there 
was no provision to that effect. : 1 ‘ 

Mr. Srinivasachariar suggested that 
the Chief Court might put .forth their 
proposals to the Durbar for their for¬ 
mal sanction. 

With regard to the fact that cases 
of this nature were increasing in num¬ 
ber, he suggested that deterrent punish¬ 
ment should be given to the petitioners 
and heavy costs awarded tb the coun¬ 
ter-petitioners, in case no case was 
made out against the counter-peti¬ 
tioners. 

The petitioner’ replied after which 
the Judges reserved orders.

SHIMOGA, Nov. 10. 

The Budget Estimate of the 
Shimoga District Board for 1936-37 
as finally approved . by the Gov¬ 
ernment was placed at a meeting of 
the Board held yesterday.Mr, K. II. 
Halappa, -President,, presided. - 

The Government pointed out that 
the expenditure under service heads 
was above the receipts and the pre¬ 
scribed closing balance was not main¬ 
tained. There were no investments at 
its credit and the District'Board should 
drastically cut down the expenditure 
under optional items and also improve 
their revenue resources by the levy of 
licence and other fees. The Board was 
also asked to take energetic steps to, 
recover .the 'arrears under tolls and 
ferries, as otherwise, the Board would 
not be able to take up any improve¬ 
ment works and to maintain their cash 
balance. With the remarks, the Gov¬ 
ernment reduced the anticipated re¬ 
ceipts of the District Board to 
Rs. 1,20,000 on the basis of the audited 
figures for 1934-35 and on the revised 
estimate for 1935-36 and reduced the 
expenditure to Rs. 65,887. iDiscussion 
on this was adjourned to the next 
meeting. • „ . 

To the school Board the Board 
elected Mr. Ohennaveerappa Gowda. 
Requests for grants to Lady Mlrza 
Ismail Milk Centre, Indian Red Cross 
Society and to many other institutions 
of the kind and grants for scholarships 
were turned down by the District 
Board for want of funds and sanc¬ 
tion from the Government which had 
disallowed many of these optional 
items of expenditure. 

The House resolved to consider in 
the Budget for the year 1937-38 the 
contribution of Rs 100 being the 
annual maintenance charges for a 
Veterinary Dispensary at Anandapu- 
ram where Mr. A. Ramakrishna 
Iyengar who hag^nlready endowed an 
hospital would give Rs.. 1,000 for the 
initial expenses if the dispensary 
would be started by the Government. 
The construction of a bridge over the 
River Varda was resolved to be press¬ 
ed upon Government in view of its 
commercial importance. 

A resolution was passed congratu¬ 
lating-His Highness the Maharaja of 
Travancore on his Proclamation allow¬ 
ing Harijans into all the ^State-manag¬ 
ed temples. • •
